06s. The Festival of the Circumcision is kept as a holiday 
throughout Europe, and is a Holyday of Oblig^atiou in the Catholic 
Church. The bells and carillons of most chuiches are played on at 
^unduight, by way of ringing in the new year. The Song of the 
Shepherd of Madonna used to be sung on this day. The custom of 
renewing Chrifttmag Festivities and the making of New Year's Gifts 
today is veiy antient, and was practised in Rome in the time of 
the first Kings. This day was dedicated to Janus the emblem of 
Retrospect and Foresight united. 



CALENDAR OF NATURE. 

Laurestine Viburnum Tinus in fiower. 

Ohs. This plant is called also the Siirub of St. Faine from its 
blowing on tiie uay of her commemoration. 

At this season of the yenr many plants cannot be expected to be 
in blow : in the present mil I weather, 1827, however the Red Star 
Windflower, the Threelerw ( d Antirrhinum, two sorts of Marijolds, 
the Daisy, and liie roi^aalhus were added to the Laurestine wiiich 
is in fall blow at this time. The Black Hellebore also called Christ- 
mas Rose was almost in flower. 

A familiar adage says of today : 

Whether the weather be snow or raine 
We are sure to see the Flower of St. Faine ; 
Rain comes but seldome and often snow. 
And yet this Viburnum is sure to blow* 

That portion of the winter called the Hybernal Season or Late 
WxNT£B begins today.

Obs. St. Macarius dwelt forty si'y years in the deserts of Lower 
£g)^tm the anchoretiial '<tate, and live d chiefly on herbs. He was 
one among many extraordinary examples of abstinence of those 
early times. For seven years his food was only raw herbs, p^round 
nuts, and other the like substances. lie was equally celebrated fur 
his long vigilance, and seemed to have dispensed with three fourths 
of the ueep usually enjoyed. His life is writt^ by Pa]kdius.

Ohs, This plant, in flower all the year, is recorded today as the 
Flower of St. Macarius in the Florilegium Asp, Div. 

As the day len_ thcns so the cold strengthens. This is an old and 
well grounded ])roverb: on an average of many years it will l)e tound 
that from Cbrisinia** Day to St. Hilary the cold is getting greater ; 
it then is statioiiary for some days, and then the temperature begins 
again to increase. At this season the bare trees and the bleak 
appeannoe <^ every thing, even wtoi there is no snow, usually rea- 
ders the landscape the least picturesque of any : some occasionally 
well coloured sunsets however may be seen. 

At the beginning of the present year, 1827, the weather was so 
mild that ou this day the following plants were in blow in the 
author's garden: The Red Star Windflower, the Tbreeleaved Snao 
Dragon, the Polyanthus, the Marigold, the Small ¥iM Marigold, 
the Groundsel, the Bed Dead Nettle, and the Laureetine. The 
Blade Helleboffe was likewise coming into flower. A south aspect 
and light warm soil usually produces some flowers in the midst of 
winter. Thbday in 1782 was very mild and windy with violent 
showers, and the Redbreast singing; 1783 frosty. Black Hellebore 
in flower ; 1784 thawing after snow^ 1796 thaw and hard rain at 
night; 1797 clouds and showers. 

The lines o&ioday in the FlorUegium mention : 

Though storms may rage and skies may bwer 
We'r sure to see the Groundsel in flowen 
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MEW tear's tide. 3

Thisday b recorded in the oldJaliaa Calendar as 
Cicero's birthday.

Obs. This plant which is the earliest of the Iris tribe will flower 
about this day if previously kept warm, and if planted in a pot about 
Allliallowtide and kept in a green house in the even temperature of 
about 55°. The plant has been called Fleur de Ste. Genevieve, and 
is said to have given origin to the celebrated Flenr de lis of the 
Fkeoch arms. This however is doubtful ; nevertheless that eusign 
is certainly taken ftota. anus species of the genus Iris. 

The term Nivalis or Snowing Day in the CaUndarium Nahmih, 
as applied to St. Genevieve's Day, is founded on the observation 
that tiae weather is, on an average of year<;, cold and the snow often 
falling or lying on the ground. The editor's MS. Journals for fifty 
years back confirm the observation, with few exceptions. The 
tbUowmg verses al&o remind us of the prevailing weather of the day.

St. Titus was born a gentile, and wns converted by SU 
Paul the apostle, who styles him his brother and ])artner in his 
labours. In a.d. 51 he acrompanied him to the Council held 
at Jerusalem on the subject ot tlie Mosaic rites. He died at a 
very advanced age in Crete, and his remains are held in great vene- 
ration in the cathedral of Guit^na tht anlienl capital of that islajid.

Hazel Corylus avellana flowers. 

The hazel is frequently found in bloMom or in catkin nn this day ; 
its pendent greemsh blossoms hanging all the early spring from its 
naked boughs. In the dedication of plants to diff rent saints, a 
leliqne of antient British piety, this shrub is styled The Bush of Su 
Titns. 

Both the filbert and the cobnut are varieties of the hazel, and 
produce their nuts about the same time> that is from about St. 
Baitholomewtide to Martinmas. 

The hazel nut reminds us of the following aspiration : 
As the hardest nutshells have oftcnrinies the sweetest kernels; as 
the tenderest love is often the most difficult of approach; as the 
warme<^.t friendship has frequently the crudest exterior; so is the 
sweetest uni tion of divine grace envellopped in the severest cover- 
ing ot penance. Embrace therefore with thy fervent hands, 0 
Virgin I lierophila, now in thy noviciate, rather than trample vdth tiie 
feet of disdain the veil which, separates the troubled air of a vain 
world from the kernel of conventual peace. Nor liken thyself imto 
a fooli^ maiden lliat crashed the shell in hastie impatience of its 
bardnflss and destroys therewith the interior repast.

Obtm PUIar Saints as they a«s cAd aMnd tbe man extmrdt- 
naiy instances of volvntaiy sufiering and mortification which the 
lustory of the church exhibits to us : St. Simeon Stylitea was perhaps 
the most remarkable of these, and was indeed the prototype of all 
the rest. He was the astonishment not only of all Rome but of all 
the nations of the East, having dwelled above thirty years chained 
to the top of pillars (greeted for that purpose. He liad three of these 
lofty and exposed abodes successively, each higlier than the rest, 
having by degrees used himself to greater and greater elevations* 
His life is detailed by Alban Butler from authentic sources. 

St. Simeon Stylites is usually drawn chained to the top of a 
pillar.

As drops of water by degrees wear holes in stones; as rivers by 
continually running make fissures in rocks, and find their way 
through marshes into the sea ; so by continual prayer and inortiti- 
eatkm ought we to let in hourliethe dewdiops of heavenlie benedic- 
tkm upon our obdurate hearts, that ib» river iDf * the soul may wear 
its way through the rocky bondage of the ttesh and flow through the 
nleof tean mto the Ocean of Eternity.

Obs. Epiphany, which means appearance or manifestation, is a

The festivities of Christmas and of New Year's Day do not excel 
in splendor or universal adoption those which prevail all o?er 
Europe on Twelfth Day. Twelfth cakes and the play of drawing 
for king and queen are common in all parts of the continent as well 
as in England.

W inter is the season for studyingr the mosses and ferns, and in- 
deed most of the Cryptogamia. Lvery season has its charms to the 
vigilant botanist, and tliough the Brumal season is perhaps the 
dvdlest of all, yet it is not without its amusements. The bright red/ 
berries of the Holly, the dark red berries of the Hawthorn, the black 
sloes of the Blackthorn, the gieen berries of the Ivy, the Missletoe, 
and the occasional and unseasonable appearance of solitary flowers 
in the garden^ enliven this otherwise dreary season ; unless as often 
happens about this time the ground becomes covered with snow. 
There are however exceptions: in 1796 weather mild, with showers.

He died a martyr in prison after 
nine years' confinement, in the year 312. The British Nautical 
Almanack records a St. Lucian today ; whetlier our saint is intended 
or the Lucian of tomorrow is uiiLLrtain, 

St. Kentigern was a widow, mother of St. Felan, and is recorded 
m the Aberdeen Breviary. She has a church at Lochoumont ia the 
little island of inchelroch.

Laurels will grow in almost any soil and situation, but perhaps 
the best mould wr them is a mixture of dry earth and what is called 
loam. The leaves of this as well as of the common laurel and most 
other evergreens, when suddenly put into a hot firoi ezpbde with a 
loud cracking noise. 

Laurels are killed sometimes by frost. We had a fine laurel 
hedge at Hartwell killed hy the severe cold of January 1820, when 
the themometer of f ahreniheit sank to ten degrees below sero.

She wal tinnvdled in 
her asaidaous attention to the wants of the poor, as well as in her 
constancy to her devotions: she used to go before daybreak to 
matins at St. Saviour's church at Morzelle, with her maid carryincr a 
lantern bcfor*^ her, and it is related in legendary history that when 
on one occasion her laatern was blown out by chance, it was miracu- 
lously lighted ap;ciin at her prayers, whence this saint is usually 
drawn with a lantern m her hand. In tlie Aspirationii it is said : 

Even us the Lord did^light up the candle tor thy prayers, O holy St. 
Gudula, when adverse winds had puffed out thy lamp; so win n the 
devil shall blow out the lamp of my devoiiou, ligiit thuu it again 
by the ^ilendour of thy example, and replenish it by the oil of thy 
perpetnal interaesMOB, and be to me as a poleaiarin the troubled 
ocean of life and a light in the thorny path that leads to glory. ^

The Agonalia were celebrated today in aatieat Home.

In tlie Breviary of Toledo she is comiuemo- 
rated on the 12th July ; and there is a beautiful hvinn to her in the 
Mozaiabie Bieviiiy* Aoeoidizig to Chatelaia she placed on her 
head the laorel of martyfdom on the 9th of Jannaiy* See BuiUr'* 
Live$ of the Sainttf vol. i. p. 124.

During the hard weather which usually prevails about this time 

^reat quantities of Fieldfares are frequently seen in the southern 
parts of England. In 1B'20 they were very numerous, but their 
numbers vary very mucfi ui iliiiVi( iit years. Sea Gulls frequently 
come to the inland parts of the country, and some rare foreign birds 
also make their appearance. That curious little bu d the Longtailed 
Titmouse MecUtura vagaoit is more often seen in this than in any 
other season.

Obs. St. William's uame was Bemiger; and he was educated 
by his loaternal uncle Peter the hermit of Soissons. He was fioiu 
early infancy addicted to studious and retired habits, and early in. 
lUe mbraced HtkB monastic order. He was made pitor of tbe Cis- 
teician abbey of Pontigny, afunrwards abbot of Fontame Jean in 
Sens, and lastly aichbismm of Bourges. Hit historians report him to 
lia\ e died in the odour of sanctity early in the morning of the lOth 
ol January, 1209, having received extreme unetion the day before, 
and being stretched ont on ashes laid in the form of a cross on the 
hair shirt thnt he was ii<ed to wear. He was uncle to the celebrated 
Countess Maud. This mode of dying on ashes is still preser\ed in 
some monasteries. The celebrated Spanish monk called the 
Trappist died last year just after having prostrated his declining 
body on a cross of ashes, a particular account of which wiii be found 
in the Cruholit; Miscellany for 1826. 

Voluiitary luornfication seems to have been substituted for acci* 
dental misfortunes by the workers of supererogation, in order as it 
were to enjoy and reap the advantages of that self possession and 
conquest over ^e infiimitiet of the body of lAkh the conscboBnesa 
is so deligbtfal, and which Teminds ns of the lines of Shakespeare : 

Sweet are the uses of adversity. 
Which like the toad u^ly and Yonomous 
Wears yet a predons jewel in his head. 

The celebrated Epistle of Pope Agatho to the Emperor Constan- 
tine Pogomatus ao;amst the Monoihelite her^y is well known, and 
wa^i confirmed by the third General Council of the Church.

O&t. St. Theodosius was bom in 423 at Marissa in Ca^ptdocia. 
He was early in life ordained a raader> but in pious example of 
Abraham he left his country, and making a pilgrimage to Jerusalem 
visited in his way the famous pillar of St, Simoon Stylites. He 
afterwards lived a hermit's life on a rock not tar from Bethlehem, 
but ^'ot bydecrrees a flock of monks about him, which induced him 
to build a monastery at Cathismus which 'had infirmaries for the 
sick |K>or attached to it. In it several languages were spoken, as it 
consisted of Greeks, rersiaas, Arabians, and the northern ndUoas, 
and had four churches, each of which belonged to a nation speaking 
a diflerent langus^ St, Theodoaiua lived on vegetable food ezdu* ^ 
sivelyt and did at the advanced age of 105 yean. He was buried 
in his first eremitical cell called the Cave of the Magi, because the 
wise men of old who came to adore Jesus Christ were said to have 
lodged in it.

This as well as some other mosses being now in frnctiication may 
be studied by the botanist with most advantage. 

The weather is usually remarkably cold about this time, and 
Fieldfares and other hybcornal birds very numerous. The Kingfisher 
Alcedo hispida has been seen on this (fay in the marshes about Lee 
Bridge in Essex, of which instances are on record as early as the 
year 1780. If it should happen to be mild, the Mole Talpa Europtt us

continent to make the windows of religious houses. He also en- 
riched the monasteries and churches of England with pictures, 
sarred books, and various foreign curiosities, particularly his monas- 
tery of St. Peter at W eremouth.

Obs, St, Veronica was born in a village near to Milan, in 
JLombardy, of parents who subsisted by daily labour. In this city, 
after evincing a greai desire for solitude in reflection all her early 
youth, she took the religious habit in the Augustine Convent of St. 
Martha, where she exhmited a wonderfol example of austerity and 
▼igilance, and was said to be a living model of the role of her

The Wall Speedwell being in some eaily years in flower on this 
day, it would seem as if it had been so called after the saint above 
recorded. Indeed the monks, friars, and vestals, of the religioos 

ages, bein^ our first British botanists, the names of most popular 
plants then known have received religious names, of which we shall 
nave more occasion to speak by and bye ; but whether Veronica be 
or be not an exception to this mode of origin of names, we cannot 
quite deferiaiiie. 

The Yi'W Tree is now in flower ; its red berri« s are afterwards 
well knov^n to every observer. Yew trees, formerly spelled Eugh, 
are natives v)t ])rUnin: the wood was tormeriy used for making 

bows, which has caused Spencer to say^ — 

" The Eugh obedient to the bender's will." — Fairy Qu§an, 

As the Cypress was the funereal tree of classical antiquity, and 
shaded the urns of Pagan heroes, so the Yew has become the 
&vourite shelter for the tombs of Christians, and the largest and 
oldest Yew trees ate to be found in the chuithyards and cemeteries 
of modem Eorope.

Ob^. St. Hilary was born at Poicticrs, and brought up in idolatrj^. 
His mind was deeply metaphysical, and he was found soon ta 
renounce polytheism. He afterwards step by step became con- 
vinced of the irutli of Catholic doctrine, and at len jth was noted 
for controversy, and was styled by St. Jeroiue liie Trumpet of the 
Latins against the Avians, His conversion was a remarkable 
instance of a great mind, who, having gone as ftur as reason oould 
go in the discovery of tmthf brought his mind to a state of humiMty, 
and accepted as matter of faith the truth of doctrines to which 
experimental philosophy could not lead him. As a child climbs a 
ladder step by step that leads into a tree of delicious fruit, but, 
getting to the last step, finds the boughs still far above his reach, 
calls to Pomona, who is seated at the top of the stem, and says, 
** 1 believe you can, I hope you will, and I ask in cAaWtv that 
you do, give me a helpmg hand into those delicious boughs, that I 
luay. taste of the fruit, which by a nearer approach seems so much 
the fairer. So should a leaiued Christian, who lias scaled the 
ladder of philosophy, but yet feels himself far from truth, though 
more ardent to obtain it, implore the Virgin Mother of Mercies to 
helpe him into the true tree of knowledge, that he may reap the finiits 
of eternal salisfaetion.*'*— Ftm/e^ium. 

St. Hilary is the author of a splendid hymn, sent to his daughter 
Apra, to dissuade her from marriage, it be^;ins Lucis largitor splen- 
Hide, &c. He herein exhorts her to perpetual virginity. 

St. Felix was native of Nota. He is recorded by Tillemont to 
have wrought some remarkable miracles. He lived and died in 
the third age.

He retired into the wilderness, where findmcr a cave sheltered at 
its entrance by a palm, and watered by a clear spring, he dwelt 
there all the rest of his hie in eremitical solitude. In this cave the 
great St. Anthony made him a visit, when both of them were near a 
oentury oUL St. Pan! died at the age of 113, and in the ninetieth 
of his solitude. It is said that his remains came into poisessbn of 
the Republic of Venice, and that Xiswis the First, King of Hungary, 
purchased them, and gave them to the Pauline hemits of Buda. 
What is very remarkable in the lives of hermits and anchorites is 
this, that though the several individuals took to the solitary life 
from some particular penchant of their own, there was in all a 
remarkable coa£omuty of hie. to certain rules common to all.

Ivj Hedera Helix. 

Ivy Hedera htlix is accorded today in the FJorileeittm as dedi* 
cated to St. Paul the hermit, on account, as it would seem, of its 
long life, and its attaching itself so often to old churches. The Ivy 
may well be imagined the covering of a hermit's grotto. This 
plant, together with the Holly, Bay, and Missietoe, and some other 
baccated shrubs, constitute ornaments of our Christmas decorations. 
Elms, Ilices, and other tall trees, have often their trunks covered 
with Ivy, of which Horace is mmdfui in his Ode to Neaera

Francis of 
Assescuri, called Franciscans or White Friars. The five recorded 
today were killed by a ?troorish kin?; and their remains are pre- 
served in the monastery of the Holy Cross at Coimbra.

Though the Red Archancrel or Dead Nettle, as it is also called, 
is now sparingly in flower in our gardens, where it g^rows in borders, 
among rubbish, and in all waste places, yet its general fluwerini^ is 
about Ladytide, when its purplish red flowers are very abundant in 
most waste situations. It is considered a weed m gardens, and 
generally eradicated, but being an hybornal flower, and appearing 
wlMo there are few things in hum in the ^^^^^t ^ often a pleasing 
aocompaniment to a winter garden. There are several ^ecies of 
Anshangel, of which tfab is the commonest. 

This day seems to be called Din EUUrioa in CaUndarium Natn- 
raUf horn the once great prevalence of Northern IJghts or Auw0f 
BotmIm. In Uie year 1781, so remarkable for this phenomenon, 
brilliant Nortiiem Lights were seen from this time of year to the end 
of the vernal season. On different occasions they varied in form 
and colour ; an accurate register of them appears to have been kept 
in the Weather Journal of the late £dward Forstcr^ of Waltham- . 
stow, in Essex, Esq.

Star Windflower Anemone h4>rtensis flowers. 

Ihis plant, of which so raany varieties in colour blow in Apirll 
and May, were flowers in mild seasons m our gardens. The most 
usual colour is deep crimson, called cochlicoe, and it is this variety 
which usually flowers in this hybornal SMtoiit the others seldom 
appearing till spring. As the large white flower of the HeUtktmu 
niger is^called St. Agnes* Flower, so the Anenume harUnm is dedi* 
cated to St. Anthony, and hoth at this season are to be seen toge- 
ther in the bowpots in England and in France, and in the German 
Blnmenbottles, mixed with lAbumum and Evergreens. We have 
known the Red Star Windflower blow all the winter and spring, . 
producing a succession of flowers from the brumal to the solstitial 
season. Mr. Smith, in his poem of Amarynthus, gives this reason 
for naming this flower the Windiiower— that it never opens but 
when the wind blows : 

And then 1 gathered rusheSt began 
To weave a garland for you, intertwined 
With Violets, Hepaticas, Primroses, 
And coy Anemone, that ne'er uncloses 
Her lips untU ihey'ie blown on by the wind.

About this time of year, frogs, invited forth perhaps by a few 
days of transitory mild weathet. are frequently found kill^ by the 
frost.

St. Prisca, virgin and martyr, a.d. 275. 
St. Wolfrid, St. Deicolus, St. Paul, &c. 

Obs. The Church celebrates today the establishment of the 
Episcopal Chair at Rome by St« Peter, the Prince of the Apostles. 
Tnit tet is auerted and dttcriM by Gains, a priest of Rome io 
the time of Zephyrinus. St. Peter aad St. Paul were the two apos- 
tles who planted the Catholic feith at Borne, and were there mar- 
tyred at the same time, as is asserted by St. Dionysius of Corinth, 
who lived in the second age. The ApostoUdly of the Church, and 
the descent of all the popes, bishops, and prelates, from St. Peter, 
their first bishop, is curiously exemplified by the late Dr. Milner, in 
his End of Ileligious Controversy, by a figure of the apostohcal 
tree. The festival is recorded m the Martyrology ascribed to 
Bede, and was therefore kept prior to the year 720, St. Peter is 
said metaphorically to keep the Key of Heaven. Hence many 
churches dedicated to this Saint have the vane on their steeples 
surmounted with a key* as St. Peter^s in Coinhill, London, and 
others. In common, a Cock is the figure used for the windvane» 
and this, according to Du Cange» was originallv devised as an 
emblem of deiieal vigilance, the dergy being styled the Cocks of 
the Almighty, whose office it was to call us to early prayer, &c.<— ' 
See Beehnmin'9 ImmUiom, article W$ath/erceck* 

St. Pzisca was a Roman virgin, martyred in 275. The church 
which bears her name in Rome is dedicated in her honour. She is 
mentioned in the Sammentary of St. Gregory, and in the Western 
Martyrokgies.

The White Archangel much resembles our common Dead Nettte, 
only that the flower is white, instead of red ; it is, however, less 
abundant than the Dead Nettle, and is chiefly found in waste 
places, and in Ihe borders of gardens not well weeded ; but it seldom 

encrcases so as to become very troublesome. It flowers plentifully 
all the early part of the year, like others of this ge^ll^. The flowers 
of most species of Lamium, like those of JNIelissa, are great favorites 
with the bees, and should be rather encouraged to grow where 
hives are kept. We have no douhi but iliat the ta^te as well as the 

Sroperties of honey vary in some measure according to the sort of 
owers from which the bees have mostly gathered it. 

The sound of Bees busy at their work adds in no small degree to 
the combmed sources of delight which we derive from being in a 
gar len of flowers in spring. Virgil aptly describes the pleasure of 
this concurrence of vernal pleasure in his first Eclog.

Obs» St. Agneii suifered iiiartyrduni so young, and with such 
fortitude, that the tongues and pens of all nations, says St. Sexom, 
m employed to celebrate her praise. St. Ambrose^ and also St. 
Aiigastiiie» state tltat she was only thirteen years when she sufiered 
death for the cause of Chnstiamtyt and her refusal to yield to the 
•olicitatioiis of the infamous panders of the tyrant. She is recorded 
by the authors who wrote ner life to have received, in the tenth 
persecution of Dioclesian, " the everlasting crown of mar^/idom, 

and the never fadinfr laurel of virginity." 

There is an evident connexion between the name of Agnes and 
the Latin word Agnus ; and, in corruhot ation thereof, it may be 
mentioned, that on the le^^endary account of St. Agnes appearing 
to her pareuLs in a vision ailer her death with a lamb by her side, the 
figures which painters hate drawn of her are usually accompanied 
bj^ a Iamb. In the ebnich built mi the place of her martvidom, the 
piest of the church of St. Peter's ad v incola annually blesses two 
flunbst whoM wool is afterwaids made use of by the nuns of St. 
Lawrence to make palliasses. 

Black Hellebore HeUeharus mger flowers. 

This plant, called black, and by tiie Greeks EXM0of oc /aiVk, only 
from the colour of its roots and seeds, begms to shew its white 
flowers above ground about Christmas s by this day they are fully 
bk>wn, and have been called Christmas Rose, and in German 

Christwurtz, and also Flower of St. Agnes. In the Florilegium 
we may read, "Even as the Flower of St. A<:;nes is whiter than 
other blosomes, so was the purity of St. Agnes fairer than that of 
most virgins ; as the Flower bloweth in the season of winter, wlien 
there are few others, so did the saintlie virgin flourish in the winter 
of adversity, and brave tlie storms of persecution, with few comj>a- 
nions in excellency." Flor, 21. This Flower mixes agreeably with 
those of the Star Anemony and the Vibumum in the wintei's bowpot. 

Float and snow are most commonly the portion of northern climes

He is styled by Butler ilie mosi glorious martyr, 
firom his great fortitude, and the indifference with which he seemed 
to sufier the toitiues of the rack and Uie hot spiked gridiron, of 
whkh an account will be found in the lives of the Saints. 

St. Anastastus the. Persian was styled a trophy of the Holy Cross, 
when it was carried away into Persia by iHiosroes in 614. By 
order of the same king ne sufTercd martyrdom at Barsaloc, in 
Assyria.

This small tetradynamious plant may now be seen sparingly in 
flower On old walls and waste places; through March and Ap^l it 

IS plentiful. 

Today is recorded as Sunbeam Day in the Natural Calendar, from 
an old proverb tkat it bodes good luck if the sun-beams be seen 
breaking out any time today. A Latin proverbial line has it — 
Vineenti festo si Sol radict memor edu, which has been thus done 
into English, and extended : 

Kern ember on St, Vincent's Day, 

If that the Sun iiis beams display. 

Be sure to mark the transient beam 

Which through the casement siieds a gleam , 

For 'tis a token bright and clear 

Of prosperous weamer all the year. 

In the Florilegium we may read :

of Patmos. St. Jerom, St. ranlimis, and St. Chrysostom, relate 
that many mirarlos were performed by the relics of St. Timothy > 
which were conveyed to Constantinople in 356. 

The Stalkless Moss Phascum muticum fructifies. 

It seems that what is called Timothy Grass Phleum pratevse 
was named after this saints but wherefore we have not been able to 
discover. 

The weather at tiiis time of year is usually very cold, and the 
ground otten under snow. Birds now begin to be much distressed 
for want of food, and a great variety of them flock to the farm-yards 
for food and shelter, and frequently come close to our windows m 
search of crumbs of bread, and of which the following lines^ in the 
Spencerean style, recorded in some Calendais on the 24th of 
January, remind us : 

On St, Paul's Eve. 
Winter's white shrowd doth cover all the groundoy 

And Caecias blows his bitter blaste of woe : 
The ponds and pooles, and streams in ice are bounde. 

And famishefi birds are shivering in the snowe* 
Still round about tlie house they flitting goe, 

And at the windows seek iui scraps of foode 
Which charity with hand profuse doth throwe. 

Right weeting that in need of it they stoode. 
For charity is shewn by working creatures' goode. 

The Sparowe pei t, the Chaffinch gay and cleaney 
The Redbreast welcome to the cotter's house. 

The livelie blue Tomtit, the Oxeje mene. 
The dingie Dunnock, and swart Colemouse; 

The Titmouse of the marsh, the nimble Wrenne, 
The Bullfinch and the Goldspink, with the King 
* Of Birds, the Goldcrest. The Thrush, now and then 

The Blackbird, wont to whistle in the sprinfr. 
Like Christians seek the heavenlie fuode St. i'aul doth bring. 

Cutholir Friend, No. I, p. lb. 
Several birds, as the Thrush, the Blackbird, the Robin, and the 
Wren, are now already singing. 

In the evening of this day in 1827 a remarkable luminous pheno- 
menon, like the Zodiacal Light, was seen in Sussex, but it diflmd 
in having a cross or transverse bar. 
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JAN. 25. Conversion of St. Paul. 
8S. Juyentuis and MasumiDus, mm. a.b. 363* 

SS. Projectus, Poppo, Publius, Sec, 

Obsm The history of the Conversion of St. Paul is too well known 
to need any comment. His sudden conversion while he was on his 
way to Damascus was effected by means of a threat light, from 
whence issued a voice, saying; Saul, Saul, why dost thou persecute 
me. He proceeded on his journey, but changed his purpose with 
his name, and instead of persecuting the Christians, converted 
many heathens to the Christian reHgion. This festival was insti- 
tuted very early, and was for a time a holiday of obligation, com- 
aanded hj Pope Innooent IIL to be kept with great solemnitv. 
It is meiitMnied as a solemn FeitiYal in the Conoeil of Oxfiivd heki 
in the ragn of Heniy III. uoi 1222. 



YeUow Hellebore Hetteborus kgemaiis flowers. 

The Yellow ileliebore or Winter Aconite is a small yellow ranun- 
culaceous plant, with a bright yellow flower •. it is one of our earliest 
primaveraf plants, and blows even before the Snowdrop and Crocus, 
which it mixes agreeably with during February and March. 

This day is called Pron;aostick Day, from the antient superstitious 
observance of the ^v eather of this day considered as ominous oi the 
future year, of winch the fGllowing quotations will give the best 
account. An old proverb says, 

Clari dies Pauli bona tempora denotat Anni. 
Se fuerint venti designant poeiiia j^enti. 
Si fuerint nebulae pereunt animalia <iuae(juc. 
bi nix, SI pluvia, designant tempora cara.

Obs, St. Polycarp was one of the most illustrious of tlie Apus- 
toUc Fathers, and was a disciple of the Apostles. He was j3ishop of 
Smyrna a great many years, and suffered maityrdom for Uie CalUoUc 
cause in the year 166. 

St. Paula wa^ a Roman lady, and boru the 6th of May, 347. 

An epigram says. 

Jam Poiycaiinis adea^ lux est aacrataaue Paulaet 
Nam aid haec hodie Paulas heri siueat. 



White Coltsfoot or Butterbur Tu^sUago alba flowers. 

The fioweriDg of the early White Butterbur today has given in 
the Calendar of Nature its name. This plant, a native of Europe, 
though not of England, is in mild seasons m flower by this time. Its 
flower is white, but has no smell like the Ttissilago fragnuu, still in 
flower, whose fragrance is often perceived at the distance of some 
hundreds of yards. 

Both the \Vliite Butterbur and the Sweet Coltsfoot might be natu- 
ralized in this countiy, as they have already been in certain pirfs of 
Sussex by escaping from gardens : at Ilartileld both species grow as 
if wildy and in time will become &o. The white species iias been 
called St. Paula's Flower, from often in mild seasons beginning to 
flower about this time. 

- The Sweet Coltsfoot, when planted in a large pot* and kept in the 
greenhouse or in a room without a fire, will often blow all the winter, 
and it sends forth a delicious fragrance which fills the house.

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JAN. 27. St. John Chrysostom, abp, a.d. 407. 
St. Julian, first bishop of Mans,

Obs, St. John Chrysostom, one of the most ilhistnous and elo- 
tquent defenders of tne Catholic t^ntli in the fourth century, was 
bom at Antioch about the year 344. 1 Lis eloquence obtained ior him 
the surname of Chrysostom, that is Goldenmouth, which wat given 
bim by Su Ephrem of 4ntioch» Theodofet, and Cat^odmnis. He 
iras the son of Secimdhis and Anthusa, and died Archlnshop of 
Constantinople in the year 407. He had previously to his holding 
that see lived two years in seclusion as a hermit, but the dampness 
of his cave bringing on him a dangerous state of ill health, he was 
induced to return to hh native city. He exhorted the laity to rise 
at midnio:ht to matins with the clergy. He entertained an opinion 
that Visions of Angels often appeared at the altar during canonical 
hours, and mstaoced the visions ot hermits in ptooi ot his opimon. 



Earth Moss Pkascum cuspidatum fructifies. 

This is the day whereon, according to the Old Calendar, the 
Romans celebrated the dedication of the Temple of Castor and 
Pdlnz. As we nrast regard the story of these heroes to be an 
Atmoepheiical FsMe^ and to have been the phenonaena now called 
Fbtea of St. Helmo* we may properly notice them on this anniver'* 
sary. The alighting of one or two of them on a ship's mast by 
ttgnl is considered ominous of a stom by mariners, and Horace's 
invocation of them for a orosperous voyage for his fnend corres- 
ponds with this idea. Castor and Follux may be seen on the 
meridian between ten and eleven o'clock tonight. 

Horace observes :— ild Navimu 

Sic te diva potens Cypri| 

Sic fratres Helenae» Incida sidera» 
Ventorumqne regat pater. 

Catullus dedicates his bark thus : 

GmslU Cat$or §t GtmelU Cottom. "Castor and PoUoz, or the 
Twin Stars, are two stars in the Constellation Gemini." 

In the " Electricity des Meteors,'' 2 vol. 8vo. published many 
years ago at Lyons, are recorded some curious accounts of these 
fires of St. Elme.

She 
was placed in the Dominican Convent at Vesprin when only three 
years old. Her death occurred in 1271«and her reUques are pte- 
served at Piesbouig.

Maigsm of Hungary, lomidmet may m firand ia florar tint day ;

' Cluraeer derives the word Daisy from Da^'s Eye ; and etymologistt 
agree with the old Bard in nit derivation of the Daisy. Under 
the French name Belle Mar^^arette, a compliment was intended to 
some lady, but critics are not agreed who this lady was (see Feb. 22), 

like many other flowers, the single Dai.sy becomes double by 
culture, and frequently proliferous ; in this State it is called the Hen 
and Chicken Daisy. Chaucer writes :

Obs. St. Francis was born at ?ales, near Anecy, in Swizzeiland ; 
his education was principally received from the Jesuits, which 
accounts for his habitual activity of mind, and his intense desire to 
do some act of public or private utility. His letters to Philothea, 
or Introduction a la Vie Devote, are a masterpiece of eloquence, 
and bespeak a inind endowed, as his was, with a great power of 
comparing ideas. St. Fraccis. of Sales was founder of the religious • 
commiwity of Viflitantines or the Order of the Visitation, of which 
there are still several convents. The rule and discipline of this 
Order is said to be less severe than those of almost any other reli- 
gious oommiinity.

This great fern is found in various parts of Endand, as in Sussex, 
near to East Grinstead, and other places : it inhabits forest bogs. 



Procyon or the Lessei Dogstar rises achronically 
in the east. 

In summer this star is mth the Sun, and it was that period 
to which Horace alludes when he says, in bis Ode to the Banausiln 
Fountain* 

Te flagrantis atrox hora Caniculae 
Nesdt tangere. 

The achronycal rising, however, of this star, whicii takes place 
today, is marked by weather fiercely cold.

Obs. St. Martina was a Roman virgin of noble origin. la that 

city there was a chapel dedicated to her in the time of St. Gregory 
the Great, which was frequented with great devotion. Her relicks 
were found and translated in 1634, and the history of their 
translation is recorded by Honoratus of Viterbo. 

Tt seems that the pa^an Romuu dedicated today to the imaginary 
goddess or emblem of peace. 



Common Maidenhair Asplenium Trichomanes fr. 

This plant, which religious fancy has dedicated to St. Martinai ts 
said to have been ongiaally caiied Our Lady's Hair or Charenx de 
Ndtie Dame, 

Larks now congregate, and fly to the warm stubble for shelter ; 
and the Nuthatch Sitta Europaea is heard. The sfaelless Snail or 
Sluff makes its appearance, and oommenoes ' its depredations on 

garden plants and green wheat. The Misselthnish begins its song. 
The Hedge Sparrow and the Thrush begin to sing. The Wren also 
pipes her lay, even amon^ the flakes of snow. The Titmouse pulls 
straw out of the thatch, in search of insects ; Linnets congregate; 
and Rooks resort to their nest trees. PuUets begin to lay. Many 
youno;^ lambs are now dropped. 

The House Sparrow chirps , the Bat appears; Spiders shoot out 
their web^, and the Blackbird whistles. The Fieldfares, Red- 
wings, Skylarks, and Titlarks, resort to watered meadows lor food, 
and are m part supported by the Gnats which are on the snow, 
near the water. The tops of tender turnips and ivy henries afibrd 
food for the graminivocmis birds, such as the Ringdove, and others : 

While yet the wheaten blade 
Scarce shoots above the newfall*n show'r of snow. 
The Shylacfc's note, in short excursbn, warbles ; 
Yes ! ev'n amid tiie dayobacuring foU 
I've marked his winnowing the feathery flakes.

St- Jerom has left us deven letters to her 
of m oontrovefsial nature. Her name occurs today in the RoaoAn 
martyrology. 

St. Peter Nolasco was of Languedoe. He was the founder of the 
Older of Our Lady of Mercy, which he did in consequence* as ^ 
legend states, of a splendid yision. The religious of this oider wear 
a white habit» as an emblem of innocence, and also a white scapula 
hearing the arms of Amgon. 

The heathen Romans of old time dedicated today to the Penates. 



Hartsiongue Asplenium scoiopendrium fructifies. 

Tomorrow is the day called, in the CaUndarium Naturak^ 
Primaveralis or the first day of the early spring. The winter is» 
however, often harder after than before this aay, and the scenes of 
this time of year rmind one of the following lines of the poet : 

Chill Winter still doth reign : the fowls of Heaven, 
Tamed hj the cruel season, crowd around 
The winnowing store, and claim the little boon 
W'liich Providence assigns them. One alone, 
Tlio Redbreast, sacred to the iiousehold gods. 
Wisely regardlul oi liie embroiling skv, 
Id joyless fields and thorny thickets leaves 
His shivering mates, and pays to trusted man 
His annual visit. 

When the weather is clear, the southern sky exhibits at this 
time of year the grandest display of stars. The beautiful cmistella* 
tioos of Orion, of Sinus, PnMr|ron; and others, being conspicuous all 
nigbt.

Obu St. IgDStiuSi who was also suraamed Theophor^t , was a 

zealous convert and intimate disciple of St. John the Evangelist* 
He assisted St. Peter and St. Paul to establish the Christian faith at 
Antioch in the first age. He submitted to martyrdom in the reign 

of Trajan, for declaring that he carried the crucified Christ about 
him. He was destroyed by wild beasts in the amphitheatre. A 
loDg and instructive history of St. Ignatius is to be found in Butler's 
Lives, vol. ii. p. 1. He left behind him seven Epistles, well known 
to all theological critics for tlieir beauty and simplicity. 

St. Bridget, otlierwise called St. limii , is considered as the 
Patroness of Ireland, and was born at i'ochard in Ulster, in the 
beginning of the sixth century. 

Lesser Water Moss FoutuiaUs minor fructifies. 
Bay Laurus nubilis. 

The Bay is recorded tofhy, and has been called the Shrub of 
St. Bride, but we cannot find why, as it does not flower at this 
time. 

An OLcasionnl Primrose flowering on a warm bank is found in 
mild springs about this time, but the pfeneral flowering^ is in March 
and April, when these simpk but eieganl tioweis adum every bank 
and brae. 

The Snowdrop often peeps out of the ground on Candlemas Eve, 
or even earlier, and was hence called Our Lady of Febmaiy, and 

afterwards Fair Maid of February, or Purification Flower. The 
French call it La Pierce Niege, La Cloche Blanche, La Galiuitine 
Baguenardia d'Hy ven The Italians call it Galanto* 

In the Fl&rileghim it is said, Even as the Snowdrop is whiter 
and clearer than all other flowers, so is the spotless purity of Our 
Lady fairer than that of all other vireins." Florilegiumt Asp. ii. 2. 
The following verses of Mr:<. Barbauld are very expressive : 

Already now the Snowdrop dares appear. 

The first pale blossom of tne unripened year; 
As Flom'f^ breath, by some transforming power. 
Had changed an icicle into a flower: 
its name and hue the scentless plant retains. 
And Winter lingers in its icy veins. 
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PEB. 2. PURIFICATION of Our Lady. 
St. Laurence, archbishop of Canterbnry. 

Obs. Tlie common name of Candlemas Day is derived from the 
religious custom still preserved of lighting up the church or chapel 
with candles and lamps, and of the processions of personn holding 
lights in their hands on t-his da^. Like many other eoiblematical 
that of the Christiaii church, this ceremony is a very ancient and 
oioos emblem of the blesnnes of the light of Christianity, and is 
nnmded on the highest authority. Buuer says, "The prooessiim 
with lighted tapers on this day is a very ancient ceremony of the 
Catholic church, mentioned by Pope Gelasius I., St. Cyril of 
Alexandria, &c. These lights which we bear in oar hands repre- 
seT!t the fire of divine love with which our hearts ought to be 
inflamed." "Torches, says St. Jerom, arc used when the irospel 
is to be read, although the sun shines ; not to chase away darkness^ 
but for ;i sign of joy." Adv, Vigil, p. 304, 

We may observe that this emblematical demonstration of jov, by 
means of burning tapers and torches, belongs to almost every reli- 
gion, which shews that it has its foundation in the nature of man. 

It is a curious circumstance^ that the aAcient pagan Komaiis 
celebrated their Jum Fehruata on the day which is the vigil of our 
Candlemas, February 1» and hence the name of tl^ month 
February is derived* 

An old metrical proverb, frequently quoted ta Poor Hobin's, 
Hoove's, and odier Ahnanacks, remincfs ns : 

If Candlemas Day be fdir and bright, 
Winter will have another flight ; 
But if Candlemas Day be clouds and rain, 
Winter is gone, and will not come again. 

Evidently a translation of : 

Si sol splendescat Maria purificante 

Major erit ^^lacies post festum quam fiut ante* 

There is a beautiful hymn to the Blessed Virgin sung on this day 
in the convents of France, and recorded in the Cantigu€$ SpiritUBli, 
published at Amiens, 4th edition, 1816*

We have oi her where noticed the various names of this plant derived 
from its whiteness and its time of blowing. Snowdrops, though in 
warm situations they blow about this time, are not abundant before 
Old Candlemas Day, February the 13tb. 
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FEB. 3. St, Blaze^ bishop of Sebaste, a.d. 316. 
St. Anscharitis, bp. of Hamburg and Bremen, 865. 
St. Wereburge, virgin abbess in 7th century. 
St. Margaret of England. 

Obs. St. Blaze was Bishop ot Sebaste, nrul sulFered martyrdom 
in the persecutiun of Licinius in 316 by cuiiniiaiid of the ji^overnor 
of Cappadosia. The Greek church keep the festival ou the iUh uf 
February. St. Blaze has been called the Patron of Uie Wool- 
comber8« because thej choose his day for their festival. Hu reliqueft 
were hdd in high estimation. 

St. Anscharius was a monk of Corbie in France, celebrated for 
his preaching. 

St. Wereburge is Patroness of the &tj of Chester, and was the 
daughter of Wulfere, king of Meicia, by St. Enninilda, the dti^ter 
of the King of Kent, in the seventh of the Church. 

St. Margaret of Englhnd u said to have mbiaced the Cistercian 
Order. Among the nuns of that Order at Scauve she is held in 
high estimation, and her body was preserved entire in thdr church. 

The festival of St. Blaze was extensively kept^ and processions 
with candles used to be made on it similar to those of Candlemas. 
At Bradford some well known lines are recited today at die Wool* 
combers feast.

if frosty weather sets in again about this time with a bright 

Candlemas, it often constitutes a second winter. In the present 
year 1827, the early spring frost lasted till the 23d ot February. 
The followinir are expressive lines on the weather of ihis time of 
year, which is sometimes very raiuy, when we have what is called a 
Candlemas Flood : 

Now old Aquarius from his rainie uriie 
Pours out the streams, and fills both l.och and Burne, 
While f ebrua, with waterie load oppiesi, 
Cracks the crimp ice on Winter's frozen breast j 
llien zested on zome sunnie Brae zhe ztrowes 
About her feet the Snowdrop and Primrose.

He resided 
i& the Convent of the Carmelite fnars, and slept on a hed made of 
vine leaves. His charity towards the poor knew no bounds, and he 
kept a list of all the poor people in his neighbourhood, in imitation 
of St. Gregory the Great. He also built and endowed a magnificent 
chapel in the great church of St. John Lateran. 

Sti Gilbert founded the Order of Gilbertins, the male communi- 
ties whereof followed the rule of the Canons Regulars^ while the 
females folbwed the rule of St. Benedict. 



Goldilocks Polytricum emtmane* 

This plant is to be found recorded today in some calendars of 
natural history. 

Piirtiidges aboul this time begin to be heard towards night 
makiDg their well known harsh noise. But when the weather is as 
cold as in the present year, they are not so clamorous as in warm 
seasons. 

The Throstle, the Missel, the Blackbird, the Wren, and the 
Robin, are in song already, and may be heard even if the weather 
be frosty. 

On thiB Throttle, hy GrahamB* 

Varied as his plumes, and as his plumes 
Biend beauteous, eadiwith each, so run his notes 
Smoothly, with many a happy rise and finIL 
How prettily upon his paraed breast 

The vividly contrasted tints unite, 
To please the admirin? eye ! loud and soft, 
And high and low, all m his notes combine. 
In alternation sweet, to charm the ear. 

Full earlier than the Blackbird he begins 
His early strain. Regardless of the frown 
Which Winter casts on priniaveral day. 
Though snowy flakes melt in the Primrose cup, 
He, warbling on, awaits the sunny beam 
That mild gfeams down, and spreads o'er all the mve.

There is a 
hymn id her honor by Pope Damasns^ and another by St. Isidore of 
Seville, in BoliardiB, p* 596. 

St. Adelaide, otherwise called Alice, was dai^hter of M^ndose» 
count of Gnekiers ; she instituted a nunnery at oellich on the Rhine 
of the Older of St. Benedict.

It is in mild seasons only that these flowers begin now to bbw in 
our gardens, and scantil]^ on warm banks in a wild state. The first 
is the common wild Primrose, a plant dedicated to St Agatha in 

the FhriUgium ; Milton in Lycidas beairtifully describes it as dying 
forsaken. The latter is called the Flower of St. Alice, and seems 
to be a garden variety, usually multiple and of a lilac colour. There 
is also a y el lowish double Tariety. Milton's lines are veiy beautiAtl, 
and begin with : 

Biing the rathe Primrose that forsaken dies. 

Mr, Mayne the Scottish bard calls this plant : 

Lorn tenant of the peaceful glade. 
Emblem of virtue in the shade. 

The forlorn appearance of the Primme at this time of year might 
suggest these similies : in April Primroses mixed with the Violets- 
have a very gay appearance on our banks.

Obs, St. Dorothy appears to have suffered martyrdom in the 
persecution of Dioclesian. She was tortured by order of Jabritius, 
the governor ot Caesarea in Cappadocea, for her fidelity to the 
Evangelical Councils, refusing^ either to marry or to worship idols. 
She converted two apostate women who were sent to her to over- 
turn lier virtue, and she also made a coii\ei L of Theoplulus, and it 
is recorded of her among other things that she sent to him presents 
of fiowers. We may therefore fiurly tnfor that she was fond of 
botany, and probably agreeable to the legend made use of them as 
subjects for some of those moral and rdigious aspirations which the 
religious of early times so much delisted in, and of which we 
have recorded some examples in our pages. Botany seems to have 
been a favourite study of the religious orders, and St. Dorothy's 
festival is kept on a day when the prima vera! flower begins to en- 
liven the earliest mdic uions of spring. Her reUques are kept in 
the Eciesia S. Dorotheae ultra Tiberim. 

St. Vedast was native of the south of France. The church in 
Fosier Lane, London, is dedicated in his nune, 

St. Amand built many large abbeys in affl near Ghent, and the 
cathedral of that city is dedicated in his name. 



Jacinthe Hyacinthus orienialis flowers. 

The oriental Hyacinth now flowers in our bowpots, and m glasses 
-filled with water and kept in rooms. There are almost innumerable 
varieties of this plant produced from seeds by the Dutch gardeners. 
One red variety called St. David's is well known. The common 

blue variety has been called St. Dorothy's. The beautiful bulbous 
plants have bellshaped flowers like our Harebells ; their scent is deli« 
cious and refreshing, and mingles agreeably with the varied scents 
of the Narcissuses and Sweet Tulips and early Jonquils, which make 
up the primaveral Blumenbottles and garlands of our florists, and 
of the IJutch in particular, it grows best in sand and loam mixed 
together.

Having been at his father's orders present at a duel, in which his 
father killed his adversary, he retired shocked and humiliated to 
the Benedictine monastery of Classis, to do penance for the crime 
of being accessory to murder, and was at length so excited to a de- 
vote life by the society of the monks, that he gave \ip the world, and 
at last retired to a desert. He was founder of the Order of the 
Monasteiy of Camaldoli in Tuscany. He wore the hair slurt* lived 
on vegetableSi and observed the other austerities so often and so 
wUUngly embraced by the saints of the early ages. 

St. Augulus seems to be the same as Ouil of Normandy, the 
Freoch call him Aule.

Roundleaved Sowbread Cyclamen Coum flowers. 

This beautiful ornament of the early spring will blow at this time 
if kept sheltered, or in a greenhouse, hut it will not flower near so 
soon m the open crronnd in our cliiiiale : it is figured in Curtis* 
Botanical Maga/nu.' a> a greenhouse plant. Through the month of 
* March it flowers .ibiwidantly, and heing an early and at the same 
time au ornamental plant, it should be kept m pots Un the purpose 
of being brought into the house. A rich loam soil mixed with bog 
mould suits it oest, and it should be kept watered. 

The name of this pentandrious monogynious plant is of Greek 
origin, and signifies ctrcular ; it alludes either to the roundness of 
the leaves or of the roots* The familiar name among the country 
people corresponds to Sowbread. In French, Pain du porceau ; in 
the village dialect. Pan de pur, both signifying Sowbread. Italian, 
Fane porcine. Pane torreno, that is Gioundbread. 

The Persian Cyclamen, which is the most popular, flowers in 

March or April J it is swcetscented, and varies in colour from a pure 
white to a white and purple, or snmeiimes to a beautiful blush co- 
lour. It is, as the nanif impiit^, a native of Persia ; it has also 
been found in the Isle ot Cjpnis, and is indeed not unworthy ol 
cultivation. It is a pretty flov- l i tar the parlour or study table, and 
the temperature of au inhabited luom well adapted tu it.

John of Matha in charitable acts is said to have su^ested to Su 
P^ter Nolasco the idea of founding the Order of Oiu IMf of 
Merqr.

In mild seasons this plant is to he found in flower at this time 
even in the open border, in warm situations, and under shelter ; at 
all events both varieties of it may made to blow in houses. They 
•are brought over together with the Narcissus Italicus from Ttaly by 
the Italian warehousemen. They shoTild be planted in pots fillea 
with sand and mould mixed before Christmas, and they will blow 
by this time, and wili soon be succeeded by Nareiisus Tazetta and 
Narcissus Orientalis, and by otber buibcms roots which flower at 
this season in the house.

Mezereon Daphne Mezereon tiowers. 

This elegant Bhrub ia earlv and mild seasons be^ns now to be in 
4ower» and its comi^ct haJa of mnk blossoms without any leaves 
makes a conspicuous fignie stanatng np amid the flenverlesB «id 
leafless bushes of a primaveral garden. JPerhaps the average period 

of its flowering is tlie month of March, but it is often in flower today, 
and even much earlier. The best lime for transplantiii;^- tliis shrub 
IS the autumn, because as it begins to ve>aetiito early in tlie spring, 
it should not be then disturbed, it thrives best in a dry soil. 

The Daphne Mezereon is also called Spurge Olive, German 
Olive Spurge, Spurge i iax. Flowering Spurge, and Dwarf Bay. 
Most of tbe £nropean languages give It a name eqmval^t to Female 
Bay. The French call it Laureole femelle, Lanreole gentille, Bois 
joli, Bois gentille^ Malheibe; in the villages, Dzentelliet. The 
' Italians^ Daphnoide» Lanreola femina, Biondella» Camelea, and 
Calmolea. 

The Mezereon is a handsome shrub : the flowers coming out be- 
fore the leaves, early in the spring ; they grow in clusters all round 



in the beech woods in Buckinghamshire. The name Mezereon is 
said to have been of Dutch origin. 

The branches of the Daphne Mezereon make a good yellow dye* 
The beiries are a powerful poison* but the baik is a very useful and 
valuable medicine. The two principal varieties of this species of 
the Daphne are the whiteflowered, wMch has yellow betneSy and 
^e peacbcoloured, of which the berries are red.

About this time in the author's garden in mild seasons flowers the 
Bed Primrose, which if? a permanent variety of the common sort. 
iL lias a deep dark red ilower, and is very liable to become a lu:<us, 
consisting oi a change of its petals into leaves. The plants thus 
become monstrous should be plucked up and destroyed. The number 
of varieties of this plant is very great, but tlieir gala time for flower- 
ing in abundance is the vernal season or true sDrin|. Throi^hout 
April and the early part of May they are ▼eiy aiwndant* This red 
▼ariety, called the Empiess, is not tlie "unmarried Frimroie'' of the 
poets. It is to the pale wild variety that the followinf fines of 
Shakespeate relate :

and 3d. the biue sort ; all except the white become iIihiIjIl iu <:ar- 
dens. They are Swiss plants, and like a liirht soil %Mth d iiuxtuifc 
of bog earth, aud an eastern aspect ^ tiiey do not well bear moving. 
TraosplaatiDg them in another soil has been known to change the 
colonr of the flowers of this plant from blue to whtte» and tlw blue 
oobur has letnmed when the plant has been brought back to its 
fint soiL Hepaticas planted in clumps mia very well with batches

The Polyanthus or Flower uf St. Catherine has justly beeo said 
to be of unnumbered colours ; it is apparently a variety between the 
Frimiose and Cowslip, celebrated lor the nch varieues of brown, 
fed, and purple, displayed in its flowers, which in the centre are 
yellow. They blow au Mareb* and April in profusioo, and it is 
only in early mild seasons, and scantily» that tbey are in flower to- 
day. Planted on large beds they hsTe a pleasant effect. They 
also serve for the bordering of partenes. Tnompaon the poet calls 
this plant. 

The Pulyaiithus of unnumbered dyes,** 

and compares it with the early Snowdrop and Crocus, its compa- 
nions in the garden. The deep brown sorts with a bright yellow 
centre are the most esteemed, but variety is the principal thing 
sought ior, aiui there are all varieties of colour, from the pale Prim- 
rose through all the shades of pink, led, and brown, lo lae eomplete 
eld fashioned brown and yellow Polyanthus, which is almost equal 
ia beauty to the Auricula.

The vulgar custom of sending Valentines on this day had its 
origin in an endeavour of several zealous person* of the clerical 
order to put an end lo the supeisiaioua practice of boys drawinz by 
lots the names of girls, in honour of Juno Februata* odebrsted CD 
tbe 15th of Febroary in sntisot Boms. Instasd of this ciutoBi they 
penaitted the nameB of ssints to be drawn for as a child's game, 
wtuGh might be made sobservient, like many others, to recollec- 
tions of religious history.. These got the name of Valentines, but 
afterwards much abused aim coDverted into love It^tters, the 
ceiemoDy degenerated again into the pagan and foohsh custom 
which characterised its first introduction ; and on the it ^tival of this 
saint, now called Valentine's Day, persons very cautiously e\ amine 
the seals of certain suspected anonymous letters of the ui>uve ridi- 
culous nature, with a view of returning them unopened to the P(»t 
Office. The practice ot sending Valentines has prevailed much in 
Europe, and some curious particulars coneemiag it may be found 
in Butler's lifss of the Ssmts, in Brand's Antiquities, and m the 
Perennial Calendar. 



Yellow Spring Crocus Crocus maesiacus flowers. 

The Yellow Crocus blowing plentifully in our gardens about this 
time has been called Hymen's Torch and Flower of St. Valentine. 
This species, together withthn Scotch Crocus and the Cloth of Gold 
Crocus, are now in fuU Wow m mUd years. An old vtjrse recorded 
in many books says : 

The Crocus blows before the shniie, 
At vernal dawn, of St. Valentine. 

The French caU this plant Saffran printarine. 

We read : — As Crocuws are often blue, so is our love often eon* 
stant ; as they are oftener ydlow, so lore is more frequently jealous: 
as the Cloth of Gold is mostly striped with red, so doth an adin||p^ 
tageous affection which bringeth sold generalle begette the Mfjjf^

This Crocus differs from ttie common yellow oQe in having a deep 
yelloiw flower* striped on the outside wiA dark chocolsis ali^ies ; it 
fbweia.iJboiit the same time-as we nmtioQed in oar aocevnf of yes* 
terday. We may now expect aU the other Croci to bedn to Ueir. 

Four or five Croci diatiagnuhed hy hotanists aie ledfy only per- 
manent varieties of one i^iedes, and we call it venial« to divide it 
from the autumnal Crocus, called Saffron. The varieties of the 
spring Crorus, however, flower at somewhat different times ; the 
yellow Trocus, the Scotch, and the Cloth of Gold, is the first, and 
ripens about the 5th of February, beinir abundant about St. Valen- 
tine's Day ; the striped, and also the blue and white, are somewhat 
later; and the blue latest of all. All the Croci continue blowing^ 
throughout Mcircli. Lindsay, in the new edition of HorU Cantab, 
makes the following distinct species : — 1. €• officinalis^ % C.sero-.

This plant flowers with the other two early kinds before mention* 
ed» still we iind it recorded as being in full flower today in some 

Calendars, as if it were rather later than t!ie others. But we believe 
this to be a mistake. The pale lilac and the blue spring Crocus are 
later, and do not get into full tiower till IMar< li. As the Cloth of 
Gold Crocus has large roots covered with network, so this sort is 
distinpruished by a yellowish colour about the roots, which are round, 
and when dry very shining. Crocuses planted in clusters or in thick 
rows, or scatter^ on banks, have a bruliant effect in the sunshine 
oif a bright primaveral day. Early in Lent we_ frequently see 
Crocuses flowering in abundance in pots in windows in London ; and 
for these situations sand alone, or sand mixed with a little dirt, is the 
best soil. These plants are usually out of flower by Ladytide. 

On this day in 1781 a violent storm of thunder, lightnings and 
hail, is recorded in a journal kept at Walthamstow. The storm 
proved very destructive from the size of the hailstones. The weather 
had been previously very showery, and the Aurora Borealis often 

seen.

Obs* St. Simeon was the son of Cleophas, brother to Joseph and 
Mary the sister of the Blessed Virgin. He was therefore nephew 
to Joseph and to the Blessed Virgin by a double tie, and was cousin 
germain to Christ, He is probably the same person as is mentioned 
as brother to St. James the Less and to St. Jade. His name is 
sometimes written Simon, which is only an alias of Simeon. This 
aged bishop suffered martyrdom when one hundred and twenty 
years old, in the reign of Trajan, by crucifixion. 



The antient Eomans dedicated today to the Manes of the Dead : 
it was something like oui Ail Souis JDay, on which we comnieaiorate 
the faithful departed ; and, though the antient doctrine of the manes 
was« as were all rites of pagan Home, mixed with gross superstition, 
yet it seems, like other heathen snbiects of belief, to have originated 
m some antient revelation of truth at a remote period of time. 
Indeed, the remarkable coincidence between many pagan doctrines 
and those of the Christian church cannot be considered in any other 
light. The}' were corrupted and misunderstood doctrines deiived 
from the antient law of the Hebrews, just as all the doctrines and good 
maxims of the present day, scattered thro!i2^h all the heresies and 
idolatrous worsiii])s of the world, are Lui scintillations of the true 
Apoitulir.il doctrine. Consult ButUr's Lives of' the Saints; also

Wall Speedwell Venmica arvensis flowers. 

This species is found on old walls, by the side of fields, and in 
waste places : it is a small and insignificant plant, much resem- 
bling- the Veronica agrestis. We have seen this plant in flower as 
early as the first week of February. The beautiful Germander 
Speedwell, which shews such a promsion of blue flowers on our 
banks in May, is a species of this same genus, as is also the pyra- 
midal Speedwell, which we have introduced as an ornament into 
ear gardens. They will grow in almost any soil, but chalk and 
lime rubbiah snits them best.

i)b$. St, Barbatus was born in the territory of BeneveiUo iii 
Italy. He received from his parents a Christian education, and 
matie his chief entertainment of devout meditation on the holy 
Scriptures. His vii lues qualified hiin tor tlie service of the altar. 
He had a great talent for preaching, and was niade curate of St. 
BasUa in Moroona. By his great patience and humility Barbatus 
endeavoured to establish order and discipline amongst bis pa* 
rishioners, who were so steeled in their irregularities that they 
treated bim as a disturber of their peace, and persecuted bim witta 
the utmost violence. Unsnccessful, he returned to Benevento, 
where he was received with jov. In the year 680 Barbatus assisted 
in a council held at Constantinople against the Monotheiites ; he 
died soon after, uu the 29th of Fehnmry, 682, being about seventy 
years old. He i> udiiied in the lloiiian jNIartyrology, and honoured 
at Benevento among the chief patrons of that city. 



Field Speedwell Vermioa agrestis flowers. 

We noticed yesterday the Wall Speedwell: the species noticed 
today flowm about the same time^ and is very like it. Neither of 
them are worthy to be allowed to remain in a flower garden. 

Wt timl about this time of year in the old Almanacks rules laid 
down tor the care of the licalth, and people used now to be bled, 
as was the custom at spring and fall. This custom is deservedly 
♦joing out of use, but we believe that this is an unwhuJesoine time 
oi year, and that weak people require attention to the health more 
now than at anv other time. The Lenten Fast, to those who keep 
it, acts as a salutary alterative, and in general a spare diet and mild 
aperients in the early spring, will be found serviceable to those who 
live tolerably well during the winter. 

Smoking is a wholesome custom, which should be recommended 
in the close cottages of the poor, and in great populous towns liable 
to contagion.

Fu^rbius, a witness of what he relates concerning the martyrs

"Several Christians of Egypte, wliereof some had settled in Tales- 
tine, others at Tyre, Sfave astonishiug proofs of tlieir patienc e and 
constancy in tlie faith. After undergoing umumerable torments 
they were exposed to wild beasts ; bat these savage creatures, in- 
stead of devouring tbem, as it was natural to expect, did not even 
approach tbem, bat fell ibol on their keepers and others that came 
in their way. As the martyrs tossed about theur arms, in order to 
provoke the beasts, they were sometimes perceived to rush towards 
them, but, withheld by a Divine Power, they suddenly withdrew, to 
the admiration of all present. The first having done no execution, 
others were a second and a third time let upon them, but in vain. 
This was in 304.'' 



Blue Navelwort Cynoghssum omphalodeB flowers. 

This plant usually in rnild seasons puts forth a few of its bright 
ultramarine blue flowers at this time, though the general time of 
flowering is from Ladytide to the end of xMay. It is a beautiful 
heriwoeous plant firom its very elegant colour, and is well calculated 
to ornament the sides of groves and shady places : it mixes agree* 
ably with the Germander Speedwell and the Evergreen AUtaret, as 
when viewing these three plants together we may compare three of 
the most beautiful varieties of li^ht blue which the Flora of Europe 
exhibits. The Blue Navelwort is sometimes called Houudstongue, 
but improperly* This plant has a creeping root, and encreases very 
fast 

The second crops of Peas should now be sown when the weather 
be sufficiently open and dry. Bean-^ may also be set. Tii'^ser in 
his 500 Points of Good Husbandry ridiculously recommends that 
Peas and Beans be sown in tlie wane of the moon ; and an old pro- 
verb prescribes Candlemas Waddle, that is the waning moon after 
the feast of the Puiification, as a good time. 

Sow Peas and Beans in the wane of the moon.

teinper, under the protoetkm of the Empveae Sadom, who lived at 
Jerostkaii after pervertmg many among the monkt the«iielves» 
dUiged Juvenal, bishop of JermJem, to withdraw, end thai look 
possession of that important see. He raised a cruel persecution, aad 
at the head of a band of soldiers carried desolation over the country. 
Many courageously stood their grmind. Severianiis, bishop of 
Scythopoli'?, was seized, drag'T^ed out oi the city, and received the 
crowD ot martyrdom in the latter part of the yoiir 4-/2, or in the 
beginning of the year 453. His name occurs in the lioman Martyr- 
ology uu the 2Iat u£ February. 



Lilac Crocus Crocus verticolor flowers. 

This plant blows a fortnight later than the Early Yellow Crocat, 

the two Cloth of Golfl Crorusse^, and the Scotch Crocus ; our 
present species, which resembles the Scotch sort in its flower, 
except that it \% rather more inclined to lilac than white, and has 
paler .stnpe<, is now just coming into blow ia early years. A sandy 
soil suits all this genus. We have known Croci retarded nearly a 
month by cold weather, while Snowdrops almost alway:^ come to 
Iheir regiular time.

St* Gregory the great says that he was seven years Bishop of 
Antioch ; not that lie resided there all that time, but that ha had a 
particular care over that church. If ^ he sat twenty five years at 
Rome, the date of his establishing hb chair at Antioch must be 
within three years of our Saviour's asoeosiott, for in that sappositioii 
he must have gone to Rome in the second year of Claudius. 

The festival of St. Peter's Chair in general, Kutale Petri de 
Cathedrdy is niariced on tliis day in the most antient Calendar ex- 
tant, made in the time of Pope Liberius about the year 354 ; it also 
c( ( urs in Gregory's Sacramentary, and in all the Martyroloojies. It 
was kept in France in the sixth century, as appears from the council 
of I'ours and Irum ij- ( '^)i!ite. 

St. -Margaret of CortoTia was a native of Alviano in Tuscany. The 
harshness of a stepmother and her uwn iuduUed propension to vice 
cast her headlong into the greatest disorders, i lie siglit of the carcase 
of a man half putrified, who had been her gallant, struck her with so 
great a fear of the divine judgments, that she became a perfect 
penitent* After begging her father^s pardon for her contempt of his 
authority, she went to the parish church of Alviano with a rope to 
her neck, and there asked public pardon for the scandal she had 
given by her crimes. After tiiis she repaired to Cortona, and made 
her confession to a father of thn Order of St. Franeis, who prescribed 
to her ail- terities suitable to her tervour. Her conversioxi happened 
in the year 1274, the twenty fifth of her age* 

Herb Margaret BeLiis perenms flowers* 

The Double Daises which begin now to blow in our cottage gar- 
dens called Herb Margaret seem to have been so called eltlier after 
the saint recorded today, or ntt< r St. Margaret of Hungary, Jan. 28, 
this being the usual tune of their beginning to flower in nuld vv( ;ither. 
Ill the present late spring, 1827, tlie second winter, which followed 
a clear cold Candlemas, has so thrown them back that thov srarrely 
flowered by the middle of March. The following lines leiaie to tiie 
origin of the name of this flower : 

There is a double flowVet, white and red. 
That our lasses call Herb Margaret, 
fn honcure of Cortona'? peuiient, 
Whose contriie sowle with red remorse was rent. 
While ou ber peuitence kinde Heaven did throire 
The white of puritie, surpassing snoive ; 
So white aud red in this fuir riowre entwine. 
Which maids are wout to scatter at her shrine*

and country, to serve God in an ascetic life, that is, in celibacy, 
penance, and prayer. He was a gardener at Sirminm in Panomia 
or HuTig:ary. The governor hearing that he was a Christian, and 
had refused to sacrifice to the false gods, sentenced him to be be- 
headed. He was executed on the 23d of February, in 307. The 
ancient Martyrolugy attributed to bt. Jerom joins with him sixty 
two others, who at different times were crowned at Sirmiiun ^ the 
Koman Martyrology, with others, say seventy two. 

St. Peter Damian was a Cardinal and ako Bishop of Ostiar sind 
was bom in the year 988. 



Apricot Tree Prumu Armeniaca blossoms. 

One of the most pleasing sights to the eaidener U the first open* 
loff of the blossoms on the fruit tiees on the walU The A|iricot in 
mild springs flowers about this time, and in about a month is in full 
bloom, though not very often sooner. It is quickly followed by the 
Peach and Nectarine. The time of this, as well as of other fruit 
tree blossoms, depends much on tlie season. In some years the 
Apricot is out by the uuddie of February, in others not till the end 
of March.

We find the flowering of the Peach noted down today in journals, 

but it relates only to a few blossoms which open on a warm soath 
wall. The general time of its blooming is March and April, 

The following verses in old English remind us of the periods of 
flowers, and are composed apparently with great accuracy, whicl 
induces us to quote them. 

The Snowdrop, in purest white arraie, 

First rears her head on Candlemas Dale; 

W'liile the Crocus hastens to the shrine 

Of Primrose love on St. Valentine. 

Then comes the Daffodil beside 

Our Ladies' Sraock at our LadyeTyde, 

Aboute St. Georj^e, when blue is worn. 

The blue Harebells the fields adorn ; 

Airainst the day of the Holy Cross,

St. Victor was horn of noble parentage in the diocess of Troyes in 

Champaj^Tie. He lived ihe recluse life of an anchoret in such asthct 
manner, that he was emphatically said to Hyo without a body.

The Periwinkle is an elegant creeping plant with a small blue 
flower, blowing all the spring, and often in the mild weather of the 
winter months : it is well calculated to decorate lockwoik, or to 
ceifer low slone walls beside the garden. 

The Hedge Spanow Sylvia moduhm nngs. Skytorks also sing in 
the morning; and the stubble fields begin to be enlivened with the 
fiddlaiks.

This plant is usually in flower at this time, and, like the ^Mai vei 
of Peru and some few other vegetable productions, it bears flowers 
of two or more colors on the same plant ; blue, purple, and red, 
are the common colors on it. 

A straggling swallow or two is sometimes seen at Rome and in 
the south of Italy about this time : in that counUy these birds ap- 
pear a month earlier than vrith us : 

Are we deceived, or doth some struggling Swaiiow 
Appear to give forewarning of the Spring, 

While Februa's visage still is cold and sallow^

Purple Spring Crocus Cmnifi rernus now blows, and is th') latest 
of our Crocust s ; it continues through March like the rest of the 
irenu^i, and it varies with purple, with whitn.^ii, and wilii li^ht blue 
riowers, described in Bot. Mag. 860, and in En^. Hot, 344. 

The flowers of tlie Crocus vernus appear before the leaves are 
gnmn to their full length. The vernal and autunmal Crocus have 
such an affinity, that the best botanists only make them varieties of 
the same genus. Yet the vernal Crocns expands its flowen by the 
beginning of March at farthest, often in veiy rigorous weather, and 
cannot be retarded but by some violence offered ; while the autum- 
nal Crocus or Saffron alike defies the influence of the spring and 
suromer, and will not blow till most plants began to fade and run to 
seed* 

On th$ SioMoni of FhweHng among PlanUt by White, 

Say what impels, amid surrounding snow 
Congealed, the Crocus' flaming bud to fflow ? 
Say what retards, amid the Summer^s blaze, 

The autumnal bulb, till p;ile declining days ? 
The God of Seasons, whose pervading power 
Controls tiie Sun, or sheds the fleecy shower: 
He bids each flower his quickening word obey. 
Or to each Uogehng bloom enjoins delay. 



The Stone Curlew Fedoa Oedicnemus arrives. 

The peculiar and shrill voice of this bird, resembling the creeking 
of sreat stones grating against eacli other, is now heard of a nighi 
as the bird itself flies over our iiead unseen. We heard the Stone 
Curlew on this day in 1826, about seven in the evening, and that 
was considered to be about its usual time of coming. W e have heard 
this bird, or some one with a very similar cry, flying by night over 
the Thames behind Whitehall Place. Stone Curlews continue to be 
heard all spring.

•* On the day of St. David their patron they formerly gained a victory 
over the English, and in the battle etery man distmguished himself 
by wearing a Leek in his hat ; and ever since they never fail to wear 
a Leek, on tiiat day. 'fke King him&elj' is so complaisant as to bear 
them ccjupiini}.'* 

From ike Diierimg Post, No. 19, from Februarif2A to March 5, 
1705, we extract the ioliowing : 

On St. David* s Day 
Why, on St. David's Dav, do Welshmen seek 
To beautify their hats wiiii verdant Leek, 
Of nauseous smell? *' For honour 'tis," they say, 
" Dulee et deeomm est pro patriaV 

The IvUisia Company have for many years had a great feast at 
the London Tavern on St. David's Day. And the Welsh used to 
observe the annual custom of a dinner at the same place, each 
Welshman wearing a Leek. 

With March we may expect variable weather : in the Calenda- 
nam Xatnrale it is called VereatUts^ from the changes of the air in 
thb month, anil there u a veiy old proverb, March hack ham, 
«Qmes in like a lion, gi^i^ottt lilie a lamb.'*

us yet only a few plants ot tlic Primavtiiil Flora in blow: it begins 
in mild seasons t<) blow nuieli beiore this time« and continues through 
March and into tlie beginning of April. 

The whistle of the Blackbird from the bush, and the mellow note 
of the Throstle perched on the naked bough of some lofty tree, are 
heard from the beginning of the month ; at the same time the 
Kingdove cooes in the woods. The Kookery is now all in motion 
with the labour of building and repairing nests ; and highly amusing 
it is to observe the tricks and ai lihces ol this thievish tribe," some to 
defend, and others to plunder, the materials of their new habitations. 
These binU are falsely accused of doing mucb injury to the fanner^ 
by plockinf^ up the voung corn and other springing vegetables ; bat 
this mischief is fully repaid by their diligence m picking up the 
grubs of various insects, which if suffered to grow to maturity would 
occasion much greater damage. 

On this day in 1780 was a bright Aurora Borealis, a pheoomeium 
very common ail that spring. In 1781, Eugh in flower, gold fishes 
on the surface of the ponds, violets in flower some days. In 1782, 
which was an early year, Crocus, Snowdrops, and Hellebores, had 
almost done blowing ; the Blackthorn was in flower ; and dust was 
flying on the road between Waltbamsiow and Jjondon.

Spring Crocus Crocus vernut* 

This day h called Prunijiora in the Latin Calendar above quoted, 
because the beautiful white blossoms of the early Plum are already 
expanded. In eariy years, too, some other early trees, as the Almond 
and Apricot, bloom. Bees are abroad on the early blossoms of a 
suuLhern wall. Crocusea of all sorts. Snowdrops, Hellebores, and 
liverworts, are in full blow, and here and there in early years a 
Dafibdil seems to be opening its flower. 

A meditative niaiden walking in a garden of early spring flowers, 
exclaimed. As these blooms brave the winds of iVrarcn in the cold 
prime of the year, but fade belore the summer sun, so the tiowers of 
virtue, which open in the infancy of our days and can resist the 
•tonns of youthltti rage, fade nevertheless under the heat of noontide 
passions and the cupidity of the meridian of life*— F/bri^gium, 
Asp. iii* 3.

Chickweed is gathered in vsst quantities about London fiir 
various songUidSi who are kept in cages in town, and who are very 
fond of it, as well as of Groundsel. 

The Grape Hyacinth Hyacinth botriioides is sometimes in Hower 
in early yfnrs, as in 1822 for example ; aiul Sweet Violets Violae 
odoratae begin to scent the g'arden. Shakspeare compares an exqui- 
sitely sweet strain of music to the delicious scent of this flower : 

Sefi Straini Mtwte. 

If Music be the food of love, play on. 
Give me excess of it ; that, surfeiting. 
The appetite may sicken, and so die. 

That strain again ; it had a dyinj^ fall : 
Oh! it came o'er my ear like the sweet South, 
That breathes \i])oa a bank of Violets, 
Stealinij, and .iivinLj odour! 

There are several kinds of Violets, hiif the fragrant, both blue and 
white, is the earliest, thence called the March Violet. To thei»e 
flowers 6iiakbpeare adds the Datiodil : 

Which comes before the !^wallow dares, and takes 
The winds of JVlarcb with beauty.

Shrove Toesday is also called Fastem's Eea 
aod Pancake Tuesday. Shrove is the preterite of shrive, an anti- 

Suatedword, which signifies to hear or make confession. On this 
ay it was formerly more usual than on the other days for the people 
to confess, that they might be the better prepared for the observation 
of the ensuing season of penitence, and tor receiving the Sacrament 
at Easter. It was after the change of relifrion, when cruel sports 
were substituted for oM English customs of iiospiiulity and relieimis 
observance, converted into a day of idle sports :uul amustrnents ; 
and u iiliio these few years in many parts of EaglaiKl its rmniversary 
was di^itiiiguished by riot and druDkenness, by buUbaUing, cock- 
fighting, and such other diversions as were calculated to promote 
cnielty and inhvmanity* The Carnival commences from Twelfth 
Day and holds till Lent. The Pancake Bell is still rung. 

Ash Wednesday and the observance of Lent are not of Apostolic 
lnstittttion» nor was it known in the earlier ages of the Christian 
church. This day was fonnerly called Caput Jejunii the Head of 
the Fast, and Dies Cinerum or Ash Wednesday. The latter appel- 
iatioii IS derived from the discipline of the antient church in regard 
t^ penitents, who on the hrst clay of Lent had ashes thrown .upon 
them, and their heads covered with sackcloth. 

The Lenten 1 ast is an ordinance of the church in imitation of the 
forty days in which Christ fasted in the wilderness ; it seems ordamed 
by the vrisdom of the antient fathers as a smtable penance, and is 
calculated likewise to fit the mind for more intense meditation and 
for mental exertion in general, to which the vegetable diet certainly 
conduces. In the Catholic Miscellany for 1827 will be found direc- 
tions for keeping the Lenten Fast in the most wholesome way. In a 
medical point of view the fast at this season of the year is verybme- 
ficial, and the indultrence of meat on Sundays, Tuesday?, and 
Thursdays, seems unnecessary. The Carmelites, the I rajijiists, 
and some other &evefe Orders^ live on vegetables and Iruits all 
the year round.

SU Thomas of Aquino was dosceiided from the illustrious family 
of Aquino, originally of Lombardy. He began his education early 
in life in the Abbey on Mount Cassino. He took the habit of the 
Order of St. Dominick when seventeen years old at Naples. He is 
author of a celebrated work read by most youn^ people entitled the 
Following of Christ, to which work anotiicr has been added in later 
times called L*Tmitation de la Ste. Vierge. In 1274 he confessed to 
Father Ileornold, took the Viaticum, and died on a cros^ of ashes. 
He was canonized by Pope John XXli. in 1323. 



Early Daffodil NarcmuM pseudonareistui flowers* 

About tliis time in early years this elegant Ijuibous pUut begins 
to flower in our gardens, and bv about Ladytide it is plentiful, conti- 
nuing through Apia to adorn ue fields and gardens with its elegant 
pale yellow cups. Difference of soil, situation, and season com- 
bined, will make near a fortnight of difference in the time of their 
flowering : they generally come in just before the Crocuses and 
Snowdrops go out, and thus enable us to compare their bright yel- 
low with the deeper orange yellow of the Crocus and the greener 
yellow of the Hellebore. They are very ornamental in clusters, 
and mix well with Hepaticas, and afterwards with Crown Imperials* 
The old Norfolk song, 

Daffytlowndilly is coming to town, 

With her yellow petticoat and her green gown, 

related to this plant, as did the well known Ode of Herrick to the 
Daffodilly. In Sussex the plant is called Lent lily, from the pe- 
riod of its comiug into tiower.

He was there so affected with a dis- 
course on St. Sebastian's Day by John d'Avila the apostle of Anda- 
lusia, that he burst into tears m the church, and ran as if mad into 
the streets, lie iouaded the Order ot Chdiity in 1540, which has 
atoce spread all over Christendom. The life of John of Avila occurs 
today m Butleri iit. 77.

The above plants only flower today in mild and early seasons, 

otherwise thev are somethini;' later. The great Jonquil already 
corning into blow. The K\ i'rl)lowiDg Rose grows weii in our cliinatc, 
and flowers from this time to AllhalTowtide, and even later, for we 
have known it to bear liowers at Christmas. The Narcissus laetus 
recorded today has been called 'Narcissus S. Felicis, jusi as ihe Red 
Hyacinth is called ilyacinthus St. Davidis. Where its specific 
name laetus was added we know not, except it be from its lively 
appearance. 

Narcissus, Iris, Hyacinth, Jonquil, 
Sweet Tulip, Crocus, Snowdrop, Dallbdil, 
Of various hues bedidit, in March are found 
To shed their varied nagrance all around. 
But sweeter far the gre^ouse that discloses 
Camelia's chorms and overblowing Roses.

She founded the Oblates, and gave them the rule of 
St. Benedict, and put them under the dirertion of tlic Olivetans. 
They rereived afterwards the name of CoUatiuea, from the quarter 
of Kame where they dwelled* 

St. Giegery of Nyssa was younger brother of 9t Basil the Great. 

St. Catherine of Bologna was priore&s of the xS auuery of Poor 
Clares, as they were calM, who foUofi^ed the austere rule of the 
tiuid order of St* Francis. Among other woiks she wrote one cele- 
brated book On tkt Seven SpvrUualAUiu*

pets in the greenhouse, in which it has a very pleasing appearance ;

These plants, called also Pauvret Filles ds 5t«* Claire, are so orna- 
mental in a garden that they should never be omitted* A liffht 
saady 8<hI suits them best* They hate been long cultivated in tbia 
coiutiy, but are natives of the Peninsnla.

And rich io golden glory nods ; there, too. 

Child of the wind, Anemone, delights;

Willows of several sorts begin now to flower, and their blossoming 
branches are used in the Christian churches on Palm Sunday instead 
of real Palms. 

The Almond Irec now fiowet^ in earl^ years, and its rich pink 
blossoms have a beautiful effect. - 

The smallest Willow Wren Ficedula Hippolais now arrives, and 
be^ns to sing. Tn 1826 we noticed this little bird in full song sitting 
on the top of a vane at Hanwell in Sussex. It is the smallest of 
the three Willow Wrens.

Aboat this time the commoa Daodelioa Lnmtodon Tanutatum 
begiaa to flower, but in this plant as in others the seasons make a 
great difference in the time ii blowing. In l%%2, when the spring 
was remarkably mild, it was by this time pretty common. In the 
present late *^pring scarcely one flower of this plant rould be found 
todnv. In iH'22 again IJatiodil*; and Great Jonquils were full 
blowij, and mixed with the Crocurses, lit p iticas, and Hellehores ; 
and the Marigold was just out. In the }>;r>i'nt \ear thiTt' was not 
one single Dafl'odil or JoQ^ud m dower, in h>24 Daffodils ju^t 
coming into blow. In 1622 we had Spinach and many fresh vege- 
tables for the use of the table, to help out the Lenten Abstinence £ 
this year vegetation is a month behina the usual lime.

065. St. Gregory was bom at Home about tbe year 540, where 
his father Gordianus was senator. His mother Sylvia coDsecrated 
herself to the service of the church, and the Saint was called 
Gregory from a Greek word signifying watchman ; like the names 
Vioftlius and Vi^lantius in Latin. St. Gregory restored the antient 
nusddl, and Meuard s edition of his Sacramentary is one of the most 
curious books on the subject extant. What is mled the Gregorian 
Chant is also the work of this Saint. He is the great defender of 
the ceUbacy of the clergy, to whom he enjoins humility and deep 
learning as necessary qualifications. St. Gregory's Festival was 
formerly kept throughout England by order of the Council of Oxford, 
and his name is still annuuly recorded in the English Nautical 
Almanack, where he is erroneously styled a martyr. 



Channelled Ixia Ixia bulbocodium fiovveis. 

This is a greenhouse plant, which now comes into flower. At this 
time also the greenhouse begins to produce Caroelias Camelia 

Japiviira in great abundance and beauty. The nurserymen about 
London make a great show of them; Messrs. Loddidges of Hackney 
were niic i celebrated for a very fine display of these flowers. An 
earth composed of light loam and peat mould is best suited to them. 

Frogs are now heard croaking in the pools, ditches, ponds, and 
other shallow iters. They remind us of the well known line of 
Virgil's Georgics: 

£t veterem in limo ranae cecinere querelam. 

Their much croaking is a sign of rain and of the changeable weather 
so prevalent in this month. See notes to For$ter's Arati Dtosemca* 
Reter also to Aristophanes' celebrated Chorus of Frogs in his 
BtvTfdx^' As the croaking of Frogs has been long known as a sien 

of rain, we may remind the reader of the following aspiration of the 

Florile'n}iyn : — Hymns should rather be Prayers of Praise than 
dirges, much less should they be ( lumted only aj^ainst calamity. 
For some sinners do trreatHe err who only pray and give praise when 
they expect the stoiiii^ uf adversity, like i'rogs that croak before r;nn 
and against the coming of storms ; wliile true servants of our huid 
sing his praise day and night in the sunshine of prosperity, like 
Grasshoppers, who fill the veidiue with thor music under a serene 
and propitious sky.

Obs, St. Euphrasia was only daughter and heiress to Antigonus 
and Euphrasia. After the death of her father she entered a Convent 
of NuDB in Egypt, who lived only on herbs: sh« died at the age of 
about thirty years, having passed her life in great austerity and 
almost continual prayer.-— St. Kennocha was a Caledonian vestal in 
the reign of King Malcolm the Second. — St. Nicephorus was 
Secretary to the Emperor Constantine Copronymus, and became 
Patriarch of Constantinople. 



Heartsease Viola tricolor flowers. 

This plant is an annual, and its flowering, which takes place moie 
or less all spring, is regulated a great deal by weather, situation, 
&c. We have known it blow at Christmas. In April it is always 
in flower, and generally begins about the present time. It differs 

mtiterially from the Swe^t Violet, in having no scent. In our gardens 
it IS s\ ibject to some variety of colours. Milton calls this plant The 
P.,n'>ic frenhed with Jet, and contrasts it with The glouing Violet, 
It das 1 ccf ivcd a variety of whimsic tl names, such as Three Faces 
under a iiood. Herb Triniiy, \\ lid i'ansie, Call me toyuu, Love in 
Idleness, Jump on and Kiss me, Flower of Jove, Flamy, and others ; 
and it seems to have been as favourite a flower witn the poets as 
the Violet. 

Shaksneare feigns its change from white to particoloured by re- 
ceiving the shaft of love. 

Yet marked I where the bolt of Cupid fell. 
It fell upon a little western flower, 

Before milk white, now purple with Love's wound. 
And maidens call it Love in Idleness. 

The Italians call this flower Mola Far£alla, Flor dollaTrinita, and 
Flammula. The French call it Pensees.

Oba. St. Mathildis, namo was soon shortened into JNIaud, 

was daughter toTheodoiic, a Sa.xon roant, and was early placed in 
the monastery of Erford. She mained lleiiry duke of Saxony, sur- 
Qamed the Fowler, who became King of Germany. They had 
three sons, Otho the emperor, Henry duke of Bavana, and St. 
Bruno aichbishop of Cologne. She died lying on sackcloth, with 
ashes on her head, as was the custom at that time with severe 
asceticks and penitents. 



Mountain Soldanelia Soldenella qlpina flowers. 
Officinal Coltsfoot Tmsilago Farfara flowers. 

The Officinal Coltsfoot is the Farfara of liie old herbists ; it grows 
abundantly in most parts of Eiiropo, and like all this tribe becomes 
a noxious weed. The flowers, wiiich are of a golden yellow, come 
up by the sides of ditches and by roads in abundance before the leaf 
appeaw. This plant should be caxefidly rooted out of gardens, as it 
18 atolomfenms, and its roots, when once they have got into good 
ground, are with difficulty got rid of afterwards. 

The gardens are now gay by the yellow, the blue, the lilac, the 
white, and the striped Crocuses, which adorn the borders with a 
rich mixture of the brightest colours. The little shrubs of pink- 
flowered Mezereon are in their beauty. The fields look p^reon with 
the springing Grass, but few wild flowers as yet appear to decorate 
the ground : Daisies, however, begin to be sprinkled over the dry 
piusiLires ; and the moist banks of ditches are here and there in 
«ariy years enlivened with the glossy starlike yellow fiowers of 
Pilewort. Towards the end of the month Primroses peep out be- 
neath the hedges ; and the most delightfully firagrant of ail flowers, 
the Violet, discovers itself hy the perfume it imparts to the surround* 
ing air, before the eye has perceived it in its lowly bed. 

Daffodils begin to be common. In a poem called the Ephialtes 
Botanicus this plant is called a gaudy mm with a yellow vett and a 
green gown^

Lasting Mercury Mereurialis perennis flowers. 

This plant has a lively green leaf, and groWs oh our b'ai&s and 

under hedges in moist places. 

We have already noticed the Coltsfoot yesterday, which ib called 
Flower of Zachary, and in some calendars we have seen it recorded 

as tiowering today. 

Tlie Hazel, the Sallow, the Willow, and the Osier, begin now to 
enliven the hedges with their catkins full of yellow dust ; and the 
Alder trees are covered with a kind of black buuche^, which are 
the male and female fiuvvert», i he Willows in particular uuw make 
a veiy conspicuous figure when in full blossom, the rest df the 
hedg^ in which they grow being quite bare, or at most Oflly shew- 
ing a few buds. 

The following- lines are said to allude to the Dandeliou now ia 
flower. Its flowers form part of the Horologe, or Clock of Flora, 
unfolding at hve or six in the morning, and closing about sunset : 

The flow'r enamoured of the Sun, 
At his departure hangs her head and weeps, 
^ And shrouds her sweetness up, and keeps 
Sad vigils like a cloistei^d nan, 
Till his leviving ray appears. 

Waking ber beau^ as he ones her teaik. 
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MARCH 16. St. Julian of Cilicia, martyr. 
St. Finian. 

Ohs* St. Julian of Ciiicia was of a Senatorian tainiiy in 
Aliazarbus, Alter protracted sufferings, he at length suffered 
martyrdom by being thrown in a sack full of veaomous animads into 
the sea, in the time of Dioclesian. 



Nodding Daffodil Narcissus nutms flowers. 
Starch Hyacinth Hyacinthus racemosits flowers. 

The above nlants flower now oat of doors in mild springs. In the 
shelter of the house or greenhouse numerous species of Narcissus 
and Hyacinth now blow. Of the Narcissi the first to flower is 
usually the Yellow Narcissus Tazetta, whose petals are yellow and 
cups deep orange ; then oomes a small rooted early sort, with white 
petals and orange cups ; then the Orient il Narcissus, with straw 
colored petals and yellow cups; and another variety more yellow ; 
then the Soleil d'Or ; the Grand Primo Citronier, with white petals 
and sulphur colored cups; the Roman, and. also the Italian sorts. 
These and many more are cultivated in our conservatories and 
houses. The ▼arieties of Hyacinth are too numerous in cdor and 
form to be described* The Haerlem florists are continually addiiuf 
new sorts. Innumerable varieties of single and double, white, re^ 
pinki yellow, and striped, are already produced from seed: the 
roots when they propagate reproduce the same sorts, and.new varie* 
ties are only to be obtained from semination. Both Narcissuses and 
Hjacinths will blow in water alone, but they do best in pots filled 
with light mould and sand mixed. They flower in our gardens in 

April, 

In early years the peerless Daffodil Narcissus incinnp irabtlh now^ 
begins to blow, and is a beauliiul ornament tu the spring garden : u has 
a double and two single varieties. The Nareiuus laeiut and N. odorus 
alio flower at this time, together with the early Jonquil, and many 
other kinds of this pleasing genus, of whose numerous species the 
£rst is the early Daffodil. ^ The nodding and pendent flowers of 
this planti wet with a morning shower, remind us of Milton's line i 

Bid Daffiidillies fill their cupe with tean.

Ote. St« Patrick was b<Mii In tin end ol ^ Itmrth century in the 
village now called Killpatrick, on tite livtr Cluyd in Scotlind. 
There ie a tfaditkm that his mother was niece to St. Martin of Tours; 
He wa<^ the principal saint who established the Catholic faith in 
Ireland, in eff ecting which he underwent a multitude of persecutions 
and hardships. He is justly styled th^ Patron of Ireland, and held 
by that nation in liigh veneration. The Shanirork, the Irisli national 
emblem, is still worn on his festival. St. Patiu k is said to have 
lived tu be 123 y^iars old, and to have died ul Down in Ulster, 

St. Gertrude was daughter of Pepin of Landen^ and younger 
sister to St. Begga. She was bom in 626. St. Amand sunenn- 
tended the building of the mat Nunnery of Nivelle* in Brabiant, 
of which St. Gertrude was abbess when only twenty years old. 



Shamrock or Trefoil Trifolium repens grows. 
Sweet Violet Viola odorata flowers. 

The Sweet Violets in ordinary seasons are now abundantly in 
flower, and shed a most delicious odour in the garden, when they 
are often recognised by their sweet smoll before they are - c^n, the 
odour perfuming the air all around. Tlie wlute or cream colored 
Violet is a variety of this, and has nearly the same smell, lioth 
sorts flourish through April and part of May. Shakspeare in his 
Winter's Tale calls them, 

— — Violett dim. 

But sweeter thsn the lids of Jano's eyes. 

Or Cytherea's breath* 

*' As Violets are perceived by their fragrant smell before they are 
seen, se aie those who have a mir reputation shedding around them 
the sWiset odour of virtue while they themselves are concealed." — 

Florilegium, iii. 17. 

St. Gertrude was said in her convent of vestals to be as a sweet 
Violet in a garden, overspreading other flowers with the odour of 
her virtues in the early spring of her liie. — l<Uvu 

Clare says : 

And Just to say the Spriqg was come. 
The violet If ft ber woodland borne, 

And, hermillike, from storms and wind 
i>oujiUt the best sUdler it could find

St. Cyril of Jeruaaleni) abp. c.» a«d* 386. 
St. Edward the king, martyr. 

St. Anselm^ bishop of Lucca. 
St. Fridian, bishop of Lucca. 

Obs, St. Alexander was cotemporary with Origen, with whom 
he studied in the successive times of St. Parteuus and St. Clement. 
He made a bold confession of his faith in the persecution of Severus 
in the vear 204.. He was for eome years afterwards joint Bishop of 
Jemsalem withiii%> Naidstus. He died in chains at Caesarea. 

St. Cyril was Archbishop of Jemsalem. It was in his time that 
the Jews attempted to rebuild the temple of Jerusalem under direc> 
tion of Julian the Apostate ; which project was frustrated by earth- 
quakes and meteors ; and the Christian writers of those times have 
related the extraordinary appearance of a cross in the atmosphere 
encircled with a halo of light, which finally closed all further endea- 
vours to rebuild the temple. The writings of, St. Cyril are much 
celebrated. 



Great Leopard's bane Doronicum Pardalianches fl. 

We find in reverting to a publishod journal that this plant is 
recorded today by the name of Flov. er of St. Cyril. It i? however 
only in mild seasons that it blows so early, the visual time of its 
tiowciniL: being from L;ulvtide til! May, and aflervva.ids sparingly 
again m autumn, li is a handsome plcuit of tlie sort, and will grow 
in groves and sheltered places, where some plants will not thrive : 
it grows wild in various parts of Europe, ana has been found in the 
county of Essex' and in Scotland, though it may perhaps have escaped 
from ^^ardens. Its colour is yellow, and it has no smell. Any 
soil almost suits it. 

Primroses, Polyanthuses, and Viokts, b^n now to be more 
common. Dandelions and Daisies are seen by roadsides and in 
garciens, the Hepaticasaie very bxiUiaat. Early Daffodils begin to 
blow abundantly, 

;^weet Peas ought now to be sown in dry soils. 
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MARCH 19. St. Joseph.

06f . St. Joseph the spcnise of the Blessed Viigin was descended 
from King David and from the most illustrious of the antient 
patriarchs ; but his true glory, says Butler, consisted in his humility 
ud virtue* see ButUr't Lives, vol. iii. p. 209. 

St. Alcmund was the son of BIdred and brother of Osred king of 
the Xorthumbrians. He is said to have been slain hy the Danes in 
the year 819. 



Yellow Star of Bethlehem Ornithogalum luteum fl. 

This littie plant shewing^ its yellow stars nhowt this time has been 
called St. Joseph's Flower. It is found wild at Slieepmeadow near 
Buncray in Sutfolk, in woods about Oxford, and m Westmoreland, 
it IS perennial, and continues to blow through April. It is figured 
in En'jlish Botany, vol. i. fab. 21 ; and described m Smith's English 
l loi a, vol. ii. u. 142. The Scilla verna often flowers about the 
same time, and the Seilla tnfolia precedes it a Iewda3rs. 

Towards Lady tide the signs of the spring become more manifest : 
the trees bud, the leaves of numerous vernal plants appear above 
ground, some early trees blossomi willows flower, biros sing, and 
some of tiiose that are migratory begin to arrive. These circum* 
stances, together with a lengthened daylight and often warmer air, 
indicate the approach of the true vernal season, which begins about 
what was Lady Day in the Old Style, April 6, when a more de* 
cided appearance of sprincr and a greater abundance of flowers will 
tp.ke place, and when Primroses and Violets, that now Hower less 
abundant, will cover every bank and brae; while Pileworts and 
Dandelions bespangle the fields against the coming of the Swallow, 
and the Nightingale^ and other birds of passage. 
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MARCH 20. St. Cuthbeet, bp. and conf. a.d. 667. 

St. WultVcin, archbishop of Sens, a.d. 720. 

Obs, St. Cttthbert was originally a shepherd, who deslring^ 
ardently a devout life, at length took uie monastic habit in the Abbey 

of jNIailroes on the Tweed, at the time when Eata was abbot and 
St. Boisil was prior. He was afterwards Bishop orijndisfariK". His 
extraordinary vision of St. Aidan going to heaven is related by 
Butler, lib. iii. p. 219. 

St. Wullran archbishop of Set s became apostolical missionary in 
Friseland. He died at f oniinelie, whence his reli(jues were re- 
moved to Abbcviiic, ot which city he is styled the Patron. 



Dog's Violet Vwlct Canina flowers. 

On an average of years this Violet will be found to be^n to flower 
today, but it is not till next month that, flowering abundantly and 
mixing with Primroses, it so beautiiuliy paints the banks and moist 
places with its pale blue. It is scentless, or nearly so, and for this 
reason less esteemed thaa the Sweet Violet. Snowdrops begin now 
to decline, and the earliest sorts ol Ciocu» lose their brilliancy and 
ikde by degrees. The Yellow Hellebore goes out of flower, and the 
race of DaiTodils succeed* Crown Imperials are now abovegroand, 
and indeed in warm sttnationB and in early seasons we have known 
them begin to blow. Snails and Slugs begin to be troublesome in 
gaidens, early Butterflies appear in warm sunny days« and Bees aie 
constantly abroad. 

Lungwort is now in full flower, and from the Feast of the Annun- 
ciation now approaching, at which time it is in fullest flower, it has 
been called Our Ladjf*s MUk Wort, Jerusalem Sage, or Cowslip of 
Jerusalem. 

Frogs are still beard croaking from the pool* particularly before 
rain. Frogspawn is now found in ponds and ditches in the form of 
jelly or of globules of jelly miied together^ and is destined soon to 
become Tadpoles. 
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MARCH 21 . St. Benedict, patr. of monks, a.d«543. 

St. Serapion the Sindonite. 
St. Serapion, abbot of Arsinoe. 
St. Endens, abbot. 

Obs. St. Benedict the fonnrler of the Benedictine Orders was 
born in Nonca m I nibria in 48' >. He becfan his studies at Home, 
but tiem<j; disn-u'^ted with the world, he resi K od to leave it, and 
went into soiilude in the mountains of Suhhu am when scarcely 
iourteea year? old, where meeting with a monk of some neighbour- 
ing conununity he received from him the religious habit. He was a 
man of notorious aoiterity and piety. It was on Mount Caasmo that 
ke fimnded the fiist monka» and obliged them to those rales which 
have since become so popular. For if we regard all the Reforma- 
tions of this order as Benedictines, we may consider them as com- 
pOiiDg almost one half of the religious communities of the west, 
prior to the foiindRtion of the "Mendirant Orders. He expired 
calmlv -u'hile in prayer, in the sixty third year of his age, in 543. 
The Rule of St. Benedict is perhaps one ot the best of anv of the 
rules of the religious orders ot monks : it comprises bodily and men- 
tal exercises, temperance, and devouon. 



Bulbous Fumitory Fumaria bulbosa flowers. 

This Fumitory begins now to shew its pink flowers ; it i-^ not an 
ornamental plant, nor much cultivated. The Hollow l^'uniilory 
Fumaria cava is another plant of the same sort, and flowering some- 
what later, its root being hollow ; it is Hcrured in fairtis' Botanical 
Magazine. 1 he common Fumitory is sumetimes in ilower us early 
as this day^ and continues through April. 



The Great Dog Star Sinus Cants major is seen now soon alter 
dark in the south west. 

I'he Pleiadcb aie also an evening coustellatiou, and sei lu tlie 
west soon after dark. 

The weather at this time being often «howery has some of the 
brightest intervals of clear sky which we enjoy al! the year, in 
which the southern and western skies of an evening are very 
beautiful.

St. Lea, widow,

06i. St. Catheiine of Sweden was daughter of Ulpho prince of 
N«rida m Swedtn and of St. Bridget. 8ho was placed in the Nua- 
neiy of Bisbut:^ at wma yem of age. Being ?efy beaatM, she 
was betrolhed in marriage to Egftid, a nobleman of grant i^rtuOy 
but she previoled on him to consent that they should both nndEO a 
mutual vow of perpetual chastity. She after much pilgrimage be- 
eame abbess of VatM, and died on the 24th of MMck, in 1381. 



Pilewort Ficdria vema flowers. 

This beautiful little plant, which is first seen about a week ago 
opening its yellow flowers on some warm bank, is now pretty com- 
monly in flower. It has been for this reason called Star of St. 
Catherine. From this time to the middle of April these beautiful 

Slants shew more and more flowevs, and on waim dave their bril- 
ant stars of golden yellow beqmn^e every ipreen shady bank and 
sloping glade, and form an elegant contrast to the silvery appear- 
ance of the mead dotted with daisies. Towards May their flowers 
get bleached with the sun, and they wither away soon after the 
festival of the Holy Cross, when Crowfoots take their place in the 
fields. The roots of the Pilewort are round and dusteied together ; 
some botanists rank this plant as a ranunculus. 

The Nightingale now arrived sings, till May, bothjnight and day j 
but it is his nocturnal serenade that delights the poet, and of which 
Milton is mindful in Allegro :

Sweet bird, that shnAt the noise of iblly. 
Most mnsical, most melancholy!

Obs, Su Alpbonsus Turibius waa the ArcbbUh<^ of lima. He 

was the second son of the Lord of Mo^robejo, and was born in Leoo 
in 1538. When at school he was noted for ( vr ry day givin^^ partef 
\u< iiinner to some poor person, and siiewed other signs of earij^ vir- 
tue. After liis death lie was beatified by Pope innociiot XI. in 
1679, and subsequently canozuzed by Pope Benedict XilL in the 
yeajT 1726. 



Peerless Daffodil Narcissus incomparabiiis flowers. 

This Daffodil, flowering a ftill tertnigbt laAar than the 
watip begins now to blow, and continues in flower through Apxil. 
Hie single variety is the most elegant, nevertheless fknists are apt 
to |Hre£er the donble sorts, of which one variety having an orange 
cup and white petals is called tlie Butter and Egg^s Flower. All 
this ele^rant tribe flower but a short time, n month generally bein^ 
the duration ot their beauty. The commun Dnflodils are now in 
fuii flower, and in some places whole helds are covered with them. 

The hooting of Owls is particularly prevalent at this season of the 
year, and reminds one of the following lines : 

The cold March moon is dull and pale. 

The aire smells dank and harsh. 
The hooting Howlet fills the gale. 

That breathes o*er yonder manh. 

in omened Bird! that by his cry 

Now startles dampish night, 
And bodes ill i(N*tune tarrying nigh.

St. Simon, an iniunt, martyr, in 1472. 
St. William of Norwich^ martyr, in 1137. 

Obs. Sirmium was loi uierly capital of Paonnnia ; it is now only 
a Hungarian village. Of this place, formerly of vast importance, 
St. Irenaeus was bishop, but he fell a martyr to the persecution of 
the infomous Dioclesian in the year 304* 

St. William of Norwich was crucified in sacrilegious derision of 
Christ by a gang of reprobate Jews in the twelfth year of his age. 
It seems that the Jews have in several other instances perpetrated 
similar atrocities in those times, and have even escaped the punish- 
ment awarded by the law. Butler's Lives, iit. 269. 

St. I^roon was an infant, inhumanly sacrificed at Tmnt by the 
Jews, some of whom were taken and put to death for die fact.

This plant received the Latin name of Caleadula because it waa 
in iower on the Calends of nearly every month. It has been called 
Marygold for a similar reason, being more or less in blow at ttm 
timn of aU the festivals of the Blessed Virgin Mary, tlie word gold 
having reference to its golden rays, likened to the rays of light 
around the head of the Blessed Virgin. At Can ih mas m warm 
climates the old last year's plants will shew a few tiowers. Even m 
our climate a few flowers appear about Ladytide. The full flower- 
ing takes place about the Visitation, July 2. The young planU 
flower about the Assumption, Aug. 10. Seedlings of the same year 
will flower about the is ativity of our Lady, Sept. 8, and they con- 
tixiue to flower through the whole period, including Nov. 21 and 
Pec. 8, tiiiifl bbwinff on all Vifgm's FeasU. Thus say the oUl 
writers, and thfs &ct .tt true. The earlv botanists in our monastery 
gardens, the inventors of religbus emblems, called this plant there- 
Ime Marygold. The same names of Calendula and of Marygold 
aie applied, and with equal propriety to other species of the same 
genus. Cold winters frequently kill the old iSlary^rold plants, and 
then no flowers are to be seen till the young seedliugs appear. 
Shakspeare speaks of this plant and its period of closing its flowers ; 
The Marygold, that ^oes to bed with the sun.

Scopoiis Henbane Hyocyamm Scopolia flowers. 

This plant* which has of late been introduced into our gaideilSy 
flowers in the end of March and in April. We have seen it in 
flower on this day growing on the edge of a gravel walk in the 
botanic garden of the late T. F. iorster, esq. at Clapton in 
Middlesex. In Sussex it flowers a week later, but season and so ? 
make some difference in the time. Its medical virtues are not cod* 
sidered so powerful as tliose of common Henbane. It has errone- 
ously been put down in Uortus Keweiais as flowering in Maj. It is 
a native of Cuiuola^ and was introduced into Ei^land in 1780. 
The Dog^Tootb ErMrtmhm Dmu Canst nowfloweis, but we sh' 
describe it when in nail flower. 

The blossoms of the Peach and Kectanne trees aie now da^^y 
expanding themselves, and in most seasons diose trees thatar(» 
against walls art already in fall bloom. The early sorts of Fhmi, 
iOo, are in beautiful blossom, as are Willows in the hedges; tb^ 
Cvoci are b^inning to decline, and the Snowdrops and Hellebores 
often decayed. Daffodils of various sorts are plentiful. The 
weather is changing for the better; the rough and shifting gales of 
March, with their accompanying showers of snow or hail, are changed 
for more genial breezes as the true spring comes on ; and, as the 
weather gets warmer ea.rly in next month, we may expect a richer 
display of blossoms on the trees, and a more plenUiui akow of flowers 
on our bulbous and hardy herbaceous plants.

We have alieady related the blowinr of another plant Tory similar 
to this, the N, laetut: it seems probable that they are only perma« 
neni Tarieties of the same plant. Many Narcissuses begin to blow 
QoWf and to follow each other successively in the garden or green, 
house. The N. Tazetta, with deep yellow petals and oran^^ cups, 
is the earliest; then comes one with white petals and orange cups, 
and a lonrish root ; then the Grand Prima Citrtmier, with white 
petals and yellow cups ; then the yellow, as well as the white. 
Oriental Narcissi, known by tlieir peculiar perfume; the Jonqu'l 
and the large tubiflorus Daffodil follows; and then the Primrose 
Peerless aiMl the Poetic Narcissus, which blow in May. Botanists 
eoant fifty iie species of Hkds genus, all in flower between Lady 
Day and Holy Cross Day. 

Hyadntha now begin also to blow abroad, and so continue through 
April ; every variety of blue, white, yellow, red, and mixed colours 
are displayed by this favourite plant, and the aim of the Haerlem 
gardiners and florists seems to be to get as many monstrous varie- 
ties and forms of flower as possible, every year adding some new 
ones raised from seed, while the offsets "^om the roots retain tiic 
saiae form. U liey are all varieties of the Hijacintkus oriejilalis. 
Our i; ield liyacinthsy which are called by some ^ciilu nutans, tiower 
later.

I find the Lesser Leopardsbane recorded as first fioweiing today, 
lihoiigh Ibave genmUy lomid it kler, and indeed it isnsuaUir a month 
later than the greater spedet ; the leaf is Iai|^ and the flower 
smaller : both are hardy perennials^ and their yellow syngenedimB 
flowers have a gay appearance in spring. 

The word Caltbxflora is matted ag^islthis day in the Calen- 
lUnnum NaturaU, and alludes to the flc^Wering of the M^sh Marigold 
Caltha paluitris, which in warn flituattons and earl^ seasons is now 
heginnmg to blow. For many years we have noticed this plant in 
flower in the end of March in the marshes about Lea Bridge in 
Essex. In Sussex it flowers rather later. Its brilliant yellow - 
flowcr<^ have a fine effect at a distance, as it grows in clusters by the 
sides of ditches, pools, and rivers. It is a plant well calculated to 
ornament streams that run through gardens, and will require a moist 
situation near water and a rich earth. More particulars of this 
platit will be found below. 

The budding of the trees, shrubs, and hedges, is now daily be« 
coming more and more manifest Within a few miles of london 
there is a great difference in the periods of germination. Nbrth of 
London, in Hertfordshire, and even just above Higfagate, the trees 
are near a fortnight later than in the basin of London, and they am 
a week later thnn at London in the clay soils of Sussex. The pre- 
sent year 1 827 the season is particularly backward for most tribes of 
plants, nevertheless some of the bulbous roots have come to their 
time, and are in flower, as Hyacinths; while others, as Great Jon* 
qiuls and Daflfodils, Croci axid s>nowdrop8» were much retarded*

The Oxafip is the laige loit of Cowafipi and by some botaniftB 
made oidy a variety ef that plant, while others coawder it an intsr- 
nediate Yariety betsveen that plant and the Primrose. We have 
seen the Oxelip and the Cowslip grow together in the lanes in 
Sussex without producing any very distinct intermediate varieties. 
The Oxelip certainly tiowers rather earlier than the Cowslip, and is 
by no means so common, nor does it ever cover the meadows in 
aumbers. 1 he Polyanthus, another variety, is now become plenti- 
l*al. The Common Officinal Fumitory that now flowers in our sai^ 
dens and waste phuiss is the only speeiss of this genus nsed in 
Fhaiiiiacy» and tt k almost gone oat or use. 

In early seasons, as for instance in 1822| the Isige Stunfraga 
emtsffoita blows St this time, though it commonly conies into flovw 
later.

He waa pleased before the hnmiliations of his passion to be 
acknowledged and received in quality of Messiah,*— the Saviour of 
the World and the King of Glory. This circnmstance was foretold 
by the prophet /achary, (ix. 9.) and from this prediction it was a 
known characteristic action of the Messiah. Rtjoice greatly^ O 
daughter of Zion: Shout for joy ^ O daughter of Jerusalem: Behold 
thy King will come to thee, the Just Oue, and the Saviour : He 
f)oor, and riding ujwu an ass, and upon a colt the Joal oj an ass. 

The palms which we this day receive are also emblems of our own 
victories over our spiritnal enemies in our conflicts with the devil, the 
worlds and the flesn. We must in this warfare exert all enr courage 
and resolution^ using the arms of penance, mortificat]On» watchfhl^ 
nets, and humble and earnest prayer ; and we must animate our^ 
selves continually, under the shield of the Divine protection, to fight 
o good fight, and resist, if necessary, even unto blood. The slothfnl 
and the cowardly can never be entitled to triumph with their Locdf 
since they are absolutely disqualified to partake m his victory. 

The churcli on tliis day reads the history of our Lord's passion, 
not ouiy to shew tha t it must be the principal object of our devotion 
during the week, but also to teach us to accompany even our joy 
with a spirit of penance and the meditation of the cross, as we are 
reminded by St, Bernard, Smn* 1 and 3, ti» Dom. Paliiwr* — BviUr* 

The custom of wearitt|r in the Church branches of several species of 
Willow on this day is still practised in many countries. Sprigs of 
Box are also used. The real Palm tree is common in Judea, and 
grows by the way sides.

This plant Is also called the Van Thol Tulijp : it flowers in our 
houses in Febiuaiy^ and now begins to blow m (he open gitrand^ 
where when planted in large beds it has a pleasing effect, uom its 
brilliant red colour. It is followed in April by the Clarimond Tulip, 
and at length by the famous Standard Tulip/of which there are so 
ttany varietips and names. We have often been much gratified in 
visiting the hirge nursery grounds about London at this time of year 
durin^r the intervals of fine spring weather. Larire and well cleared 
k<Is of Sweet and of Clariinond Tulips, of Hyacinths, of Dogstooths, 
and of j\aicis3uses, boidtned with Crocuses of several colours, 
Hepaticas, and Hellebores, still remaining, and a variety of early 
herbaceoos plants, have a very pleasant effect when gently quiver- 
ing in the clear March gales.

The White Violet here spoken of seems to be a variety of the blue 
sort» but blows rather Idler - it has tiie same dt^licious scent, and 
ought to be cultivated in our gardens : it is well adapted for banks 
or the base of rocfcwoii ; it spreads very fast, and will grow in any 
loil. This variety is very common in Snssea, where it is liaUe to m 
confounded with the Viola TunbriginuU discovered at Tvnbiidge 
Wells bv the late Mr. T. F. Forster. 

The Bulbous Crowfoot flowers now, but very scantily ; from the 
end of Apnl to the middle of Mav it gilds the upland fields, ^rndii- 
ally becoming intermixed with the Creeping Crowfoot, while the 
Buttercup occupies the lower meadows and marshy trrounds.

Grape Hyacinth Hyacinthus racemosus flowers. 

This Tariety of the Crown Imperial is one of the moet comnum, 
and ia now in full flower in early, and beginning to flower in late^ 
seasons. All the varieties, the red, the yellow, and the striped, are 

ma^ificent plants, and constitute a great ornament to the early 
spnc^ border. Common garden mould, such as is €ver3TwherG to be 
found, suits them very well, and they require no shelter irom the 
frost. 

The Grape Hyacinth and the ^iarch Hyacinth are both well 
known to our English gardeners ; both are figured in Curtis' Beta- 
waX Map^azine. They km baaa loond in flcmer a tetnight aaifiip; 
but this » their avwage tame of flowering. Tha Great Saillh|;e 
Sttiifraga Crassifolia now begins to flower. In 1822 it was earher 
by a week, andin 1835 a waakktarlhaa tbb day. 

The Willow Wren FicMa Stilimm airifot now, and adds i- 
Fvely aong to the earlief wnal birds. This is the yellowest bird of 
theganns, and has been caUed the Yellow Wren ; it is more fie* 
quently seen abont WiHowa and in Osier beds than the other speeiai^ 
and the genus has been named firom this drcumstance. 

Today in 1828 will be Holt FmnATt etfaerwiae caUad Good 
Friday, or the day on wbidi the Paasbn of onr Lord' Jena Christ b 
commemorated : it is in every eoentiy a raoit aolemn ftat, and iatbe

' Wood Anemone Anemone nemoroga flowers. 

The little white beUs of this Wood Anemone or Wind6ower, begin 
now to be seen quivering to the vernal breezes, and coverii^ lam 

tracts of marshy pasture land, as well as moist woods. It usually 
blows at the same time with Wood Sorrel, which we sliall hereafter 
describe. The Marsh Marip-old Caliha palastris is also now in full 
flower, and the banks and waste places begiii to be covered with a 
beautiful profusion ot I'rimroses and Violets, which mix very agreeably 
together, and in parts oi Sussex are so numerous as to appear on the 
ba'nks at a small distance like a particobnied mantle thrown over 
them. Cowslips or Pa gels as they are called beg^ to appear in the 
meadows. And the Uossioms of fruit trees now become plentiiul. 
The Spring rapidly advancing, every day adds somethii^ new to the 
scene. 

Butterflies become common, that is the Sulphur Butterfly, and the 
several red sorts. The common Cabbage Butterfly comes later. 

Tn tine weather in fields and highways we may now perceive 
numerous sorts of foleoplcrous and other beetles coming forth, and it 
has been remarked that many sorts come out first on one and the 
same day, and are very regular as to their times of coming.

flowers are too numerous for the i^ardener. The M"aroiss)!s and 
Dafibdils noticcil to liiy arc L^iiKh n jWants. Some call the latter the 
lar2:e broadleaved 1 itorio\v cniig Dartbdiilies. The Male Orchis has 
a purple flower, ami is di^sLiiiguished by the dark spots on its leaves: 
late lii April and early in May it is numerous, and numbers of them 
flowering together in the orchard have a beautiful effect : they like 
moist soils, and if cultivated in iht gaiden leqntre watering. In 
Sussex they are called Ramshorns.

Papebroke 
places her conversion in 383, and lier death in 421. She is figured 
in her picture on her knees before a crucifix, witb her long hair 
flowing over her back, 

Honesty MoonVvort lumria cmAM flowers. 

The tetradynameous plant called Irish Honesty or Moon wort now 
dowers iu our gardens, and continues through April. It makes a 
splendid displai^ of purple blooms, and is a great ornament when in 
sufficient quantity and planted at regular distances. We had a 
beautiful display of this plant in our garden in 1926, It is a biennial, 
and should .be planted out in autumn* 

The Bed Polyanthuses are noticed today in the "Tlocal DireC- 
tonr" aad called Flowers of St. Mary tlie Penitent, why we eannot 
tell, except thift leddiah purple has whimeically been caUed a pern* 
tential colour. 

This season of the year becomes very interesting from the nidifi* 
cation of birds. A vulgar eiror ftrevails that imall birds are deitruc^ 

tive in gardens^ but we have ascertained by accurate observation, and 

it has been conjinned by the eiperience of otfters, that every sort of 
bird does more good than harm by the inniirntrnihle ini^ects thei^ 
destroy, and they ought not theref ore to be molested m Jiomer arid 
JruU gardens.

Tunbridge Violet Viola Tunbrigensis flowers. 

This plant was discovered by the late Mr. T. F. Forster in the 
neii;tiboiirhood of Tunlnulje Wells, and is described in his Flora 
Tunbrigensis, Stocks or Mock Gillitiowers as they are called begin 
now Lc) blow sparingly in our gardens, and thus mix their still more 
. agreeable otiour with the sweet scent of the Wallflowers now in full 
hlottom. But it is not till about Holy Cross Tide that Stocks begin 
10 blow plentiftiDy, and they then form a rich ornament to the vernad 
garden till the setting in or the solstitial season. They flower less 
plentifiiUy at midsummer, but with care the double sorts may be 
made to flower all the spring, summer, and autumn. 

The Horse Chesnut trees now expand their lively green leaves, 
and most trees in mild years are budding. We have known 
£lms» Sycamores, and other early trees in young leaf by this time ; 

but of late years the seasons have certainly been more tnrdy. Tad- 
poles now are numerous, and young Iiolts are sometimes already 
seen. Various insects come forth both in the water and nn land. 
And warm days produce abundance of Butterflies. The TiuH^ous 
Crowfoot begins to flower, and contributes with the Dandehon, 
described tomorrow, to gild the fields with yellow. Daisies are 
beginning to be very numerous, and Primibsesand Violets abundantly 
in flower begin to cover every bank and brae.

' Dandelion Leontodon Taraseaatm flowers. 

This plant, otherwise named Taraxacum Dens Leonis or Lion's 
Too\h, is now getting into plentiful flower, and already bespangles 
the fields and the sides of roads with its golden bkssoms. Its name 
has been said, though we believe erroneously^ to be taken fitmi St. 
Leo, celebrated today, its maximum of flowering taking place just now 
is we believe quite an accidental coincidence with the festival of the 
saint. Old Gerard, who was a diligent searcher of simples and 
learned apothecary of London, describes several varieties of this 
lant, l)ut perhaps he included our Leontodon pnhisfre nnd the Apargia 
Isjfida. He <;ays the Dandelion nsed also to be called in the shops 
ol pharmacy Taraxacum and Caput MoMachi. 

In the o^ardens this plant becomes li troublesome weed from the 
prolific liature of its seeds, which are blown by the wiiid to a LTeat 
di^truiee. lii about a month's time larcre crops ofthesf odmg stalks, 
called blowers by the village chiidreu, covering whole lieidii, have a 
curious effect. 

The Zodiacal Lion Leo innjor is a constellation now conspicuous ol 
an evening, whose well known &tars Deneb in the Lion's Tail, and 
Hegultts in bii heart are oif the first magnitnde. The Lessor Lion 
Iso minor h just aibove the former. The Lien la oa the weridiaii 
about half past nine o'clock. And the coospicaous situation of this 
sign at this time of year may have suggested the anpH^^^^ of the 
name to the plant described today. 

Peach, Nectarine, and Apricot trees are in full bloom now, and the 
Redstart together with several other general birds of passage are 
sometimes fint seen.

This plant, whose shining leares, thick red stalk, and pink flowers, 
mwt atlrtetemj body's notiee in the sprin? garden » flowers at ihh 
fame. It is a verf ornamental tengh a strutflBgly odd looking plant, 
and will grow in any ordinary garden mould ; a moist sitnctiott how^ 
eter suits it best. It flourishes ressarkably well in the gardens in 
Sussex in the moist soils bonlerlng on Ashdon Forest. Its name b 
FkM Zenonis in the Floral Directory cited by Hone. There are several 
other plants of the same genns which giow in the gardens of the 
curious. 



Nightingale Sylvia luseinia arrives. 

The An^an of the Greeks, the I^hiloraela of the Latins, and the 
llosignuolo of the ItaUans are ail the same bird, which the Germans 
call Nachtigal, and we Nightingale. This bird arrives about this 
time, and its sweet and varied notes are chiefly heard at even tide, 
and often through the night, during this and the next month. Darwin 
has the following lines on this favourite bird ; but the description 
leems to relate to some eastern species ^—

— It has been a custom since the times of the 
primitive Christians on the fnst Sunday alter Easter Day to repeat 
some part of the solemnity oi tbai grand festival ; whence this 
Sunday took the name d uno Sunday, being celetninted as a feast, 
though in a lower degree*

Ilecirtsease Viola tricolor full flower. 

The Heartsease 5s in full flower today. It is an annual or at most 
a biennial plant, and diliers from the N'iolet in havinc no smell and 
being- usually of three colours, deep purple, pale blue, and bricrht 
yellow. An almost infinite variety of tints are however produced, 
and it seems to be the favourite pastime of florists to get new varieties 
from seed. The name of Herb Trinity evidently alludes to its three 
colours* The rich ^low of a datter of these elegant flowers in a 
bright warn still spnng day can be better conceived than described. 
We have already given the numerous names of this flower* 

The singing of the morning Lark now reminds us of the following 
lines that we have somewhere met with > 

From the green waving corn 
The Lark spreads his wings, 
And hails as he sings

Borage Is (me of the natural order Luridae: it has a fine bngbt, 
light blue flower, which now op ns in mild years oa the old last 
year*8 plants ; they go on flowering all the- summer* When this 
plant once gets into the ground there is no such thing as getting it 

out again ; although an annual or biennial at most, if the plants be 
all cut up before seeding time, the plant will yet spmm up ay;ain in 
the eround ; hence the proverb, Ego Bnnigo gaudia semper ago, 
translated into, " I Borage always give courage. 

The spnof flighit of pigAms now takes place. 

In the FUniUgium XHv* Asp, We may read:?— As Borage when 
once its seeds be sown in the soil of the garden wiU ever keep coming 
np and flowering afresh, first ia this place and then in that, in spite

The Yellow Talip is wild in England^ and is found by the sides 
of woods ; we have seen it in Essex near to Quendon. It is a 

stoloniferous plant, and increases therefore by underground ramifica- 
tions of its loots, in the manner of Coltsfoot and other rooting plants. 

Redstart Motacilla Phoenicarus arrives. 

The Redstart or Redtail, both male and female, may new be 
seen, and as soon as they arrive they begin making their nests* 
which is often on the ground, between two well concealed stones.

The word Ulmifrondes maiked under this day in the Ephemeris of 
Nature relates to the young leaves of the Elm Trees, which are now 
partly expanded in early years, and in late ones the buds are ready 

to break mto leaf. The Elm is in leaf on an average three weeks 
before tlie Oak, and a fortnight before the Beacli, t!ioiij]^h later than 
the Sycamoie, the Larch, or the iMaple. VV' bat is called the Weech 
Elm comes iato leaf near a week hiter than the common Elm. The 
Elm IS perhaps one ut the raost agreeabie Uees of the iorest ; and, if 
not so picturesque in its decaying state as the Oak, nevertheless its 
fcliage is more dense, and its shade therefore much more cool and 
refreshing in summer. In this respect it can vie with the spreading 
Beech so celebrated by the poets for its umbrageous boughs. Ja 
soils diat produce Oaks in abundance there are few Elmst as in parts 
of Sussex* In Essex they are very much mixed. 

The Ground Ivy or Alehoof before noticed is now in its fullest 
Aower. Clarimond, Tulips, Narcissuses, Hyacinths, and other ver- 
nal flowers are common in our gardens, and the primaveral and 
vernal Floras begin to unite, the latter gradually ativancing as the 
former goes off. The Cyclamen is now in full flower. The wild 
yellow Tuhp did nut come mto flower till today, ihis late season. 
This plaat is so regular with ns to the l$th of April, that we reckon 
a dimteace of a days an uaasual occnneace.

St. Elphege^ su roamed the Bald, bishop, 713.

Obi. Pope Leo IX. recaved io baptism tlie name of Bnmo. 
He was bom in Alsace in 1002, with his body marked all over with 
little red crosses, which was attributed to the intense meditation of 
his pious mother on the passion of Christ. After being twenty two 
years Bishop of Toul, Bruno was exalted to the papacy : he took 
possession of the see on the 12th of February, 1049, under the name 
of Leo IX. being about forty seven years old. He held it only five 
years, but they were filled with good works. Falling sick, he was 
taken to the altar of St. Peter, where he calmly expired, on the 19th 
of April, 1054, being fifty years old, having held tne pontificate five 
years and two months.

The Rampions or Ursine Garlic is commonly found wild in moist 
places, and is abundant in Sussex.

The Narrowleaved 
Narcissus in its flower resembles the Poetic Narcissus, though it 
blows a fortnight sooner. 

Today is called Spiniflora in the Ephemeris of Nature, because 
the Black Thorn is frequently first in bloom today. This however 
is not always the case ; in some late years the Cuckoo anticipates 
the flowers of this well known shrub, and gives rise to the proverb.

We have alio playthinf 
CTickoo<^ made to give its peculiar voice, anJ also ('uckoo clocks, which so 
closely imitate the ootes ot this bird as deceive persons at a distance iuto the 
belief that ihev rejilly hear the bird. The equally well known and harsh icreaBi 
liny ^ry neck is heard about !he same time, and will be described tomonioir.

Skiden a great number of pretended speeios, bnt we suspect that 
e real species, if such a thing as distinct species do really exist in 
nature, which is doubtful^ are mnoh less nuaieroos than is oommonly . 
imagined. 



The Wryneck Jynx Torquilla heard daily. 

This bird is called the Cuckoo's mate, merely from coming and 
being heard uttering a very distinguished cry about the same time of 
year. The brown and tawney on the back of this bird are beauti- 
fully mottled, and it receives its name of Torquilla from its manner 
of contorting its head when searching for insects on the boughs and 
stems of trees.

The Intermediate Water Avens differs from the common species 
in having an upright and dull orange mslead of a depending and 
reddish flower : it blows later, but both continue in flower throuo:h 
the rest of the vernal season. The bitter Lady " s Smock is much 
more rare than the common sort, and is found about wet ditches 
and marshy grounds. We have frequently found it in full flower at 
H artfield in Sussex in May in the pits and ditches near to Hartwell. 

Our gardens are now in fuQ blow with the early vernal Flora, the 
primaveral beii^ hardly ^one out yet. WaUdowers, Anemones, 
£arly Tulips, ftanunculi, Naidssuses, Hyacinths, Dog's Tooth, 
Hepaticas, Gentianellas» and a great number of our hardy herba- 
ceous plants, being in full flower. The fruit trees are in blossom, the 
birds in full song, and the atmosphere generally clear. The nights how- 
ever are often cold, and the fluar northerly and easterly winds that 
so often prevail are oe casionaiiy exchanged for rapid showers of rain 
and hail, with weslem gales. The great power of this l ist sort of 
weather over vegetation Is very remarkalile. T!ie liii^hly electrified 
showers of spring seem to produce the most rapid germinaiion, and 

H is probable that the advance of vegetable life is principally owing 
to electrical causes. 

The Lady's Smock is by this time very abundant lu moist mea- 
dows and fields, and by the sides of ditches and drains.

This plant is the SeilUt nuUnu of Smith, but we have preferred 
the old name pf Hyacinth, not perceiving any sufficiently distinguish- 
ing marks whereby to attach it to the genus Scilta in preference. It 
is a very common flower in England, and inaeed in most temperate 
parts of Europe, blowing about this time, and continuing through 
May to cover the fields, in places where it abounds, with a beautinil 
blue, that spread over the shady upland slopes is elegantly con- 
trasted with the golden yellov/ of the Crowfoot and Buttercups in 
the meads below , and the Covv^slips in the marshes, at a season of 
the year wlien every hedge and tree is in blossom, and when every 
bank presents innumerable sorts of flowers, atiording perpetual de- 
light to the admirer of nature, particularly to children, who are ever 
busy in makmg nosegays and ^therin^ flowers in the fields dvring 
the bright but as yet unoppressive snnsnine of the vernal day. 

Evergreen Alkanet, Cowslips of Jerusalem, Polyanthuses, and 
various other spring flowers, many of which we described yesterday, 
still ornament our gardeir^. Primroses and Violets cover every bank, 
and the whole face of the country now begins to be cheerful , afford- 
ino- a pleasant change after the changeable and cold weather of the 
early spring. 

The House Martin, as well as the Sand Martb', is sonelimss 
seeut though by no means every year atthis time. Swallows are 
as yet but few in number.

He died in 1622, the forty filth 
jfear of his age^ and was buried by the Christians the next day.

The Blackthorn which opens its blossoms on our bare hedges a 
week or ten days ago is now pretty generally in blnom, and is one 
of the chief characteristics of the vernal period ; it continues in riawer 
till tlie end of May, so that before it is gone it mixes with the VV l»ite- 
thom or INI ay Bush, hereafter to be described. Butli together serve 
to ornament our hedges next month, aud wlieu seen in ilower to- 
gether in the end of May the difference between them is very 
fSMzkabie. This has beeo called Saiid]narti& Day, and in tfaie 
Ephemeris Trcglitepkoriam 

The flowersof the targe Coltsfoot Tumlaeo Petafftftmay nowbe 
seen in flower ; they emerge firom the gronna late in March. 

Beds of the Gentianella, with its deep azure flower, have a very 
lich sppearance at this time of year in our great mirserieSy and con- 
trast well with those of early Tulips, Aneoumes, Ranuncalttses, 
PrimitlaSy VioletSy HyaciathS| and Narcissi.

Obs. St. Mark was of Jewish extraction : the style of his gospel, 
abounding with Hebraisms, shews that he was bv birth a Jew. He 
was a disciple of St. Peter, and was sent by him from Rome to 

found other churches. After employing;' many yo-pirs, in preaching 
the p^o^pcl, he was at last .seized by the Pagans, and about three 
years alter the death of Saints Teter and Paul, St. Mark was put to 
death, after innumerable sufferings, on the 25ih ot" April. The 
Christians gathered up tlie remains of his body, and buried them at 
Bucoles, where they afterwards usually assembled for prayer. 

Under today we find in sonu: Calendars ilisrussions respecting: the 
true time of Easter in 11525. lioue has cited several of these, to 
which we refer the reader. 

St. Mark's Day is prescribed as a day of abstinence by the Chm ch. 
Numerous ceremonies still practised on this day may be found de. 
scribed in Brand, and in the Perennial Calendar.

We have before alluded to the flowering of this plant, it is now m 
full blow, and large beds of it may be seen in the nursery grounds 
near Loadon, Haerlem, and other places where flowers are culti- 
vated. Some botanists make it a variety of the Standard 1 uiip 
Tulip! Qtmmanat but we are coni^nced that, whatever that inde- 
fiaable distinction in the varieties of living creatures may be which is 
called mcies» this plant has as much title to it, when considered 
with reference to the Common Tulip> as the Sweet Tulip or any other 
has. Its time of flowering too is different : the Common Tulip only 
begins to flower now, and that sparingly, while the Clarimond is in 
iUii blow, and often accompanies the Sweet Tulip.

St. Maioellinns moeeeded St. Caiut in 296 : he sat in St. Peter's 
Chair ei^t years, three months, and twen^ five days, dying in 304, 
a jeer after the persecution broke out, in which he trained much 
honour. He has been styled a Biaiiyr, though his blood was not 
shed in the cause of religion.

The Cowsib or Fagle, as it is oalM in some places, is now in 
fvU flower, and in moist meadows is veiy nnmeroos ; it is smaller 
than the Ozelip before described* Botanists are not agresd as to the 
distinctness of the spedes. To us it seems that Primroses, Poly- 
anthuses, Cowslips, and Ozelips, are only varieties of the snme 
plant, and that some Yanations have become more fixed and lasting , 
than others. Shakspeare thus accurately describes this plant : 

Let Cowslips tall her pensioners be» 

In their gr^ld coats spots you see ; 
Those be rubies fairy favours. 
In those freckles live their savours ; 
I must seek some dewdrops here. 
And hang a pearl in every Cowslip's ear.

St. Anastasius, pope and confessor, 401. 

Ohi* SU Zita was a native of Montsegrado, near Lucca, in Italy. 
She was distbguished hy having kept fast a whole year on biead 
and water» and died after extreme unction on the 27th of April, 
1272. 

SS. Anthimus and others were the first victims offered to God in 
the most bloody persecution raised by Diodesian. St. Anthimus was 
Bishop of Nicomedia, and cut off the first, being beheaded for his 

faith. From the altar, the sword was turned to the laity ; per>on'? of 
every age and sex were burned together by setting fire round about 
them^ others being tied together were cast into the sea.

A broadleaved Daffodil flowers about this time in our garden, 
wliicli we think may be either the l uLu flowered or the Spanish 
Daribdil ; it has a longer tube and larger iiower at top than that of 
the Early Daliodil, and much wider leaves. The Common Bugle 
is a plant, with preiLy purplish blue tiowersj it is. very abun- 
dant about Holy Cross Tide, and thence to the end of Mwf, and 
continues to flower still later. In places where it abounds it ren- 
ders the grass vetvomamentBl from its blue oolour* The Gorse or 
Furze u one of tne greatest ornaments of our hedges, commons* 
and waste places ; its golden flowers have a striking effect at a dis* 
tance : they flourish most in April and May, and give place soon 
after Midsummer to the purple Heath, which colours the wnstr > and 
heaths throuirh the acstival period. In some places about tiie time 
the Broorn sliews a lew flowers, but it» j^eaeral flowering is later. 
The Broom IS tlu third great ornament of waste places, and is cele- 
brated by Burns the Scotch poet in his Broom of Cowdenknows, 

The Globeflower blows at very diflerent times, being early in 
some situations, from the present period to the end of May : it is 
recorded usually under May 6th,

been father of Saints Cn rva^ius and Protasius. St. VitaMs was 
stretched on a rack, aiid, after other torruents, was buried alive in a 
place called the Palmtree in Ravenna, as Fortunatus and his acts 
relate.

The weU known plants called by children Lords and Ladies 
Arum maculatum now appear under hedges and on shaded banks 
by the sides of fields.

monks and friars were both botanists and physicians. The deep 
ooloimd Flowers are tbe Lords, and tho pale ones the Ladies. 

The Yellow Rattle now seen in onr hedges mneh fesembles the 
Rkinanthus Crista Galli, but flowers a month sooner ; inexperienced 
persons, as I have observed, have mistaken the one for the other. 

The Apple Tree is now in blossom, and tbe Pear Trees and 
Cherries m full bloom. 

The Creeping Crowfoot is quite scarce yet, only flowering here 
and there in gardens but the Buibous Crowfoot is pretty common 
in some places. 

The Hedge Mustard is also called Jack by the Hedgfe, and is a 
troublesome weed, which liavmg neither beauty nor utility to re- 
eonunend it like some weeds, ought to be eradicated whenever it is 
fimod in a garden.

They took their name from Cistncinm or Citeaux^ a woody 
place five leagues from Dijon^ where the monks of St. Eoberf a new 
reformation at first residea. 

St. Peter the martyr wt\s bom at Verona in 1205. God preserved 
him from the danger which attended his birth of heing; infected with 
heretical seat I rni rits. He was received in the order of St. Dominic 
at the age of hfteen, and addressed himself to St* Dominic to be 
his director, St. Peter was the terror of the new Manchee heretics: 
they conspired his death, aud hired two assassins to murder liim on 
bis return from Come to BfUan. The niffians murdered him by in- 
flicting a wound In the aide with a eatdeaze, on the 6th of April, 
1252, the saint b«aig §attr nz years and some days old. St. Paler 
was canonind Ae year asier his death hy Inaoosiit IV.

The Utde field Geranium called Heib Robert, whose deep pink

The second species here Tncntioned called Softleaved Cranesbitt is 
common in our stubble fields and waste places during the tame 
pmiod ; its flowers are paler, and more approach to Lilac. 

The Dalibarda fragaroides is a garden plant, and blows in April 
and May ; it is of the ranunculaceous tnbe^ and suits almost any 
soil, but does not encrease much. 

The roots of Dahhas slunild now be put into the ground, if the 
weather he tolerably dry, which i& usually the ca^ at this time of 
jfear. 

Annual seeds of various kinds for the flower garden Aoald nrnr 
he sown ; the best time for this purpose bong fiom Bene^Tide

She received the 
hafit of the third order of St. Domiiiic the eighteenth year of her 
age. For three years she never spoke to any one but to God and 
her confessor. Whilst labouring to extend the obedience of Pbpe 
Urban VI., she died at Home on the •29th of April, 1380, being 
thirty three years oki. She was canonised by Pope Fius II. in 1461.

We have seen thorn called llowers 
of St. Catharine, evidently the s iint of today, from the time ni their 
flowering. We have alitady dLscriL)ed theni undei our account of 
* 26th of Apiil, which is called Cowslip Day in our rustic calendars, 
those short but simple annals of the poor, as Curtis called the 
calendars of our antient hnsbandmeD. 

The Toothwort b found wild near the Great Bocka» Tunhiidge 
WeUs, whence it was introduced into gardens in Sussex and else- 
where by the late T« F. Fonter» esq. of Walthamstow* The Piim- 
rose Peerless is one of the names of the Twoflowered Daffodil or 
Narrissiis. This plant blow?; a few days earlier than the Poetic 
A'arcissu^. Wp have found it growing in great abundance in a field 
at Lingheid^ beside the road going to Oodstooe Irom Hartfield in 
Sussex.

■was buried at Ilierapolis in Phrygia. An arm of St. Philip was 
brought from Constantinople to Florence in 1204« whereof we have 
an authentic history in the Bollandist. 

St. James tlie Luss was an apostle and was sumamed the Just, 
author of the celebrated Epistle In the New TesUmenu He was 
martyred in a tumult in the Temple in the year 62. 

May Day has been time immemorial a festive hofiday in the 
country. May Poles, May Faiia, and May Games, are as old as 
any English sports we have on record. Alay Poles may still be 
seen in some of our villages decorated today with garlands for 
young people to dance round.

A.D. 373. 

Obs. St* Athanasius was a oativre of AlexaD(iria» born about the 
ytmr 296. He was the true pillar of the ehareh ; hb life and con- 
dact weie the role of bishops, and hb doctime the rule of the ortho* 
dos fiuth: he was a loadstune to heretics. After ionomeraUe 

combats and as many victories, this glorioos Saint, having governed 
the church of Alexandria forty six years, was called to a life exempt 
from suffering on the 2d of May, m the year 373. He ended his 
life in a holy old age* — ButUr.

Fruit trees of all sorts are now in flower, and the whole face of 
the country is covered with bloBsoms, particolarly the oxchard 
countries. 

The Marigold is in full blow, that is the last year's plants ^ and 
the Pike Geranium begins to open its lake coloured flowers. 

The fiill Chorus of the Grove now adds greatly to the charm of 
the country. Martins and Swallows are becoming numerous, and 
the young leaves give the trees a rich yellowbh green* The wea- 
ther is generally fine, and refrtthed with fine veg&ting showers*

MAY 3. Invention of the Holy Cross, a.d. 326. 

St. Alexander, pope and martyr, 119, 
Holy Cross Day, 

Ohs. St. Helena the mother of Constantine the Gre«t undertook 
a journey into Palestine in 326, out of a desire of visiting the holy 
places there. On her arrival at Jerusalem she was inspired with a 
great desire of finding the identical cross on which Chnst had suf- 
fered. The pious Empress therefore ordered the profane buildings 
to be pulled down, and on digging to a great dtfA they discovered 
tluee croflset ; not knowing whicfa wu the cross of our Savknur* the 
holy Bishop Macariiis» says Butler, suggested to the Empress to 
cause the three crosses to be carried to a lady who was extremely 
ilL The crosses were singly applied to the patient, who perfectly 
recovered by the touch of one, the other two having been tried with- 
out effect. The discovery of the cross must have happened about 
the month of May or early in the spring, St. Helena went in the 
same year to Constantinople, and died on the 18th of August, 326. 
From Butler, See account of Holy Rood Day, September 14.

SU Godardy bishop and coafessor, 1038* 

Oif* SU Monica was bora in 332, in a pious fkmily, and oarly 
iostrncted in the fear of God. As soon as marriageable^ she was 
disposed of to a citizen of Te^te, of whom she had two sons and 
one daughter. Her husband was an idolator, and very passionate : 
he was at length converted through the unshaken patience and good 
example of St. Monica ; he was baptized, and died tlie year follow- 
ing. St. Monica set out for Africa with her sons and other fnen<is, 
but died on the road at Ustia, after nine days* illness, in the titty 
sixth year of her age, and of our Lord 387.

St. Hilary, bishop of Aries, 449. 
St Angelus, martyr, 1225. 
St. Mauront^ abbot, 706. 
St. Avertin, confessor, 1189* 

Obs. Michael (ilnsleri, known afterwards by the name of 
Pius V. was bom at Bosco on tiie 27th of January, 1504. Pope 
Paul IV. dying in 1559, he was succeeded by Pius IV. of the familv 
of Medicis ; after occupying the chair about six yeait, Pius IV. diea 
on the 9th of December, 1565. Michael Ghisleii was chosen for 
Ills successor on tjie 7th of January, 1566, and took the name of 
Pius. After governing the church six years rui l almost fbur months, 
he died of the stone, on the 1st of May, 1572, being sixty eight 
years, three months, and fifteen days old. ^e had suffered from 
January the sharpest pains with the most heroic patience.

The Apple Trees are by this time lu. full bloom, and an orchard 
now presents a beautiful spectacle. The early Cheny Tlraes, Plums, 
and Pears, are beginning to go out of blossom. Bulbous Cfowfoot 
begins to be common. Elms have now expanded their leaves, and 
Ous are io.]p>ung leaf. 

Nightingales are in full song. From the time of Homer to the 
present day the poets have ever considered the Nightingale as a 
melancboly fowl, and the tragic fable of Philomela still conttnueS to 
be associated with this bird. Aeschylus, Sophocles, and Euripides, 
all concur in describing the Nightingale's strains as fraught with 
melancholy. One instance from the latter will suffice: 

On thee, who build'st thy taneful seat 
Protected by the leaty groves, I call, 

O Nightiouale! thy accentg ever sweet,

crown of martyrdom, the instrument whereof was Domitian, the 
last of the twelve Caesars: this detestable tyiLuit caused St. John 
to be iliiown mto a cauldron of boiling oil, but Ood preserved him 
as the three children in the furnace, and be came out more fresh 
and lively than he had entered ; the tyrant contented himself after 
tUs with banishing the apostle into the island of Fatmos, but after 
the death of JOomitian St. John letomed to Ephesus, wheie he 
ended his days*

The Europaerin Globeflower is the Lurkcn Gowans of Burns and 
the Scottisli bards. It is a plant whose time of blowing is much 
chani^fed by suil, situaiiou, and season. We havt; known it in blow 
in the middle of April or sooner, and again it h;i> nut blowu till the 
middle of .May. it is wild la the nor tiiem parts of England and in 
Scotland, ana is much sought after by children for garlands. The 
Iweigii sorts much resemble it in round ranunculaceous flowers, but 
the present species is pale yellow, while the two neat to be described 
are orange. 

The Lilac now comes into blow : there are three varieties^ the 

pink, the pale or lilac colour, and the white. 

We have known the Yellow Poppy Pnpaver Camhricnrus as well 
as the J'ale Poppy Paparer jiudicale flower as ear-y i^i-s today. The 
large Brachteate Oriental l^oppy Papaver braclUeatum also will 
flower at this time in good seasons. 

Awake ! the mormiic; shines, and the fresh field 
Calls us : we lose the prime to mark how spring 
Our tender plants ; 

How Nature paints her colours ; how the liee 
Sits on the bloom, extracting liquid sweet.

Having 
remonstrated four times with the king, and begsed in Hm that he 
would stop the* disordeis of his son, Su Stanttlas exoommanicated 
him, and retired to St. Michael. The king followed him thithcar : 
his guards not daring to massacre the holy bishop, the king dis- 
patdied him with his own hand, on the 8th of May, 1079.

The Great Bracteate Poppy in 
early years blows, and wu have seen the Monkey Tuppy m dower 
on toift day at Hackney.

This burd, now seen sparingly in the southern eeanties of England, 
is common about the 14th of the month everywhere ; it inhabits old 
ruined buildinfrs, towers and steeples, or under the roofs of houses. 
In the middli ot the hot clav* it lies still, but of a niornin '^ and eve- 
nins flies about s(juedUug very loud in search ol it> food, and it 
remains abroad longer m the evening than either the Swallow or 
the Martlet. In a warm summer morning these birds may be seen 
flyino; ronnd in small companies, and all squeaking together ; in the 
evening they oome forth again ; bet there are times in the middle of 
the day when lew or none of theie birds are seen. lu bold and ra*' 
pd fl^t, so eontiasted to that of the Sand Bfaitin» is thus well 
epigrammatized :

and people, gave up his rights, wishins^^ tliat the see might be filled 
by a person capable and willing to defend the faith. St. Grec^ory 
spent the last time of his life in retirement, till his death in 389. 
bome Aspirations of St. Gregory Iv'aziaQzen are mentioned by St* 
Francis of Sales in his " Introduction a la Vie Devote."

The Bugle 4)^g°^ reptans, which we noticed in April, is still in full 
flower. Stocka are now in fall flower. The Wallflowers, Polyan- 
• tbnaesy and Primroaesi begin to decline. Bine Harebells Uyaein- 
thus nan fcriptus everywhere covers the fields, glens, and upland 
alopeay with ita beautiftil blue ; the Bnlboua Crowfoot is moat abun- 
dant in meadows, the other aorta are getting into flower^ and the 
Dandelions are in seed. 

Daisies still flower ahuudantly, and cover whole fields in certain 
places. 

The Dotterell now appears on boij^jy moors and such like places.

The German Flower de Lnce old inhabitant of our uurdeus j about 

London we have often known it in blow by St. Mark*s Day, but today appears 
by a comparison of journals to be the aveiage day ot its flowering iu the coun- 
try ; for some reason or other this plant flowers » fortnight sooner in the warm 
suburb*! of tiie city. It is one of the earliest sprrics ot tliis numerous genus 
the rest for the most part being solstitial planti^, blowin/ in the month of June. 
We remember the f:reat punctuality of this plant to its time for a series of 
years at Walthamstow. Jt ix succeeded by the Florentine Iris, which blows a 
few days later. The name of Iris is given to this ^nuH from the nuanees of 
cehmr cxbibiCed ia the petals, la the antieiit ** Sammer*! Song** we read :

We have known these birds build in the Clover behind 
Hartwell Farm near to Chartncss for years past, and tfio peculiar 
cry of this bird is always heard at this time dunog the lime of iocu- 
bation and rearing of the young.

The Yellow, and the Sulphur Poppy blow abundantly about this 
time, and rontinuf^ through May and June. There is some difficulty 
m iniroducing ilu se plants into all sorts ot soils ; for though the seed 
takes readily in some places, yat in others a vast quantity of seed 
may be sown without a single plant appearing. Rockwoik, old 
ruins, stone bridges, and the bases or tops of walls, in shady places, 
are suitable sitnatioas for these plants ; and bog eaith or omic light 
mould lodging in tiie fissures «f rocks and stones forms a good soil 
for their s^ds* The Yellow Poppy grows abundantly on the north 
side of a house near to Witfayam Chuidi in Susmbe. It is wild in 
Wales.

These well known reddish grey insects begin now to be seen 
about : they are ver^r abundant towards the close of the month, and 
are succeeded early in Tune by the p;reen sort called MaybugSy but 
which properly speaking are the productions of June. 



This day in the *• Ephetneris of Nature** is called Tulipigaudiump. 
the Standard Tulips being in their fullest blow. Vast beds of these 
gaudy flowers are now exhibited in the nei<jhbourhood of London for 
a shilling, and at Hat rlem and other towns of Holland their number 
and variety is even greater tlian in London. Tulips however form 
an essential part of every good ilower garden in the vernal season. 
By the end of this month they are faded, and nearly all gone. We 
have for many years had a lar^ assortment of them at Hartwell in 
Sussex. The best earth for Tulips is a mixture of sand, loam, and a 
small quantity of comminuted dry dung, mixed. They should not be 
too frequently taken out of the ground ; once in four years is often 
enough, and they should then be dug up, separated^ and planted 
again between Michaekaas-anii AUhaliew Tide*'

The large White Star of Bethlehem b ibund wild about 
Blechinglye in Surrey, and odier places in England ; in our eardens 
it is cal&d the Greater Star of Bethlehem : it flowers till fte end 
of June. 

The rich yellow and hanging flowers of the Lnburnum constitute 
one of the cnief ornamentjj of ihr fjarden and shrubbery at this sea- 
son, mixing agreeably with the Lilacs, now in perfection ; they 
continue till Midsummer : about Urban's Ti<le tnf»y begin to be 
accompanied by the Guelder Rose and sotrie otlier solstitial shrubs. 
The Lilac Tree is called Syringa by the hotatiists, but has no connexion 
with the Syringa, which blows later. Cowper mentions both, and 
the lines are so mucff to the purpose that we must quote*them : '

The FitfMiTer Aigemoae is found in Cornfields, and, like the rest 
of the genus, its ^taJs are very fugadons, so that the lowers which 
open in the rooming are often fallen by night. The capsule of *this 
sort is long and rough, and of the shape of an irregular inverted cone. 

We have doubts about the specific distinction of the three Colum • 
bines here mentioned. 'Jlie common one is wild in many parts of 
Sussex. We have seen it flowering in great abundance on Ditch- 
ling Common on the 20th of May. We have also found both the 
blue and the white variety near Chartness, on a bank in a lane. 

The Rhododendron is a beautiful shrub, of which there are seve- 
ral sorts. The purple flowers mix agreeably with the scarlet hlos- 
sons of the Attuea nudiflora, and the ydlow of the Ata(M Pmtiea, 
while growing in company on a smooth and well kept Grassplot. 
The Rhododendron likes a rich mould composed of bog earth and 
loam, and the snperaddition of large loose stones and moss about its 
roots seems to agree with it, which may be accounted for horn its 
natural habitation, which is in the fissiires of rocks In the sootkem 
parts of Europe. 

The Columbine is so called from a fancied resemblance to the bill 

of a Dove, just as the Komaxis likened it to that of an Eagle, and 

called it Aquilegia. 
This it generally a dry time of ftw$ and the gaidew, awl partieQlarly the 

i>Iunttill pot**, require frequent watering. This is best done early in the mom- 
nic or late at niicht. The worst of it i$ that at this time of year we water the. 
weeds along witn the better plants, eo that the h«e aud rake become as neces* 
sary as tlie arrosoir.— A restul meanderin^ alone an abbey garden, and seeing* 
this effect prodaced, exclaimed, ** As these weeds do receive the water where- 
wifh tiie diy earth is moistened, intended only to noarish the plants, and 
thereby cncrease faster than thcv do, and by detrreps choak them ; so when the 
oil of flattery is poured into our thirsty souls with the view onlv to strengthen 
oar vir^if doth It siso water the seed* of vanity which lie baned in the heart, 
and whish smni ffring ap sad la t|nie obscoiiL the fmitsof ssBotlcy.**— i^ltsrMir^

The Lily of the Valley is now ni full flower ; it likes a loose sandy 
soil and a shady situation, is increased by parting the roots in 
autumn, which should be done about once in three years, and must 
be gently watered every evening in dry summer weather. When 
the roots of this plant be conhaed in a pot, ii iuay also be increased 
by its red berry ; but in the woods, where the roots are allowed to 
apveadj it seldom produces the beriy , as Rousseau observes. 

Of the lily of the Valley,— called also Lily Convdijr, and May 
lily, and in some country villages Ladder to Heaven ; in French, 
le Muguet , Lis des Vailie*^ Muguet de Mai, and ^ras ^fou^^uet ; ill 
ItaUan, il Mughetto, Giglio Convatlio, Giglio deile Coiivnlli,^ 
there are three species, the sweetsccnted, the grassleavcd, and the 
spiked. Tlie first is a native of Britain and many other parts of 
Europe. It flowers in May, whence it has been y^pt by some 
folks the May Lily. See Gerard's Herbal. 

The other species of the Lily of the Valley are natives oi Japan.

The Monkshood is one of the commonest of our Wolfibaoes ; its 
long spike of blue flowers is conspicuous in our cottage gardens from 
now till the end of June. The plant is poisonous* and children 
should be cautioned agnin-^t sucking or even playing with its leaves. 
Ovid, in allusion to the murderous hand of the stepmother, observes, 

Lurida terribiiet miteent aeonita novereoM. 

Today is Paeoniflora in the Ephemeris, from the blowing of that 
tribe of plants, which begin now to be common in the gardens, and 
of which there are now ten or twelve species become fvniliar to our 
gardeners. 

The quantity and variety of flowers which blow everywhere at this 
time of year, and the frequent habit among country girls of gather- 
ing nosegays and presenting them to passmg travellers, n*mmds us 
of the following lines :

The Purple Goatsbeard or Star of Jerusalem is introduced now 
into our gardens, and is become common ; it grows wild about Pur- 
fleet and in some of the marshes of (he Medway near Hartfield in 
,Swei« This as well as the Yellow Star of Jemstf em dosing its 
flowers at noon has been called Go to Bed at Noon, and also Fbra's 
Clock. They are as regular as a dock, and are mentioned as such 
in the ft^llowmg verses :

Along the wall ot some neat old Dutch town.

The white field Lychnis was at first esteemed a variety of the Cuckoo 
Flower, but it seems wronely, for it has, besides many characterii>tics. a later 
time of floweiiiit,r, an 1 is only found in cert ain soils; it prefers chalk. After all, 
what is a variety, and what is at^pecies? One woid sij^nifyin*! only an appear- 
amee and the otiior a difference of appearance. The doctrine of distinctive 
species ha* nevrr been clearly inadeont and defuu-d. 

Yellow bachelor's Buttons or double varieties of Hanunculut merit now 
flower in our gardens ; and all the Crowfoots get comuion Ui the fields.

Obtm St. Julia was a noble virgin at Carthage, who when that 
dty wa« sacked by Genseric in 439 was sold for a slave. She per- 
severed in her religion with the most exemplary courage, and died a 
martyr in Corsica for refusing to Join in the idolatfons'sacrifice of a 
bull in the time of the governor Felix. In 763 Desiderius king of 
the Lombards removed her reliqnes to Brescia, where her memory is 
celebrated with great devotion.

The lilac of which we have already spoken is now in iu l uiiest 
bloom, and from Uiis circumstance has been cslled the Flower of St. 

Julia. ^ Syringa, its Latin name, comes from Syrinx the nymph. 
The prevailing colour of its flower gives a name to one of the most 

pleasin«: shades of purple that we possess, a sort of dilated bluebh 
pink, distinguished from the redflish pink of the garden Rose. We 
have mentioned this elegant shrub under the 16t(i of the month, to- 
gether with itscompaQion in the shrubbery the Laburnum. 

The Lilac grows wild and revels in profusion in Persia and some 
otlier eastern couiinies. In the FloriJegium we find: — *'bt, Julia 
when she became a slave was like the Lilac confined to our garden, 
showing forthe the floure of her virtues, and shedding the odoure of 
her sanctity around her ecjually in confinement as at liberty. Like 
that plant, she had the whiteness of purity, which softened into the 
penitential purple, and ended in the sanguine stain of martyrdom. 
But the green leaves of her hopei shaded her flower to the last, and 

it fell to bloom again in the spring of an everlasting summer."

Of 
the Monkey Poppy some mdindnal plants always flower above a 
fortnight later than tlie rest, and the ofiiets from these contmne to 
do the same, being a permanent variety of the plant distinguished 
by flowering amon? the solstitial plants instead of being a vernal 
flower. The "Waif Hawkweed, which blows about the ] 8lh of May, 
is now in full flower. I'he Hough Scandix is eliiefly iound in the 
outskirts of old towns, and is distmgiiished from other umbelliferous 
plants by the lively green colour of its leaves. 

Both species of Goatsbeard are now in full flower. 



This is the birthday of the celebrated Linnaeus, aud for many 
years the Lianaean Society of Loudon have been in the habit of 
meeting at an anniversary dinner. 

Moles do much damage at this time of year, as do Mice in the 
gardens.

of May, 1607, being forty one years, one month, and twenty four 
days did.

Aubanus tf lls us that upon St. Urban's l)av all the vintners and niT^tt is of 
vioevards set a table either in the tnarketsteed or io.some other open aud pab- 
lie place, and coverinirH wfth fine napery, and strawing upon it greene leaves 
and svveete flowers, do place upon the table the imace of tfiat holy bishop, and 
then, if tbe day be cteare and faire, they crown the image with ffient store of 
wine ; bat if the weatber prove rugned and ralnie, they cast filth, mire, and 
puddle water upon it: persuading themselves that, if that day be fnire and 
calme. their grapes, whicli then begin to flouri«h. will prove good that year; 
bnt if It be ttormie and cempestnons, they shall nave a nad vintage. 

If St. Urban's Day be fair, tlie (Jprmaiis count on a jrno'l vinfatre; but, if 
Stormy, the reverse is said to be indicated. Tbe image of this Saint used to 
be set op lo tbe marketplaces, sad erowaed witb flowers lul temmdum tmm,

Obs. The Saxons, English, and Jutes, Pagan Gennant, who in 
this island began in 454 to expel the old Britons, had reiened here 
about one hundred and fifty years when God was pleased to open 
their eyes to the light of the gospel. St. Augustine was deputed by 
St. Gregory the Great to be their apostle. He landed on the east 
side of Kent in 596 : he converted Ethelbert, the powerful King of 
Kent, and many of his subjects. St. Augustine* after many j^ears 
labour, was translated to gloiy ; tbeyear nor time of lus death u not 
aspietsed by any faistoriaoy nor in bis epitaph, which ieemi oom- 
poeed befave the costem . of counting oates. See acooont of St* 
Augustine in Gough's edition of Camden*s Britannia. Wennst 
observe that the St. Augustine celebrated today was not the great 
Sl Au^stine celebrated on the 28th of August, see that day. 

St. PbUip Neri was a natif e of Florence, aod foonded the CoogrMatioa of 
thtOntonrln . Hedtedln I8W. Fnun the holy fstheis of tfili oitfer of 
tbe Oratory be^an that species of sacred masic which we call the Oratorio, 
Like tbe caant introduced by St. Gregory, it became at length the common

Obs, St. Bede is said to have bean m prodigy of leamiDg and 
piety, and is said alao to hav^ sorpasied St. Gregory in eloquence. 
Woidsworth has written a well known Sonnet on St iBede. 

St. John was by birth a Tuscan. He distinguished hiaiself horn 

bis youth in the Roman clerey : he waa archdeacon when, after the 
death of Hoimisdas in 52d» he was chosen pope. Whilst St. John 
was at Ravenna in Italy, Theodoric caused nim to be apprehended, 
and with hb colleagues he was cast into a dark and loathsome dun- 
geon, where he expired on the 27th of May, having sat two years 
and ten months.

By his zeal the re- 
mains of idolatry were extirpated in France in the third eonndl of 
Paris in 557. He had the principal share in drawing up the ca- 
nons.

The Lurid Iris is now common in our gardens, and is one of the 
least ornamental of the sort. 

We have already spoken of the Purple Goatsbeard. TheCopper- 
ooloured or Hybrid Uoatsbeard appears to be a .hybrid or else an 
accidental variety of it, which from time to time appears occasionally 
among the others in our gardens, the florets of the rays are of a 
more reddish or coppercoloured purple, and the inside of the flower 
is yellowish : it flowered in our garden in Sussex in 1824, 1825, ^nd 
1826, but is by no means common.

Kose» the Yellow Austrian Rose* and some others of the earlier 

Roses. 

Oakapples, the nidus of a species of insect infesting particularly 
the Oak, are now found, and wont to be gilded and worn in the hats 
of ultra royal Englishmen. The custom of wearing Oakapples aud 
boughs today is going rapidly out of fashion : it used to be called 
Oakapple Day, This custom is in cummemorciliou ol tiie conceal- 
ment of Charles II. in a certain Oak, after the battle of Worcester. 
To this tree« not far from Boacobel House, the king and his compa- 
nion Colonel Careless resorted, when they thought it no longer sale 
to remain in the house ; climbing up by the henroost ladderi and the 
family giving them victuals on a nnthook. 

** Not far from Boscobel House," says Dr. Stukeley, in his Itine- 
rarium Cuiiosum, fol. Lond. 1724, Iter. iii. p. 57, "just by a horse- 
track passing through the wood, stood the Royal Oak, into whic fi 
the king and his companion Colonel Carlos climbed by means of the 
henroost ladder, when they jii«>g*;il no longer safe to stay in the 
house ; the family reaching ihera viclual:^ with the outhuuk. The 
tree is now enclosed in with a brick wall, the inside whereof is 
. covered with lawrel, of which we may say, as Ovid did of that 
belbie the Augustine palace, * mediamque tuebere ^uereum.* Close 
by its side grows a young thriving plant from one of its acorns. Over 
the door of the enclosure I look this inscription in marble : — * Fell, 
cissimam arborelki quam in asylum potentuismii Regis Caroli IL 
Dens O. M. per quern reges regnant bic crescere voluit, tarn in per- 
petiiara rei tantae memoriaui, quam specimen tlrmae in reges hdei,

She flourished at Rome, and was buried on the way to 
Ardea. She is commemorated in the true Martyrology of Bede* In 
those which bear the name of St. Jerom, she is said to have becsn 
a daughter of St. Peter himself, and it is affirmed that the word 
Petronilla is a feminine diminutive of Peter.

The Yellow Foinpooii Lily or Turkscap regularly flowere with us 
in Sussex ever^ year on this day ; at least it has done so for many 
years past. It is soon succeeded by tiie Orange Lily, which flowers 
next month. 

With the close of May» the Pear, the Plum, the Cherry/ and 
other earlv trees, go quite out of bloom, and late Apples alone re- 
main in blossom. 

Wallflowers are now nearly gone, and the greatest part of the 
early vprnal Flora passes away. The meadows, however, continue 
gilded with Crowfoot till it is cut down in the long Grass* or suc- 
ceeded by Clover toward Midsummer.

All trees are now in leaf, and indeed most of them in full leaf; 
the Oak, being nearly the latest, is sometimes only in young leaf. 

The Yellow Iris or Flag begins to iiower by the sides of ditches 
and pools of water. Our ponds produce it in abundance, audit coo* 
turaes to flower till the ena of July or later. 

Everything now wears a solstitial appearance ; there is no per- 
fectly dark night, but only a long twilight, and the Midsummer 
flowers begm to take the place of the vernal. The flowering of the 
Elder is also a remarkable indication of the approaching solstice, as 
wsO as the Corn Poppies and other solstitial plants beginning to 
oiiiament the fields. The Blue Cornflower in parts of France is 
now in biow» and is celled Blui§ ; it comes into season before the 
Ccchlicoe or Anemone goes ont* and both neet together in the 
Paiisian Bowpots. 

In this month we may expect nearly the whole of that beautifal 
genns Iris to blow.

it is the AnagallU mouM of Linnaeus, and is found in our stahlile 
fields, and in gardens, flowering in June, and continuing all the 
summer. Mr. President J. E. Smith makes the Blue Pimpernel a 
distinct species. We have our doubts of this however.

The Fhyteuma spicatum has long been suspected to be a iiaiive oi 
Sussex, having been found, where it still grows in abundance, be- 
tween Maiesfield and Mayfield, in Suisex, psrticularly near Hadlow 
Down. But we think, uter a oatient examination of the subject, 
that it originated in an accidental escape of this plant from neigh- 
bouring gardens, as it was cultivated in tike oldest gardens in the 
county nearly four hundred years ago.

With Si. lUrnaby Tide nearly all the looses, wild as well as 
cultivated, begin to flower, and continue till the end of tlie solstitial 
season, and some of these last through part of the aestival till 
St, Magdalen, between which time and Lammas Tide the whole of 
this beautiful tribe are decayed, and give place to the late aestival 
plants. As Primroses and violets decorate the banks in sprine^, so 
Roses adorn tbe hedges at Midsummer, and. during June and the 
early part of July constitate one of their principal ornaments. In 
our wardens, too, the Hoses begin now to blow, and florists have 
greauy encreased their number by the cultivatiim of varieties. The 
large pink Cabbage Rose, perhaps the commonest of all, is 
already in blow, as is the Red Rose, the Scotch Rose, the White 
Rose, and in very early years the Moss Rose. J he Musk Rose 
also begins to appear, but, the average days of their flowering being 
somewhat later» they will be found in their proper places. 

The Ro!*e hat always been a flivmiflte flower, though iu companion the 
Pink is chIIpiI t'ianthus or Flos Jovis, as if bv fvcellence. A spurious legend 
of St. Cecilia reUtes that she received a miraculooa crown of Koses. We shall 
gay more ofkbe Rose by and bye, aod shall conelade t«Miay witli the foUowinjc 
beautifnl verses of Tasso :

He 
was elected, bat aajustly deposed by an assembly of Arian prelates 
in 340. His martyrdom took place at Aceusos, a small town on 
the confines of Capadocia and Armenia. After being left six cbys 
withoat food, he was strangled about the year 350.

Nearly all of that beautiful tribe the Irides flower in the solstitial season* 
and liefin bow to eoB« forth daily. Fifty one species are already known to 
our gardeners. A rich moist soil suits the greater part of them. 

Plnche, in La Spectaeie de la Nature, gives the ibilowing conjectural ort;.'iu 
«f the Fleorde Lilt— The upper part of one leaf of the Lily, when fully 
eipanded, and the two contiuuous leaves beheld In profile, have,'* he observes, 
** a faint likeness to the top of the Flower de Luce ; so that the original Flower 
de Luce, which often appears on the erownt and sceptres in the moonmentt of 
the first and second race of klurs, was most probjibly a composition of these 
three leaves. Lewig the Seventh, engaged in the second cru«aUe, distinguished 
hiotelf, as was customary lu those ttines, by a particular blafon, and took thii 
figure for his coat of arms; and. as the common people generally contracted 
the name of Lewis into Luce, it is natural/* says the Abbe, *' to imagine that 
this flower was bv corruption distlngolsheo In process of time by the name of 
Flower de Luce.*' But some antiquaries are of opinion that the original arms 
of the Franks were three toads: which, becoming odious, were ifradually 
chaogad. lo as to liava no podtivt rmemblaace ol' any natnral object* and 
named flenrdeLyi.

The Peony, or more properly Piony, derives its name from Paeon, 

an eminent phy^^if'i^n of antiquity : it is also a mune ^Iven both to 
Apollo and to tscuiapuis. The French call it La i^ivoine, Pioue^ 
in the village dialect, Herbe de Mallet, f lor tie Mallet. Italian, 
Rosa de* Monti. 

The immense crimson flower of the double red Peony is scarcely 
more magnificent than its luxuriant foliage. They may be in- 
creased by parting the roots^ observing to preserve a bud on the 
crown of each ofiset, and not to divide tnem very small : they should 
be planted three inches deep. It is a hardy plant, and will grow in • 
any soil or situation. They should be kept moderately moist.

The Yellow Iris is now in full blow, and is a beautifnl plant formerly la 
much esteem. The poets seem not to have been acquainted with the Persian 
Iris or Floor do Lit do Ste. Geuevlefc irti PerHM, which has so fine a 
pertume. 

Spt^nser, who properly distinguishes the Flower do Loce from a Lily, theuj$h 
acknowledging the connexion between tbem, has the nllowing lines :

Obsm St. Barnabas, though not of the number of th€ twelve 
chosen by Christ, Is nevertheless styled an apostle by the primitive 
lalhers and by St. Luke himself. After a life spent in preaching 

the gospel, St. Barnabns «;Tiffered manv torments, and was stoned to 
death. The remains ot St. j^imabas were tound near the city of 
Salamis, with a copy of the gospel of Matthew in Hebrew laid 
on him. — Butler. 

St. Barnaby's Day wasantiently a great feast among the English 
people. Tiie almost nightless day of the solstitial season, already 
begun, was and is still sung in the ibllowing old popular distich : 

Bamaby bnghi, iiarnaby bright. 

The longest day and the shortest night. 

Tins was literally the lougcst day according to the old style a cen- 
tury and more ago, and now iht^re ist very little diiference in its 
length, being so near to the summer solstice. This day is Solstitiaii$ 
in Uie Ephemeris of Nature. Great bonfires used to be Hgfated this 
evening, as well as on that of St. John the Baptist, Garlands of 
Rom, of Lavender, of Bosemary, and of Woodroof, used also to be 
worn and used to decorate the churches on St. Barnabas' Day, as 
we find by many old entries and church bookSf and they wm often 
paid for by the parish*

We find particular mention made of Woodroof as worn on this 
and on some other festivals. We find cuuies ot money paid for it 
on St. Barnabas as early as the reicrn of Edward IV.

Atperula hath many square stalkes full of joynts, and aft avery knot 
or joynt seven or eieht long narrow leaves, set round about like a 
star or the roweU of a spurre. The fiowres grow at the top of the 
stems, of a white colour and of a very sweet smell, as is the rest of 
the herbe» which, being made up into garlands or bundles, and 
hanging up in houses in the heat of summer, doth very well attem- 
per the aire, coole and make fresh the place, to the delight and com- 
fort of such as are therein.'' — "Woodrooffc is named of divers in 
Latine /Ls/'cra/a odorata, and of most men Asperf^^vln odoruta ; of 
others, Cardialis and Stellaria ; in English, \\ Dodrooffe, Wood- 
rowe,. and Woodrowell. It is reported to be put into wine to make 
a man merry, and to be good for iha heart and liver.'' — Gerard**

The wild Larkspur grows iiaturally in many parts of Europe; it 
varies m colour, I rom tlie Bowers, when blue, a good ink has been 
wade, with the addition of a little alum. 

All the Larictpoit are hardy, aad may be easily raised Aom seed i 
but, as the perenmal kinds de not flower the first year, it m better 
to piocure yoong plaata of them ftom the nursery. The annual 
kinds, by sowing in succespon in September, October, March, and 
April, may be had in blossom from tne beginning of Jme to the end 
of September one seed in a pot of at least ^ht inches. They do 
not well bear transplanting,

The Canterbury Bells are well known purplish blue or pals 
flowers in our gardens ; they were formerly called Our Lady's GtoveSp 
Coventry Bells, and in French, ia Cloche, la Clochette, les Gands 
de Notre Dame. This plant is a native of J*UJQO|po and JapAQ* At 
Paris these plants are called Mariettes. 

Venus' Lookingglass is an annual, aod may be made to flower 
from now to the end of summer. Millar mentions seventy eight 
kinds of Campanula, of wUch it will bo suffi^nt to ipocify only 
iome of the moit desaraUa. Venios* Locikingglass bas a hrilhsnt 
purple flower, but sometimes white. This plant takes its name from 
the glossiness of the seeds. It is also cafied Com GiUiflow^ and 
Com Pink in French, Miroir do Voaui^ but at Paris, la Doucette ; 
in Italian, Speccbio di Venerc. Tt is a native of the south of 
Europe. Plants sown in the autumn will flower in M&y, a month 
earlier than those sown in the spring. The seeds may be sown 
about an inch asunder; the earth should bfikept mpis^ and the piaat 
should remain in the open air. 

The Campanula Pyramidalis hereafter to be noticed is a species 
of Campanula wliieh is trainsd to conDasl irepLusss ia the smnmor, 
and has a very prettv effect whonioiised. It is the PyramidaU dm 
Jardins of the French. The roots send out three or four strong up- 
right stalks, which grow nearly four feet high, and are gannsbsd 
with smooth oblong leaves, and an abundanoe of large blue flowers. 

The names Campanula and Cloches are evidently su^g^ested by 
the bellshaped flowers of this plant, which both in their form and 
manner of distribution remind one of the rows of bells fonoing the 
canlions of some of the Scottish and J^lemish steeples.

Nastnrdiims or the Great Indian Cress begin now to strew its 
brilliant orange flowers among its bright green leaves : it continues 

all midsummer and til! near Lammas Tide to blow plentifiillv and 
scantily all the rest of the summer. Some plants spring up and 
show dowers at Michaelmas. 

Field Mallow as well as Field Bindweed begin to show their 
pQi ple flowers by the highways, hedges, and in ihe tields, and so 
couuuue to the end of the aestival season. 

The White Oichti is found in the k»ng grass under the shade of 
trees in damp places. 

The word Mallow, m Latin Malva or Malicaei is said to oone 
froni a Hebrew \\'ord. The French call it Mauve. 

A species of MaUow was used among the Romans as anesculeat 
vegetable. Horace mentions it as one of his ordinary dishes. A 
tree of the Mallow kind furnishes food to the Egyptians and the 
Chinese. A kind of paste, called by the French name of Pdte de 
Mauve, was prepared from the root, w lnrh is thought to be eiiica« 
cious in allavin^^ the irritation produi ed by violent coughing. 

The MaUow was formerly uiauted, with some other flowers, the 
Asphodel in particular* around the graves of departed fidends. It 
was probably this circninstance which led to the reflections, in the 
epitaph on mn, by Moschns, of which the following is a parody:—* 

Raise, raise the dirge, Musf a of Sicily. 
Alas I when Mnllowsln tlie garden 
Green parsley, or the ciisp luxuriant diii, 
They live afain, and Sourer HDother year; 
But we, how j^reat soever, or strong, or wisf , 
When once we die, f>leep in the seuneiess earth

The word Dianthus sif:^nifies Jove^s Flower; but in English the 
name is generally contined to the Pink, commonly so called; %vhich 
gave occasion to Cowley to make a remark upon the distinction

of flower. The Irides are still in perfection. Roses and Pinks also 
plentiiul* the former often declining, but Carnations are beginning to 
flower, though they are not plentiful till towards St. Swithm's Tide. 

Buttercups and other Crowfoots hf^gin to be lost in the lonc^ ?rass, 
to fade ami to be Inwn down in the meadow. Hay often began to 
be cut about l^ondon at this time. 

Water Lilies are still in perfection, and are a great orn tment to 
ponds. We often see them in the water which surrouuds old castles 
and monasteries. Moore says

The Scarlet Lychnis has also many nimes, as indeed have most 
of the species. It is called Scarlet Ligluning, Flower of Constanti- 
nople, Flower of BristoWy Campion of Constantinople, and Nonesuch. 
The French call it Croix de Jerusalem, Cxmx de Maltha, Flenr de 
Constantinople ; the Italians, Croce di Cavalieri ; the Spaniards, 
Cnices de Jerusalem ; and the Portuguese, Cms de Malta. 

The Wild Lychnis, also called Wild Campion, of which Lychnis 
Dioica, the doubleflowered varieties, both red and white, are known 
in gardens by the name of Bachelor's Buttons , are very ornamental, 
continue long in flower> and blow at the same time with the Meadow 
Lychnis. 

The Scarlet Lychnis is increased by cuttings, by seeds, ;irid by 
parting the roots, and the double sort by cuttings, which, however, 
are very uncertain, and fiequeotly fail. 

The Marvel of Peru, though first brought to ai from that place, is 
also a native of Africa, China, the Eut and West Indies* The 
colours vary from white to red, purple, yellow, red and yellowt purple 
and yellow, purple and white ; sometimes all these colours are seen 
in the same plant, which, being very full of blossom has a handsome 
appearance. It flowers now and through July, August, September, 
and, in mild seasons, till Lutes Tide. In warm weather the flowers 
do not open the eveninpf ; but when the weather is cool, or the 
sun obscured, they wiil open 10 the daytime > its hours of rest beii^ 
exactly the reverse of most plants. 

The i oiked Marvel of Tern is a native of Mexico j it is very 
similar to the former snecies, but the flowers are smaller, and do not 
vary in their colour, wnich is a reddish purple. It is common in the 
islands of the West Indies, where it is called Four 0*Chek Fiewer, 
from the flowers (.pening at that time of the day. 

A pious virgin's Posy of Prayers should be as a Marvel of Peru 
Plant, made up of different colours, and wearing different com 
plexions, according to the several wants of every hour in the day and 
every season of the year*— Fiari^e^iuia.

The 
wheat advances tall, the corn looks green and lively. The spsrtsiian' 
is anxions to save all the Partridge nests, which are exposed by the 
cutting them ont in the grass, and the young birds are often breaght 
up in the farm yard. 

This is the Summer solstice, and it used to be celebrated as a 
rustic festival. The weatliei is now warm, and the long twilight 
instead of mght is a very agreeable circumstance of this season.

Obs. St Paulinus was born at Bourdeaux in 358. He was dis- 
tinguished for his profound learning and eminent piety. In the year 
394 he received holy orders at Baicelona, and hastened to Nola, the 
place of his retirement. About the end of the year 409, he was 
chosen to fill the episcopal chur. In 410, Nola t)eing besieged, be 
was taken prisoner. In the year 431, at the moment St. Paulintis 
gave up his soul to God, all who were in his chamber felt a. sudden 
tremblmg, as by some shock of an earthquake. He was buried in 
the church he had built in honour of St. Felix. He testified to the 
genuine doctrine of the Real Presence in the following lines :— 
In crucejiia cjro, est qua pascor^ de cntce sanguis 
llle Jluit viiam quo bibOf coida laio.

Canterbury Bells, called by various other names already recited, 
are also styled Bells of St. Paulinus, because he is the reputed in- 
ventor of bells, of peals of which the flowers of the Campanulas re- 
mind us. Bells soon after the lime of St. Paulinus certainly became 
to be used in churches and abbess, and clocks, and consequently 
clock bells, came into general use m the monasteries of Europe in 
the eleventh century. See some curious particulars in Perennial 
CaUndar, p. 003* Some antient lines on Bells run thus : —

As wind blowing into re ds suggested flutes, so the sound of 
earthen and metallic vessels might suggest bells. 

Small bells, called in Latin IHntinnabula, are mentioned by very 
early Roman writers, as Ovid, Hbullus, Martial, Statins, MaaKua, 
and the Greek authors. The terms Aeramentum, Crotalum, Signom, 
and Petalum, were given them by Josephus, Suetonius, ubn, 
Strabo,and Polybius. Bat all these seem to allude to small bells. 
We know nothmg of the antiquity of the large bells which hang on 
the gates of the Chinese cities : but in Europe we cannot place the 
date of large bells further back than the second or third age of 
Christianity, Paulinus certainly introduced them into use in the 
cathedrals, churches, and monasteries of Europe about the end of the 
fourth century. They hence received the name of Nolae and of Cam- 
pana. Pope Sabinian appointed the canonical hours to be indicated 
Dy the tolhng of bells. And they be^n from this time to be tued 
in all the churches, abbeys, and religious houses*

He remained in the desert even when he b^an to preach 
penance, lest the purity of his heart dieuld be sullied if he had any - 
commerce with men.— fiut/er.

The Scarlet Lychnis Lychnis Chalcedonica now begins to flower, 
and its brilliant scarlet adorns the gardens till the end of July or 
banning of Aneuat, when the plant sheds its seeds, and the arm of 
it dies in September ; but, bein? a perennial, it grows again each 
succeeding year. This beauti fuJ plant grows wild in Russia, Siberia, 
and other northern parts of Europe, and consequently bears the se- 
verity of winter remarkably well. It forms agreeable clusters in the 
borders at this time of year, alternating with beds of Piuks, Sweet 
Williams, and Orange Lilies. Its hnlliant scarlet is contrasted* 
agreeably lu the deep crimson of the China Rose. The blowiner of 
the Scarlet Lychnis is one of the sure signs of the appi uaclimg suiaiaer 
solstice. This plant has been called Candelabrum liii^eu6 S. Johaonis, 
and tho Lmarna, 

By tins time the Red Com Poppy Papaver Rhaias is become 
numerous, where the Cora fields seem quite scarlet with it : in many 
places too they have been then called the Ked Mantle of Ceres. 
This plant is probably the original Ctreale Papaver of the ancients, 
transferred by Virgil to his description of the large Officinal Poppy. 

Now is the beginning of Hay hnrvn^t for the southern and middle 
parts of the kingdom. This is one of the busiest and most a!:!;reeable 
of rural occupations ; both sexes and all ages are engaged in it. 

Currants now beein to ripen, and in some of the warmer parts of 
the CouLirieut ure now quite ripe : hence they have been called Jo- 
hannisberen, or Berries of St. John. With us in England they are 
banning to be ri^ about ten days henee^whidiconespondi nearly 
to St. John's Day in the old style. 

Cherries and Strawberries of all sorts befin to be common.

To these may be added, the 
Common Alkanet Anckusa officinalis, the Narrow leaved Pepper- 
wort Lepidumruderafe, and the Roman IVettle Vrtica pHulifera, in 
sea wastes ; the Black Saltwort Gluux maritima, on muddy shores; 
the Sea Chinkweed Arenar?a jirploides, and the Common Sea 
Kocket Bunias cakile, on sandy shores; and the Perfoliate Cabbage 
Bras^^ica orientalis, among maritime rocks.

The yonn% j^lants of the Marigold begin now to flow«r abundantly 
against Visitation Tide , when they are common. We have before given 
our opinion of the origin of the name of this flower. We may add that 
some authors consider the derivation of Calendula as uncertain : 
some say it is from the Calends. In English the old name for these 
flowers IS Golds, or Rudds, Golds, or Gouldes, is a name given bv 
the country people to a variety of yellow flowers ; and the name of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary has been added to many plants which were 
anciently, for their beauty, named after Venus, of which the Mary- 
gold is oat ; Costmary, the Virgin Mary's Costus, is another. The 
French name it Send an Jardin, Garden Marygold ; in Provence 
they call it Gauche Fer, Left Hand Iron; perhaps iiom its round 
foim, like a shield which is borne on the left aim, jn otrntradistbction 
to the sword, used in the ri^ht. The Italians call it Calendula 
Ortense, Fiorraocio» a corrapuon of fiore arancio and fiore d'ogni 
mese, or Flower of every Month, which latter name gives counte- 
nance to the derivation of Calendula from the Calends. 

IVrarigolds open ahout nine and close at about three, but wc have 
seen tliem open from sunrise to near sunset. Shakespeare says in < 
Winter's Tale, — 

The Marygold that goes to bed with the sun 
And with him rises weeping. 

The Field Marygold is a native of most parts of Europe ; it 
differs but little from the Garden Marygold, except in being alto- 
gether smaller. 

The (faidtiM Marygold o rows naturally in the vineyanis of France, 
the coiiitields of Italy, and tlie orchards, fields, and gardens of 
Silesid. It was esteemed for its dazzling splendour ioug bttore its 
uses were discovered : it is a common ingredient in soups \ and is 
said, as old Gerard expresses it, greatly to comfort the heart and the 
sniriti.

When a cruel persecution, probably that of IModesian 
in 303, was suddenly raised ia the church, executioners were dis- 
patched with ao order to kill Phocas on the spot wherever they 
should find him. They stopped at his own house without knowing 
it : he received them with his usual hospitality, and, after preparing 
himself, he discovered to them that he was the man whom they were 
in search of ; after recovering from their surprise, they struck off his 
head.

Some 
time before his death he wished to retire to the Monastei v of St Gal, 
but met witli too much opposition. He died amidst the prayers of 
his clergy on the 4th of July, 973, being about fourscore years old, 
having been bishop hfty years. St. Ulrick s Day was formerly cele- 
brated with a festival, see Burnaby Googe.

Obs, St. Peter was born at Ligny, a small town in Lorrain, in 
1369. In bis tender a^e the least sallies ot the passions seemed 
nther prevented than anbdiied. He made a private vow of perpe- 
uuil cnastity before he was seven years of age ; at ten years old he 
was sent to Paris for hia stodies. la 138$ hk brother the Coanl of 
St. Pol obta'med for hiiB a cattMoy in Oer Lad/s al Jhtfku 
Clement VX1«» who in a great stfaUm waa choaen by f raoce for true 
Pope» nominated him Archdeacon of X)iaw« and soon after, in 1384, 
Bishop of Metz. On fasting days commanded by the church he 
took no other sustenance than bread and water. In 1384 Clement 
VIl. created him cardinal, under the title of St. George, and in 
1386 called him to Avignon, to reside there near his person, ^oon 
after his promotion he was seized with a sharp fever m 1387 ; after 
conversing with God in silent prayer, he gave up his innocent soul 
into His mds on the 3d of Julv, being eighteen years old. Though 
he had the administralion of a oiooesei he bad not received priestly

Obu Su Ephrem was consecrated to God from his cradle, like 
another Samuel, bathe was eighteen years old when he was bap- 
tized. Soon ?ifter, he took the religious habit, and put himself under 
the direction of a holy abbot, St. Ephrem was inspired by God to 
leave his own country and go to Kdessa, where he lived highly 
honoured by all ranks of men : he was ordained deacon of that 
church. His writinofs are greatly considered. Humility and pe- 
nance were two virtues which our Saint eminently possessed. Ue 
died in a very advanced age about the year 378.

The Carnation is also called Clove Fink and Clove Gillifiower, a 

name likewise mistakenly bestowed on the common Pinks. The 
cultivation of this plant and the production of its best varieties occu- 
pies much of the attention of the Florist. Nor is much less esteemed 
than the Tulip, the Hyacinth, nnd the Auriculu. Of the Clove 
Pink, called in Italy Uarofano Ortense, the varieties aro endless; 
the largrer kinds are properly called Carnations, in irench Oeillet 
(Il's Fleuriates ; the smaller Clove GilliHowers. Some suppose this 
latter name to have been corrupted ironi July Flower, July being 
its flowering time. Drayton so names it :

Cuitants, Strawberries, Gooseberries, and Raspberries of all va- 
rieties aie now in full perfection, the Scarlet Strawberries alone' 
beginning to decline. The Madock, White Heart, and Black 
Heart Cherries are also in season, and continue till Lammas Tide, 
and later by care and preservation under nets or mats. 

The Flowering Hush which we have mentioned above is very

Obs. This eminent Saint was a native of Nisibis in ]NTesopota- 
mia. He became soon apprised of the dangers of the world, and 
chcse the highest inounuiui lur his abode. He was favoured with 
the gifts of prophecy and miracles in an uocommoD measure. He 
oomrerted many tdolators and wrought several miracles in Persia. 
His personal merit caused him to be promoted to the see of Nisibis, 
but here he still flowed the same course of life he had inured him- 
self to on the mountains. St. James of Nisibis died in the reign of 
CoDStantius^ whose death happened in 361.

Catesby's lily was named in honour of Mr. Catesby^ who first 
found it in South Carolina. It is one of the smallest of the lilies

Tlie Purple iVlartagon and the Scarlet Martagon are also in full 
tiower ; the Orange Lily begrinning to go off, though it lasts longer 
than some, coming earUer into flower, and often lasting in blow till 
the White Lily, that flowers much later, is also ready to decay.

06t« St John Gnalbert was bom at Florence, and although in 
his youth carefully Instructed in the Christian doctrine, he imbibed 
a relish for the vanities and follies of the world.

by divine grace, he went to the monr^stery of St. Minias, and, cast- 
ing himself on the generosity of the holy abbot, begged to be admitted. 
Some time after he built a small monastery, according to the primi. 
tive austere rules of St. Bennet. Pope Alexander II. in 1070 ap- 
proved this new order, and St. John was chosen the first abbot. He 
died happily on iLe 12Lli of July, in 1073, bemg seventy four 
years old.

Eugenius, a citi- 
zen of Carthage, enunent for his zeal^ leanung, piety, and praHeiioe» 
was nominated* After numv peraecvtioini St. Eugeniui was ba* 
niahed into the ontnhabited oetert country ia the province of Tripo- 
lis. He returned to Carthage, and was a lecond time banished 
into Languedoc. He died in his exile in a monastery which he 
built and governed at Vianee, in the year 505, on the 13th of J uly.

It issafer to keep such as are sown in February in 
the house, until the frosts be securely over ; but this precaution wiil 
not be necessary if the season be mild. They should be watered in 
the spring, and when the weather becomes warm they may, when 
there is no rain, be watered every evening. About sunset the 
leaves will droop as if dying, in the same manner as those of the 
Balsam. * - .

He was extremely learned and pious, and 
received the doctor's cap in 1256 ; he was chosen general of his 
order the same year, and also nominated Bishop of York by Pope 
Clement IV. who was succeeded in 1272 by Ciregory X. St. Bona- 
venture accomp inied this Pope to Lyons, wh'^re he conferred with 
the deputies ot the Greeks, who were charmed with his sweetness. 
He was there taken ill, and received extreme unction from the Pope 
bimself.

As tomorrow is the Festival of St. Swithin, when if it rain the old 
&nners and gardeners of our island will eipect rain for forty daysi, 
w^ shall say something on this subject^ m order to satisfy our 
readers that, without any extraordinary share of superstition, thuy 
nay ascribe some truth to this, as well as to many other trite and 
antient sayings, founded on long actual observation of Natun?. There 
are some natural reasons why if showery weather set in at this time it 
will be of longconiinuance. And we have ourselves noticed the fact 
repeatedly, and it was remarkably the case in 1823, that rainy and 
showery weather often ceases about the expiration of forty days from 
the 15th of July. A showery disposition in the air has certain tokens^ 
of which the freauency of the rainbow is one. All showers, how- 
ever favourable tneir position with respect to the sun, do not produce 
equally marked and beautiful BAinbows. The following or similar 
lines on the Brunbow we have often seen quoted, without reference 
to any author.

He was singular for his desire to be ooried in the open churchyard, 
and not in the chancel of the minster, which request was complied with ; but 
the inonkN, on his beinif canonized, tniukiu)? it disgraceful fur the Saint to lie 
in the open chnrtbyard, resolved to remove iiis bo<U into the clioir, which was 
to have been done with solemn procesdon on the 16th of July. It rained, 
however, so violenUy on that day, and for forty days succeedinK, as had hardly 
ever been Icnowo, wnlch made them set aside their design; and, instead, they 
erected a chapei over bl« grave, at which many miracles are said to have been 
wiaoght.

He 
was made Bishop of Beraea in Syria, and in was called to fill 
the vacant see of Antioch. The Arians tried every means to remove 
him : they accused him of Sabeliianism, and hastened to inform the 
Emperor Constantine, who, being prepossessed by the slanders of 
two Arian bishops, ordered Eustathius to repair to Constantinople, 
and thence sent Uim into banishment. He died thirty years belore 
St. Miletius was advanced to the see of Antioch in 360. 

It may be a curious subject of research to the antiquary why Our 
Lady of Mount Csirmi was inserted In the Calendar today. In the 
Missal translated for the use of the British laity we find an office 
today as fc^ows: — ^''O God, who hast honoured the order of the 
Carmelites with the singular title of the Blessed Virgin Mary mo- 
ther of God, mercifully grant that we who soiemoize this her com- 
memoration may by the aid of her prayers arrive at eternal happi- 
ness." The reader will find in the Florilegium various beautiful 
odes and hymns to the Virgin, under this day. The following is one 
from the Cantiquet SpiritueU,

bearing the ill treatment of the servants with- the greatest patience : 
a little before he died he di;^( overed himself by a letter to his pa- 
fents« His body was fouad ia U16 at Rome on the Aventin HilL

The various Mints above described now flower; they are all ot 
them more or less useful potherbs, but the Spear Mint and the 
Bergamot have generally beea preferred ; the Curled Mint, how- 
ever, though less in use, is the most powcrlully odorific, and may be 
used with advantage. Mint of all sorts, Sweet Basil, Sweet Marjo- 
rum» Thyme, Balm, Lovage, Rue, Sage, Chevril, and Tanzy, should 
he kept in^ all good olatory gardens. They may aH be cultivated 
mth very little care, and am|dy repay the cultivation, being both 
agreeabie and wholesome. 

Ground Ivy, Penny Royal, Goosegrass, and many other wild 
herbs which grow under our hedges, formed once the chief medi- 
cines of i^urope. Most of them are salubrious, and their power over 
eruptive complaints is well known. Mumberless are the cures still 
made of constitutional diseases by means of these simple medicines 
by country female practitioners, who have received the traditional 
knowledge, of their virtues from the monks and friars of antieul

subdeacon and deacon, and of priesthood in 1600. St. Vincent was 
tried by severe crosses, but by his resi'^nition he en oycd a sweet 
lepose in liis own heart under all accidents. St. Vincent founded 
several coiifi eternities. He procured and directed the foiindatioa of 
* several great liuspitals as in Paris, tiiat of foundlings, or those chil- 
dren who for want of such provision are exposed to the utmost dis* 
tress, or to the batbarity of unnatural parents. He was also a most 
zealous preacher of the gospel. Having received the last sacraments 
he calmly expired on his chair on the 27th of September, 1660, being 
fourscore and five years old«

St. Joseph was one of the seventy two disciples of our 
Lord, and Was put in competition with St. Matthias to succeed the 

traitor Judas. 

St. Margaret was bora at Antioch, and was the daughter of a 
Paean priol. She is one of the tutelar saints of Cremoaa, and 
Vida wrote two hymns to her. Olibius, presidentof the East nnder 
the Romans> wished to marry her; hot, finding that Margaret was a 
Christian, he postponed his intended nuptials nntil he could prevail 
on her to renounce her religion. St. Margaret, however, was in^ 
flesible, and was first tortured, and then befaueaded, in the last gene- 
ral persecution at Antioch in Pi^Idia. 

St. Margaret's Day used to be celebrated with much festivity and 
several very curious rites. From the Star Newspaper of June 12, 
1820, we insert the following sonnet to this saint, written on viewing 
Raphael s picture of her : 

To Margaret, 
Hail, Saint 1 whoM form the pencil sretpourtnys.

After six years spent in holy wedlock with Pimeiuola, 
they parted by mutual consent, and made a mutual vow of perpetual 
continence. Lupus lived a year in the famous Abbey of Leiias. 
Upon the death of St. Ursus in 426, he was chosen Bishop of Troyes. 
His resistance was to no purpose. Troyes being threatened by 
Attila, who called himself the scourge of God, Lupus went to meet 
him at the head of his clergy, and asked him who he was ? "I am, 
said Attila, the scourge of God." "Let us respect whatever 
comes from God, replied the bishop ; but if you are the scourge 
with which heaven chastises us, remember you are to do nothing 
but what that Almighty hand, which governs and moves yon, per- 
mits." Attila, stmck with these words, spared the city. St Inpos 
governed his chnrch fifty two years, and died in 479.

Th>fy will t>ear the open air; and, 
UDtess in verv dry weather, will not need watering. These directions will sen^e 
for nearly all the liinds, of which there are many. There are however two 
exceptions, the darkflowered aud the waveleaved species, which require a 
itove.

The Cardinal Flower b a very handsome plant, the scarlet species, 
in particular; the blue however is not wanting in beauty. These 
plants do not flower the first year ; yet, as the offsets produced from 
the roots do not flower so strongly as seedling plant!^, it b better to 
sow them : this should be done in the autumn. They may at first 
be sown several toi^ether ; the pots in which thry are sown '^honld 
stand abroad in mild weather, but under cover in frost or heavy ram. 
In spring the plants will appear ^ they may then remain abroad alto- 
gether, and must be kept always ratlier moisi, \\ hen big enough 
to remove, they may be replanied separately into small puts, or, if 
prelerred, may be so sown at first. They should be placed where 
they may have the morning sun, and there remain till autumn ; they 
must then be taken into the house, and be placed near to an open 
window in mild weather. If in the course of the summer the roots, 
should fill the pK)ts, the plants must be removed into larger ones. 
The following spring they must be potted in fresh earth, and again 
placed abroad. They will flower w A|igust, and, if not eiqposeu to 
the midday sun, will continue long in beauty. The roots will last 
two or three years. They are likewise increased by their offsets, 
and by cuttings of the stalks, like rockets^ but there is no other way 
so good as howini^ them.

It seems that the word Matricaria is derived of mater^ 
mother, and c/ira, beloved, and was so called, as some will allow^ 
because of the name of St Anne's Flower, the Bles?ed Virgin beino- 
intinitely dear to her mother. Others derive it from much older 
authority, in the times of the antient Romans ^ it is evidently, how- 
ever, compounded of main and cava.

persona admire them; others despise them as clumsy weeds. 
Linnaeus informs lis that in Smoland Houseleekis a preservative to 
the roofs of houses. The Common Houseleek may easily be made 
to cover the roof of a building, whether tilOy thafchy or wood, by 
Sticking the oiisets upon it with a little earth. 

The species vary in the colour of their flowers and time of flower- 
ing, but they are most commonly red or yellow, appearing from 
June to August. The juic» erf the Houseleek, either alone or mixed 
widi cream, affisnls immedftite relief in bnms and other external in- 
flammations, and is considered an excellent remedy for the heat 
and roughness of the skin sometimes attendant upon the changes of 
thes^^bions*

SttBuner fithioff hma§ now in perfeetkm, we mav bfiefly e&iime- 
rate the lom of fiebei now commonly in season* The Tiovt Saimo 
Jario is now abundantly caught in shallow gravelly streams, or those 
which have a nigged rocky bed : this fish may be seen playing in 
the clearest water among the stones and rocks. . The Pearch Perca 
jiuviatilis must be sout^ht for in somnwhat deeper places, and is 
sometimes caught in floalhshing with globules of paste made of new 
bread and sugar. The same bail will catch the Roach Ciipnnus 
ruiiluSf distinguishable by his red giils, if we fish rather below raid- 
water, and is frequently found in abundance in the deep holes of 
some streams which are not very clear: we have caucrht Roach in 
abundance m the stieamt of the Medway near Withyam in this 
month. In similar sitaations may be faimd the Dace Cifprinus 
Untiseut, known by its more silvery wluteness, but it is more shy of 
biting. The Chub Cyprintis Jeset is found in deep holes in rivers, 
and will take a large bait of paste. That beautiful fish the Bleak 
is also caught now in the streams, and, like tiie lloach, plays abnut 
below iiiidvvattT at the posts of bridges and in the sides oi the stream 
aear the reeds, occasionally nsin^ playfuU^^ to the surface : a 
southerly wind and sprinkling of ram greatly increases the disposi- 
tion in the above fiah to iHte. -We may enmneiate lastly the 
Gudgeon Cyprtniw Gehto ; else the Hiller'aThnmb end StidtMack.

The weather at this time of year is often particularly subject to 
thunderstorms. In 1822 they were particularly violent all the way 
from Switzerland to the north of England, in France, Holland, and 
Germany ; and on this day in that year one of the most destructive 
tempei>t:s fell at Lausanne that was ever remembered. 

The Neptuna^ia were celebrated today in antient Rome, 'and it 
seems probable that Horace alludes to this day ia the foUowing 
Ode, Carm. lib. u. Ud. 29 : —

X Flies aboat thb time of year begin to eacrease ia Bamber,aad to 

become very troublesome in our houses, where they often swarm« 

They continue all the month of August and early pnrt of September, 
diirin;^; which periods they are particularly annoyiuL; before rain. 
There are several sorts of Flies which inhabit our gaiJt n^., and who 
do not make their appearance in the house, tliat comu iurth and pre- 
vail at different periods di ring the ae&lival season. The economy 
of these insects is but littie known.

06f. St.I^atiiis was born in 1491. Ho was gonerons evea 
towards enemioif but addicted to gallantry and full of the maxims 
of worldly honour and pleasures. At length, convinced of the vanity 
of bis pursuits, he prostrated himself befo. e an image of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, and under her patronage consecrated himself to the 
service of his Kedeemer. He left his home, and repaired to JNIont- 
serrat, where, after makinc^ a general coniession to an experienced 
monk, he made a vow of perpetual chastity. St. Ignatius was the 
founder of the Soctetr of Jesus. Pope Paul XL approved of it un- 
der that title by a hall dated the 27th of September, 1540, In 1546 
the Jesuits first opened their schools in Europe* Ignatius often met 
with violent penecution, but overcame them by meekness and pik 
tience. He gave up his happy soul into the hands of his Creator on 
the last day of July, in the year 1566, the sixty fifth of his age. 

The history of the Society of Jesus, and of the numberless men 
eminent for learning, piety, and active benevolence, who have be- 
longed to that order, could not he abridged so as to aiford the reader 
of this little work even the knowledge of their names. Suffice it to 
say that there never existed on the face of the earth a larger body of 
persons of any order whatever who have exhibited such actintj and 
seal in the causa ef the Chiistian re 1 i g i an« They are a living exam- 
ple of practical Christianity as wiM as of prodigious learning. Our 
Dest works have been edited by them, the most important discove- 
ries in foreign parts of the world made by them, ana civilization has 
been wider extende 1 by them than bv any other body of men. It is 
to be lamented that interference in poiitics has, thou:;h without 
justice, been charged on some of their zealous members: taking 
them and their works as a whole, they are a wonderful exam- 
ple of the religion, virtue, patience, humility, perseverance, and 
perpetual benevolence of which human aatofe, frail and cofrupt as 
it u, may be made capable by the excellent discipline and rates of 
thdr ordier.

This de» 
lirerance is a fHPOof how God restrains the wicked when he pleases, 
and how he always watches over his faithful servants. 

Wn extract the following account from Brande's Popular 
Antiquities: 

On Lammai Day, or the Gnle of August, — Dr. Pettingal, in the 
2d volume of the Aichaeologia, p, 07, derives " Gule" from the 
Celtic or British **Wyl," or " Gwyl," signifying a festival or holi- 
day, and explains " Gule of August" to mean no more than the 
holiday of St. Peter ad Vincula in Augu:»t, when the people of Eng- 
land paid th«r Feter pence. 

This is confirmed by Blount, who telb us that Lammas Day, the 
1st of August, otherwise called the Gule dr Yule of August, may 
be a corruption of the British words ** Gwyl Awst," signifying the 
Feast of August. He adds, indeed, " or it may come from Vin- 
ctda, chains^ that day being called in Latin Festum Saneti Petri ad 
Yinculam*

Many are the varieties of the Hollyhock, those tall ornaments of 
our gardens, in the latter part of the summer and early autumn. 
This plant is sometimes called the Garden Mallow ; in French, Rose 
d'outre Mer, sometimes cornipied into la Rose Trenlere or la Hose 
Treiniere, le Mauve Rose, la Tasse Rose; Italiau, Alcea Rosea, 
Rosa Cinese. The Double Chinese Hollyhock is a very handsome 
pjant, and coatmues in beauty during July, August, and Septenb^, 
Tha seeds may be sown early in April, half an inch deep. Wbaa 
the plaats have put out six or eight leaves, they sfaonld be tiatts- 
planted ; and, if put in pots, they will require them pretty laigSi at 
least a foot in diameter. Until they are well rooted, they must be 
watered daily ; afterwards, three times a vveek will suffice. They 
should be housed in winter, admitting fresh air in mild weather ; 
and while in the house should have only water enough to keep the 
earth from parching. They will last two or three years. These 
plants ought to be supported with stakes, to prevent the wind from 
making the stems. Hollyhocks may also be raised from cuttings of 
tiie young stalks^ taken in summer^ about six inches ia length ; they 
should be inserted half their depth, and if a glass be placed over 
them it will facilitate th^ rooting ; plants so rused will flower early 
in the followdng summer. The Hollyhock is used in some parts of 
France as we use Hawthorn and Privet, to divide gardens and vine- 
yards. 1 he flowers are said to furnish a large portion of hoaey« 
juice to Bees :

Black Friars in London is so called from being the quarter of the city appro- 
priated to these Dominicans; White Friars belon^'ed to the Franciscans ; Aus* 
tin Friars to the hermits of St. Augustin; and Cnitchcd Friars to the Carme> 
lite«. The Grey Friars were the reiormcd or barefooted Carmelites : but there 
were others which had the name of Grey and of White Friars and Monies ; and 
it is not always easy to distiniinigh tfie orders by the nicl<namc» antiently 
attached to the m. The metnoraole institution of the Inquifition originated 
hi th« time of the foandation of the Dominicans, but the abuses of that 
institution have been falsely ascribed to the holy and benevolent St. Dominic : 
they were in fact the off^^pring of a misconducted govenuneatt aad b4d no- 
thing todowhhttle original desii^n of the Inqjolsitiou.

The Purple Hud!)f(;kta iinist be distinguished from a new spe- 
cies closely resembling it, but w.tli a longer stalk and paler flowers: the 
Whorled Coreopsis is a tall plant with yellow starllke flowers ; the Purple 
Rudbeclcia is a tall plant with <lfcp crimson flowers, and is almost the only 
common syn^enecious plant wiih flowers of titat colour that now blows. 

Thistles or every sort are common now, and flome even begin to show their 
seeds, which however are usually uuproliflc. 

Id addition to the flower recorded today in the Floral Directory, we find, ''The 
Novices of St. i>ominic, like those little blue flov^ers called his Bells wlfich 
■bake in the wind, do tremble when blown on by the flattering breath which 
assails them from every pcint of the cutnimss, but yet do hold fast like them 
when once they have taken root in the walls ot a convent." This plant is V( ry 
teinacious of its situation, and we often see them quiverins in the wind while 
crowlnf^ from the lotty walls and turrets of old monastic boildlngs and eastiet 
U ru i n s . 

The nest of the Harrest Monse Mtu messoriut may now be tboud attached 
ahoat midway to the straws of some vegetables in oar corn fields; they are 

very fou l of fixing it to those of Beans or Peas, wit?) which it sways bark- 
wards and forwards when they are agitated by the wind ; it is the only Knirlish 
Mouse that elevates Its nest above the groano : they are sometimes firand In 
the shape of a Pear, with a long neck, at other"? round, the size of an Orange. 

TravellioK through the sandy plains of Alsace, early in August lb22, we 
•beerved mfllions of Field Mloe crossing the rstd, and apparently running to 
•■d fro into their nests by the roadside. I n tlie same place we also saw many 
Storks flyias about, and we saw Uioiu again in Uoliaad.

Strawbeniea 
also^ with the exception of the Alpine and WockI Strawberries, are 
gone; and Gooseberries are nearly over. The loss of solstitial 
fruits however amply repaired by the presence of the aestival; in 
now, as Mr. Bidlake the poet observes,

Tliere are three sorts of fallin^r gtars ; the most common kind prevail In 
firoaty winter nights, and in summer also, when there are dry easterly winds 
with a clear sky. They have very much of the appearance of the real stars, 
and have probably from this circumstance derived their vulifar name. The 
second kind are more brilliant, and generally appear in warm summer even- 
ings, particularly when electric clouda abound j some of them are very beau- 
tlfbl, and give much light. The thhd tort are ttrlklBily different from the 
two above mentioned, be ins; generally small and of a oeautiful bluishwhite* 
ooioar, but their peculiar cbaracterialic is that of leaving long white trains 
behind them, whieh remain Tisible for some eeeondt In the tract In which the 
meteors have gone. This kind of meteors abonuded in the night of the 10th 
of August, 1811, after a showery day. We have thought that their tails were 
the retnit rather of some gas set on fire by the meteor In its passage, than of 
any of the luminous substance of the meteor left behind, when any kind of 
faUing stars appear, some feature of VVanecloud, however tmalL may generally 
be ieen about % bat thit does uot appear to be always the case In wiiiter.<-iere 
FMerH jitmotpktricPkenmeiuh <id edit. p. 116.

In fine dry summers the rity is often striidngly beautiful at this 
time, particularly with light easterly bfiesos. The douds then 
exhibit every conceivable variety of whimsical figures, and are richly 
coloured with the most natural tints by the setting sun. By moon- 
light, too, the appearance of the summer clouds at this time of year 
is excessively eleg^ant. Beds of mottled or fleecy sunderclouds 
floating gently aUmg in different altitudes must nave attracted 
almost every body's notice. The beautiful appearance of these

Sometimes that heantiM species 
Salvia coccineay whose flower is bright scarlet^isatthis time in blow, 
and if the weather should beeome cool in next month it will require 
the shelter of the greenhouse. 

The seeds of Sweet Williams, Lychnis, and others, should now 

be gathered. Lunary LitnaHa annua recorded as flowering in 

April may still be found in seed, and its round flat pods rcsciubling 

the forms of spectacles has given it evidenUy the uanies of Moonwort 

in English, and H«r6« aux Luiutte$ in French. Its Latin name, 

too,^ impUes iti^ resemblance to the form of the moon, and from the 

same circumstance the French name for spectacles is derived. The 

seedpods have also caused it to be called Pendyflower, Money* 

flo^ver, Satinflower, Silverflower, Silverbloom, and other similar 

names in English, Dutch, and German. Its branches are dried 

and stuck up in winter's bowpots among Xeranthema. Chaucer

The sweetscented species is not, however, agreeable to 
every one, since its scent is of Musk, which many persons dislike* 
It is a native of Mexico, and flowers from Jane to Sept^ber. The

At AtMimptioa Tide, as it used to be oalied, is now at band, wa nav say

No deliriam af Joy, oo Mtteroest of sorrow, ever 
left a deeper Impress than this fbneral plctwe MS stamped on bim who bss 
once been present.

It is a traditionary pious belief 
that the body ot the Blessed Virgin was raised soon after her death, 
and assumed to glory by a singular privilege, befinre ftkt opnefal fe- 
surrection of the dead; This is mentioned by the leamd Andrew 
of Crete and St. Gregory of Touts ; it is an opinion perfectly con- 
formable to tbe sentiments of piety and respect which we owe to 
the glorious mother of God. — Lives of the Saints. 

The fij^ures of the Blessed Virgin's Assumption emblematically 
represent her sometimes as having a glory of twelve stars round her 
head, and the moon beneath her feet ; at others 3he is represented 
as a beautiful virgin, treading on the head of the serpent recoiled 
round the globe of the world. 

« Under wis daj In Butler's lives will be found a loiuf discourse 
on the Assumption, and on<|he life and Inteieession or the Virgin 
Mary. The (^deb^ted j^rayer to her made by St. Bernard is too 
well known to need repetition here. •

' The White or WOd Virgin's Bower, called also Traveller^ Joy, is 
still in full flower, and we find it recorded in the Ephemeris before 
quoted as the Assumption Flower. 

Antiquaries have not settled why the Virgin is sometimes drawn 
- with the crescent on her head : 

And I will tread the virtiioas peacpfu! paths 
Of her who trod the subtile serpent's head. 
And wears the silverie cresant on her owa. ^ Anthoi. 

Besides the celebrated Ave Maris Stella, several antient hymns 
were recited formerly on this day in the churches. We subjoin the 
following for the amusement of the poetic reader :

He received 
the habit of the Domiaicans by St. Doimmc, in the convent of 
St.Sabuia, in March 1218. St. iiyacintli was the founder of the 
order of the Holy Trinity , his life was employed in pieaciimg the 
^spel and the conversion of infidels, and signalised by lereral* 
miradci. He was Ibiewaned by God on the 14th of August that 
he should leave this world ; the next day accordingly, after leceiving 
the sacrament, he expiredi being seventy two ^ears old. 

St, Roche, or Rock as he is called m the Golden Legend, was 
celebrated for his intercession ft r the sick, whom he was said to 
make exactly as sound as hiiiiself« and hence the phnue^ Sound as 
a Rock or as St. Koche." 

St. Roclie & Day was once celebrated as a general Harvest 
Home JDay.

Cattle are severely exposed to 
its att icks, though llie Dr.igoii Fly LihrUida, th»* beautiful insect that ire- 
qneots the shaded ponds, bears the blame of the otber*« mischief, niider tha 
name of Horaettinger, but is pfrtei tly bannleis.

The Winter Cherries are rather tender outdoor plants. Tlfe 
flower is very ordloaiy, bat their large berries, particularly the 
orange berries of the common sort, are a great ornament to our 
gardens, and the sides of walls and houses later in the autumn. 

Mushrooms begin now to spring up, particularly if we have had a 
little rain* The several sorts of Fungi mentioned today are among 
the earliest, but other sorts will sometimes arise, and we have seen 
the beautiAil red as well as the brown varieties of the Agatitu* mus- 
carius springing up today. 1 he Mushroom is romraonly eaten in 
England, but we notieed n' Yntwerp the Kntable Boletus also in 
the market. Pi opli /ijonld be very caretul i ot tn eat Funei and 
Mr.shnKims ot .uj\ suit unless they know the speues well: whole 
fanulie& have bceu poisoned by eating of this tribi^ of vegetable pro- 
ductions. 

In our gardens Orange Trees and Jjemons are brought out in 
.pots or planted out. The poets telt us in their notes, that from 
Orange Trees the Bees cull a delicious honey :

Constantine, 
flaetiiating what deity to invoke before bis battle with Maxentlns, was In- 
spired to address hmiself to the true God: he nained the victory, and from 
tbat moment protected the Christiaus with all his power. He caused his mo* 
ther to be proclaimed empress in hl's armies. It was St. Helen that discovered 
the Cross on whicli our Saviour died. She was kind and affable to all ranks, 
especially to rclit^ious person*. She built a convent for holy virgins at Jeru- 
salem. After giving her son most excellent instructions, she expired in the 
flMoth of Avgait ot, aecoidiog to somef M.

to those aerial corrnscations in our atmosphere called Meteors and Falling 
Stars. It was on St. Helen's Dav in USii that the great and memorable me- 
teor happened which was seen all over Europe, and an account of which will 
be found in the periodical publications o( that year. The antient meteorolo- 
^sts seen) to tiave paid more attention to meteors than we do nowadays, and 
tRcylUive i>een acetrately dofpilbed by their poets» whoveiyJostly coMlnered 
thnn J*, bcin^ often prognostics of wind. See our account of St. La^vrence's 
Day, Aug. 10. Pliny obsenres, '*^t mlUare plurea »ieliae videbuntur^ gtto

That beamiful little blue Buttertly PapUio^rgu^ i« then all life and actidty. 
flitting about the flowers in the grass viith remarkable Tifaelty: there seems 
to be a constant rivalship and contention between this beauty and the not less 
elegant little beau Pavilio phlacus. Freqnenting the same station, attached 
to the same head of Clover or of Harebell, whenever they approach mutual 
animosity seems to possess them: and, darting on each other with rapidity, 
they bnflfetand contend until one k driven from the field, when the conqueror 
vmuTBS to his post ) and this contention is renewed as long as the brilUabejof 
tiie son animates their courage. We again see the Bat in thecalm mnlngt:

Numerous species of Centaury or Sultan may still be found in 
blow ; they are for the most part aestival plants. 

As the aammer begins to decline, every th'iQff now begins to wear an autam- 
nal appearance: the earlier fall of daylight is psrticnlarly perceived in the 
eveninff, the heat of sammer is usually diminished, or in wet seasons the 
aestival rains are gradually subsidinir. Elms, Limes, and some other early 
trees, begin to cast a few yellow leaves ; and those of the Weeping Willow 4re 
scattered daily on the smooth surface of the pond which it may overhang. 
The early summer fruits are gone, or for the most part so; and quantities of 
Damsons and the later Plums succeed them^ This is perhaps the very best 
time of vear for the aestival fruits, as Meltinz Peaches, Nectarines, Apricots, 
and all the Plums, are in perfection. In the southern parts of Europe Walnuts 
are ripe, though hardly so in Britain. We ate them long before this time on 
the upper parts of the Kbine in I82i. We shall close today with the following 
verses On Infantine RecoiiectioM^ which retaroing autooB and the circle of 
seasons is lo calculated to excite :

The Asters, however, are the latest to flower» and are 
traty autumnal plants, heing in the greatest perfection about Michaelmas, 
beginning to fade at Martinmas, and bcinir quite out of flovTer by the feast of 
Allhailows. Dahlias are still in perfection, and soiiietiuies, owing to bad 
management, an but Just In flower at this time. Tbey fairy in colour mhnott 
adit^fiMtum.

The word star, in such common use among our ancestors as an em- 
blematical representation of brilliant virtues, or any other popuJai 
object of admiration, ib used also for the saints themselves, and even 
for our Lady, whose name Mary signifies Star of the Sea, which she 
is emblematically often called* The following imitation of an 
antient hymn may be cited as an eiample of this mode of expressive 
language :

The leaves of the Honeywort or Hooeyilower are almost of a 
pale bhie colour, and lasts a long time in flower. 

The Heliotrope or Turnsole, called in Italian Ordogb dec Corte- 
giani, is still in flower ; to this plant the French gardeners have 

given the name of Madame de Maintenon ; it must be sheltered 
from frost in winter, but should have plenty of fresh air in mild 
weather. Cuttings from plants of this sort, planted in summer, 
placed in the shade, and regularly watered, will take root in five or 
six weeks in the open air. 

The Trailing Hehotrope, from the Cape of Good Hope, and tiie 
£uropean, are hardy annual plants, which may be sown in Septem- 
ber or October, kept in the open air, watered as the othen, and inll 
flower in July and August. 

The Heliotrope is said in antlent mythology to owe its existence 
to the death of Clytie, who pined away 'in hopeless love of ApoUo, 
the personification of the Sun : 

She with distraded passton pines away, 
Detestetti company j all night, all day, 
Disrobed, with bermflled bafr onboand. 

And wet vritli liumoDr, sits upon the ground; 

Fornine loni; davsall sustetiiiiice forbears }

He returned to 
Aries, and was received witli great acclamations: he died at Aries, 
in the presence of several huly bishops and priests, on the eve of the 
feast of St. Austin, in 542. 

We must distinguish St. Hugh from the bishop of linooln who 
assisted personally at the building of Uie cathedral of that city, and 
carried both stonf^s and mortar up the scaffold to the workmen, inch 
was his seal and activity.

Obt. St. Augustine in bis youth fell like the prodigal son into the most 
frifbtfal galph of vice. His conversion happeMo In the yesrB88^ the thirty 
second of his age t he was baptized bv St. Ambrose on Easter eve in 387 j he 
was ordained priest aboat the year 390, and consecrated bishop iu iSifff. The 
two worlES that do most hODODr to St. Augustine's name are m confessions 
and retractations. He was not only the oracle of his own tlmeSi but of the 
principal amooK all tl>e Latin fathers that came after him. He calmly re* 
s^ned his spirit into the hands of God on the 28th of August, 430, being se- 
venty six years old, and havintc spent almost forty of them la the labontt of 
die ministry.— Lives qf iAe Sainit* 

SU Augustine beeame firander of one of the oldest orders of moolis. The 
©Mions Rr^lar, as well ns the Aagustinlan Hermits, both took their origin 
from his Rulfs, which, ii tbeybe not quite so trood as those of St. Benedictt 
at least come next to them. Tbe firtlowincf are' the principal orders of monks 
and friars who, after the numerous societies which followed the example of 
St. Paulf St. Anthony, and M. Ba^il, at length uOtained regular establish- 
■MDts in Borope. 

In the reign of Constautine, Pacchomius fir?t composed a written rule for 
tbe nionlcK. He lived in community with about 1400 of his brotherhood in an 
^ island of the Nile in Egypt. The monks of this period wers Arst dlvMed into 
C7amo6t7e«, or those who dwelt in communitv ; and the severer sort, called 
/inchoritett who had separate cells, and dwelt lu solitude. There were also 
hermits. 

In ?M1 St. Athanasius brought monks to Rome» and moDUtoiief mod he- 
came common iu all Itstly. 

In 52d the Order of Benedictines was founded bv St. Benedict on Monnt 
Cassino, between Rome and Naples, an order which in its various reformations 
and chaugeii has since become so eniitient throughout £orope. In lOii^, for 
example, the Cistercians were founded in the desert of Citcaux near DUou by 
St. Robert. Some of the Hernardine Cistercians were called Wfiite Monks. 
Tiie Older of l^aTrappe is the severest reformation of the Cistercians. 

In 1140 the Order of Canons ot St. Augustine was termed. They were re* 
formed in the twelfth century by Hope Nichohis II., and afterwards a division, 
loUowing the rules of the bishop of Chartres, was separated from them, called 
Oaoom regoltr of St. Aogustine, while the former were dlsttngnisbed as Seeii- 
lar Canons. 

In tbe twelfth century Convent!^ of Nuns were hrst established. 
In 1084 the Order of Carthusians was founded by St. Bruno. 

About lliO.5 the .Mendicant Ordeis or Friars were established, and they were 
ratified by Pope Innocent lil. These AMendicaut Friars were soon divided 

1st. The Franciscans, or followers of St. Francis, afterwards divided again 
IntOi 1st. theConveutuaiS} 2d. the Cai>nchins; and the Recollects, who were 
sometimes ealled Grey Friars. 

2d. The Dominicans, tounded by St. Dominic, called Black Friars. 

3d. The Carmelites, whom .St. Albert converted from itie Elian hermits on 
Monnt Carmel. and who obtained tbe name of White Friars. They were re- 
formed bv St. Theresa, and the leformed orders were called barefooted Carnie- 
iites* or Orey Friars. Certain Carmelites obtained the name of Crutcbed Friars. 

4tli The Hermits of St. Augustine, or Austin Friars. 

It may be obsserved, tl»at the four principal quaiters of wreat cities, as London 
for example, were frequently deuuuiiuat^d after the four orders «<f Mendicants. 

In 15M St. Ignatius of Loyola founded the Jesaits» an order for activity, 
piety, and general otillty, unrivalled by any other.

Gnats, too^ 
are very troublesome in some places, particularly in situatbns near to 
water.

She happily passed to 
eternal bliss on the 24th of August, 1617, being thirty one years 
old. Her festival i& appointed to be kept on the 30tb. St. Rose 
when young is said to hate had a little garden, whidi she filled 
nith crosses and pious images ; thinking that as aU life was a garden 
of crosses, which we had to bear in snccession, so we eonld not be 
leminded thereof by the exhibition of too many emblems of the same 
in pleasnre gardens of our infantine years. The life of St. Rose 
has been written in Latin, illnstrated with many plates, represent- 
ing her principal actions.

It has al>o been callei 
the Rose of Lima in the Floral Directory, but it is a native, we believe, of the 
Cape of Good Hope., ft may however M to thIs'LlIf that the following aspi- 
ration alludes :— As the Rose in sweetness doth excel all other flowers, and 
containeth th^ cojoars and potencies, so dotb St. liose of Lima excel ail other 
vtnrins in tbe p«rftame off bier Heaven lie vlrfaet. ifcr ohastity is as pnre as tho 
white Lily, her charity refreshens the country around like the Rose, whose 
odour is felt before it is seen.

With the close of August a great number of changes take place 
indicative of the approach of autumn. The berries generally ripea 
and appear red in the hedges, Pears and Apples and other autuno- 
nai iruits get ripe, and uis are gaiheied.^ The leaves of the £im^ 
Ume, Hone Cnesnut, of die WuIow8» and eiren of the Blidft 
Beech, to t«ni yellow, and some of them to eome oflT^ the hXi 
of the leaf being a phenomenon that from this time gradually in- 
creases till the general fall, which takes place about Allhallowtide. 
During this period, too, that is between Bartholomewtide and the 
Allhallowtide, the forest exhibits the most varied and picturesque- 
colours, from the most luxuriant Q^^reen to tbe brown of the decayed 
leaf; besides which, the foliage of some trees being of a bluer and 
others of a yellower verdure, this variety p:oes on still further vary- 
ing as the leaves of each gradually dtaav» and thus in a grove of 
nuxed trees we may see almost innnmeratik shades and mixtnres of 
colour during the period which we are describing. The snbseqnent 
period elapsmg between Allhallows and St. Catherine's Day, with 
Its alternations of calm fogs by day and violent gales by night, 
usually sweeps off the remaining foliage, and deprives the woods of 
tlieir leafy honours. Oaks and a few Beeches and Hornbeams re- 
taining; their dead leaves. The student of the forest should begin 
his examination of trees in April, and watch the wltole progress of 
blossom Ini^ and leafinfr of each, and afterwards of their respective 
fructifieatiou, and the decay and fall of the leaf. In winter Gilpin 
recommends the study of the configurations of the spray.

He became a hermit, and lived 
in a cell near the mouth of the Rhone, ai^d afterwards dwelt near 
Gard, and lastly near Nismes. Under the Vfe of St. Giles, in Bat> 
ler, we have a curious quotation from Aristotle, who, in aUusion to 
the soUtaiy life, said that he who lives alone must be either a god 
or a beast; but, adds Butler, this philosopher was unacquainted with 
the Christian solitude and religious contemplation, and the peace 
and repose of mind which it entails on those whose vocation it is to 
live the celibate and solitary life. St. Giles for some reason has 
been regarded as the patron of lame persons, a circumstance that 
explains why the part near to one of St. Giles's churches in London 
was called Cripplegate, a cognomen which that parish still retains. 
^ St. Lupus or Leu archbishop of Sens was said to be a saint 
his cradle, and was particularly distingmshed by his benevolence 
and ready forgiveness of the greatest injuries.

Ho very 
early retired into the deserts of vSyria, and fixed himself in tlie monastery of 
Thaumastore, where it is recorded he for threescore years lived saccessivelv 
on twoifllars, like liis prototype St. Simeon of the Pillar recorded on tlie .)th 
of January, and that he did this in obedience to a certain monk^ who Itad lived 
tlie same way. To the modern married lounger, who passes his days between 
Msiofa and Ilia easy curricle, and bis nights on a/cather bed, who eats vora- 
ciously of the luxuries of each successive season, in whose mind the feasts of 
the church are recorded only as a periodical return of diflfereut sorts of fmiti 
aad meats, the livei of pillar lain ts, aud the austerities of the e.irl v hermits 
and anchorites must appear as perfect miracles ; and vet we are well assured 
that they found the greatest of human delig)it la these solitudes, where, pinna* 
eled on tome lofty eminence, they passed tbeir lives in perpetual adoration of 
the Divinity. In Ireland and in some other countries we may still see the re- 
OUill^of the lofty round towers erected in the pristine a^es of the church for 
these solitary and devoted Christians, some of whom scarc ely ever exchanged 
a word with any human being, except perhaps with some "sadvotarist in 

£ilmcr'i weeds** who, wending his way on bis pilgrimage to the sbrine of a 
fwifite saint, paid to tlie pUland solitary tone paadog aet of respect.

He 
is recorded to have taken to a holy life in his nineteenth year, in 
consequence of an impressive vision of the Eternal Wisdom, habit- 
ed as a chaste damsel, shining brighter than the snn* who invited 
him to loose himself from the bondage of earthly cares and multifa- 
rious objects of solicitude, and to seek the internal peace of the soul 
in a devout life. He wrote at seventy four years old his last work 
on the degrees of perfection, and died at the age of seventy five ; 
when dying he refused the proffered comforts of a featherbed, and 
chose straw, quoting St. Martin, who said in his last moments that a 
Christian ought to die in sackcloth and ashes. * 

St. Bertin was said to be a model of monastic perfection : he was 
liom near Constance in Switzerland about 597. He was abbot of 
the fguDoos Abbey of St* Bertin, neer the' town of St. Omer's in 
French Flanders, a figure of which win be found among the name- 
nras intensting engraTinigs in the " Deliees d§$ Payi Bcf," of which 
there are many editions, some m four, and some in five volumes.

Tllef are likewise called Red Poppy, G«mro«e, Wiiidroae j in 
Yorkshire, Cnprose ; and in »ome of the eastern connties, Cankerrose, Red- 
weed, Headwark. Gerarde says the country people call thera Cheesebowls.

Ilcoq, Coque, Ponceaa, Confanon, Maudui, Graouselle, Rouzele, and In the 
village dialect, Cabosseta.

The petals of the Poppy glfe.oat a fine colour when infused, and a iTrnp is 
made from this infusion. 

In warm situations and on south walls Grapes begin to ripen, of which the 
varieties are innnmerable. In the south of Europe the vines climb round tiie 
trees. Vines should alw?iy« be trained in a serpentine and horizontal direction, 
and never vertically. " The Persian vinedrensers do all in their power to make 
Che Vine run up the wall, and curl over on the other side, which thev do by 
tving stones to tlio evfrpmitv of the tendril. May not this illustrate that bean- 
tjful passaije used in Genesis, xlix. 22? Joteph ' ii a fruitful boughj even a 
fruiijul Sough by a u etl, whose branches run over the wait. The Vluf, 
particularly in Turkey and Greece, is fiequently made to entwine on trellises 
around a wall, wherein the heat of the day whole families collect themselves, 
and sit under the shade." — Morier.

Wasps are still veiy^ troublesome from their numbers, and we have 
observed that they are more numerous after rather wet summers 
than after a continuance of hot dry weather. In some of the

The last thirty years of hb life he 
leskled at Tolentino, and hi» zeal for the salvation of souls pcodnoed 
there wonderful fruit. His holy death happened on the lOth of 
September, in 1306» and he was canonized by £ugeniu8lV.inl446. 

St. Pulchciia, empress of the East in the fifth century, is said to 
have been a [)aragon of all the domestic and Christian virtues. She 
exhibited a wonderful proof of the power of the religion she em- 
braced to convert the numberless temptations to vice which an im- 
perial court offered into a means of Christian perfection. She was 
most renowned for charity to tike poor.

The most clear and satisfactory remarks on the origin of Fairy liincs are 
probably those of Dr. Woilusron, Secretary of the Royal Society, printed In 
the second part of the Fliilosophical Transactions for 180", made during a feiv 
years' residence in tlie country. The cause of iheir appearance he ascribes to 
the growth of certain species of Agaric, which so entirely absorb all nutriment 
from the soil beneath, that the herbage is for a while- dtsiroyed.

China Asters and African and French Marigolds are still in per- 
fection ; and the beautiful orange colour of cur comnion OiBcinal 
Marigold still covers a large proportion of gioiuid ia all aeglecfed 
gardens. The cottagers are very fond of cultivating this fioaner. 
Marigolds requira no sowing, but spring up eveiy year oy the IhUing 
of their seeds. 

The Michaelmas Daisy yf^^T Tr7(/p«mnf/ often begins to blow about thU 
time, and continues tltruu^^liout the nt-xt moulh and part of November. Oa 
fine days the quantity of Beeg that settle on the clustered flowers of a laifa 
tiift of this plant exceeds beliof.

The Kuodioft wat a gallery aeroit tlie nave at tbe eotraoae of tlie dianeet of 
the church.

As this is the period when tlie greatest number of Aj>ples begin 
to be coloured, and to be fit for gathering in succession, we shall 
take this opportunity of subjoininfy a select list proper for a garden of 
ordinary size; for the almost ituiumeiahlc \ane'aes cultivated in 
orchard:*, we must refer to Forsyth's Book on Trees, and to the ' 
Transactions of the Horticultural Society of London : — ^The Early 
Codlings, the Jnnetings, Oolden Pinpin, Ripston Pippio, Golden 
Rennet, Nonpareib, Nonesuch, Sykenonse, Aromatic Pippin, Win* 
ter Peannaitt, Aoyid Pearmain, Lown's Pearmain, Lemon Pippin, 
Pomme Grise, Mai^, French Ciab, Russetins of different sorts. 
Baking Codlings, and Redstreaks. 

If the size of the garden will admit of more, we may add the 
Ducks Bill, Golden Knob, Winter Kedstreak. Summer Pearmain. 
Red Pearmain, Fomroy, Pommc d'Api bursdoff, Cat's Head, and 
IVorfoik Beaiifin. But tlie varieties of the Apple are innumerable, 
as they are all Lusus ; and come from seeds at first, per haphazard, 
bein«; afterwards propagated by Cions, or, as gardeners call them. 
Grafts, 

The gathering in of Apples, Pears, and other fruits, at this season, 
is a very interesting time, and perhaps connected with as many 
pleasing assoeiations as the employment of any time of year. The 
light giuesof September usually strew a lam quanti^ of ungathered 
mit oa the gioiuidy which shouM be used mst.

Oifs, St. Eustachius was a nobleman, who suffered martyrdom 
at Rome about the reign of Adrian, together ivith his wife Tkeo- 
phista, and two sons Agapius and Tbeophistus. An ancient church 
in Rome was built in honour of St. Ewrtsefakis : his body lay depo* 
sited in this chiirchtill, in the twelfth century, it was translated to 
that of St. Denis near Paris. His shrine was pillaged in this place, 
and part of his bones burnt, by the Huguenots in 1567 ; but a por- 
tion of them still remains in the parish church, which bears the name 
of St. £ustachius in Paris.

Autumnal Colchicums and Croci Mow together. Tlte Crocus re- 
gistered today comes up with a naked flower, that is, no leaves ap- 
pear til! after it is blown. Both this and the common AuLimmal 
Crocus produce a variety whose flowers are pale flesh colour, or 
almost white, instead of the usual deep bluish purple, which is tiie 
most common colour of their flowers. This day is DysenteritUU in 
the Ephemeris of Nature* 

This is of all times of the year the most productive of epidemical 
disorders of the bowels, which are erroneously ascribed to fruits, but 
which in reality the autumnal fruits seem best calculated to mollify, 
as we have elsewhere observed* If the diarrhoea be very violent^ 
or accompanied with incessant vomiting, as in Cholera Morb^i!N, the 
b<jst practice is, after the inlestmal canal has been sufl^ered copiously 
to evacuate itself, to take small doses of chalk, or of some other sub- 
stance known to check the disorder, with which chemists are always 
prepared. But in ordinary cases it is a safer plan to let tlie disease 
spend itself, as there is a great deal of irritation of the intestines, 
w)iich the flux carries off. We should avoid eati ng animal food, but 
take tea, broths, gruel, and other diluents, and the disorder will 
usually soon subside of itself. After it has so subsided, we slMmM 
guard against its return bj taking great care to keep the bowels re* 
gular, by eating light ana vegetable food and fruits, or now and then 
taking a gentle dose of opening medicine, or of blue pill. 

The constant habit of smoking Tobacco is a very salutary prac- 
tice in general, as well as being; a preventive against infection in 
particular, 'J'he German pipr s are the best, and get better as they 
are used, particularly those made of INIerschauiu, called Ecujiu; de 
Mer, Next to these the Turkey pipes, w itli long tubes, are to be 
recommended, but these are fitter for summer smoking, under the 
shade of trees, than for the fireside. The best Tobacco is the Turkey, 
the Persian, and what is called Butch Canaster, Smoking is a cus- 
tom which should be recommended in the close cottages of the 
poor, and in great populous towns Hable to contagion. *

Ciliated Passionflower Passifiora ciliata fl. 

Often about this time the ^ound is covered with innumerable 
Spiders' webs, crossing the paths from shrub to shrub, and floating 
in the air. This is called Gossamer, and is caused by a multitude 
of small vSpiders, which, when they want to change their place, have 
a Dowei ot shooting torth long threads, to which they attacli them- 
sdiesyand, thus becoming buoyant, are carried gently through the 
•ir as long as they please ; after which, by coiling up th^ threads, 
they eome down ytety gradually to the ground. A remarkable 
shower of Gossamer is described in the following quotation iram 
White's NatuTol Hi^erff of Selbome :— " On Sept. 21, 1741, being 
intent on field diversions, 1 rose before daybreak ; when I came into 
the enclosures, I found the stubbles and clovergrounds matted all 
over Willi a thick coat of cobweb, in the meshes of which a copious 
and heavy dew hung so plentifully, that the whole face of the coun- 
try seemed, as it were, covered with two or three settin2; nets, drawn 
one over another, "When the dogs attempted to hunt, their eyes 
wera so blinded and hoodwinked that they could not proceed, but 
were obliged to fie down and scrape the incumbrances from their 
&ces with their fbiefeet." As the momiog advanced, the sun 
became bright and waim, and the day turned out one of ihose most 
lowely ones which no season but the autumn produces ; cloudless, 
calm, serene, and worthy of the south of France itself. About 
nine an appearance very ui usual began to demand our attention, a 
shower of cobwebs ialimg from very elevated regions, and continu- 
ing without any interruption nil close of day. These webs were 
notsincflc filiny threads, fiudliiig in the air in all directions, but per- 
ieti iiakes or rags, some near an inch broad, and five or six longf* 
Onieivery side, as the observer turned his eyes, might he behold a 
coatmual sucoenion of fresh flakes lUlbg into his sight, and twink- 
ling like stars."

Sunflowers are still abundant, and, like Holyhocks, stand up very 
loftily above the rest of the inhabitants of the garden. The Annual 
Sunflower Helianthus annuus is a native of Mexico* The ii'eieiuual 
Helianthus mult iji or us comes from Virginia. 

In Canada Sunflowers are much admired and cultivated by the 
inhabitants, in gardens, for their beauty ; in other parts of America 
they sow whole acres of land with them, for the purpose of preparing 
oil from their seeds, of which . they produce an immense number* 
This oil is very pure, fit for salads^ and for nearly all the purposes 
for which Florence oil is used. 

Thomson says the Sunflower turns ever towards the Sun : 

Who can unpitying see the flowery race, 

Shed uy the morn, tbeir newflttshed t>loom reilgo. 

Before the peieblnr beim ? So fade the fkir. 

When fevers revel throut^h their azure rdiM* 

fiat ont, the lofty follower of the San, 

Sad when he sets, shuts up her yelloir leam, 

Drooping all night, and, when he warm reUllM^ 

Poiuts her enamoured bosom to hit ray. 

Moore has used the same idea : 

As the Sanflower turns to her god when be set« 
The same look which she tamed when he rose. 

Clare the rural poet gives a natural picture of the Sunflower in

Obs. St. Thecla was one of the brightest omameiitB of the apos- 
tolic age. She was eoaverCed by St. Pavl's pfeachiiig> and at a veiy 
early age made the tow of perpetual Tirgimtv and a Chiistian life. 
For leftising to break her Yowt» she was condenmed to he torn hy 
wild beaiM, bat they, to the surprise of the byestanders, refused to 
touch her, as many of the early fathers relate, nevertheless she is 
styled a martyr. 

St. Linus was the immediate surcefisor of 55t Peter in the see of 
"Rome. He sat twelve years after the martyrdooa of St. Peter, and 
is named among the martyrs in the canon of the Roman Mass, It is 
not impossible that he might be called a martyr on account of his 
sufferings for the faith, without dying hy the sword*

Walnuts are plentiful, and with sweet wine form a favourite de- 
lert. This excellent fruit, as we are told, originated in the warm 
vales of Persia. It is difficult to account for the many ceremonies 
practised antiently with Nuts and Walnuts, and indeed with all this 
tribe. Niit«; were strewed antiently in all the avenues leading to 
the nuptial apartment before the feet of the passing bride, and the 
ceremony of strewing the Nuts Nuce^ sparge re w2ls the conclusion of 
the weddmgday. Sparge marite nuces tibi desent^Hesperus Oeton. 

Nuts are very usetui under different points of view ; the threefold 
advantage which they possess of giving light, wannth, and food, 
has been combined by Ovid in the felbwing lines :

The late Aeeti?al Flora itill remains in perfection, and with care 
we may now have the most splendid eahioitioa of Dahlias, China 
Asters, Tagetes, and Chrysanthemums, in our gardens. 

The Chinese Arrowhead figured in the Botanical Maf^azine, No. 
1 531 , is a greenhouse plant, but with care will blow in the o^u air 
in our southern counties. 

The weather at this time of year is usually fine, and for the most 
part dry. We have, however, occasionally a showery Michaelmas 
1 ide, and at other times such violent gales as have been ascribed to 
the inflaeiiee of the equinox, and ctBed the Aequinoctial Gales. 
The IbUowing sonnet of Mensmi, a Florentine poet of the seven* 
leeath century, elegantly expresses the signs of the ooming ram :

By this time ail the Wormwoods, or ncarlv so, will have got into 
flower ; they are by no means au interesting tribe, except from tlieir 
remaikiible scents. That ol the Southernwo{^ is not disagreeable ; 
this plant has been by some supposed to have been formerly written 
Suddenwood, as it is stiU pooounced* from the slips of this plenft 
when stuck into the ground so suddenly beooming a shrubs whose 
stem is quite wood. 

Stoats and Weasels are now very active in the poultry yaids; but 
they snenseAilauxiUaries in destniyioff Rats, ana for this leasen it 
beeomes a question whether they ought not rather to be preserved 
than destroyed. We are persuaded from experience that the destruc- 
tion of small birds always injures the crops, hv letting insects get 
loo numerous, which the birds destroy, if not molested. And perhaps 
the same may be said of StoaU uud Rats. 'ITie farmer should con- 
sult his own interest, and not con&ider the preservation of the game, 
from which he derives no profit.—* Farming' Miuim* 

Zodiaeai LdghU'—A zeBMikaUe luminous-aj^arsnce of a pyia* 
mklal fom eitending above the setting mud rinng sun, called the 
Zodia^d light, is seen about this time of year, as it is likewise at 
the vernal equinox. Of this phenomenon much is said by Maiian 
in his book Sur l*Aurore Boriale, 4to. Paris, 1754. 

The sky at this time of year continues to exhibit very beautiful 
phenomena, and the clouds at sunset are often more coloured than 
usual ; this was particularly the case in 1810, 

The gathering of Apples now goes on apace, and numbers of 
windialls, scattered b^ the eqmnoctial gales and breezes of Septem- 
ber, are aunually spoiled by their beiog braised in lUling, reminding 
tts of the old distich :

Obs. The Saiuts Cosmos and Damiaa were brothers, and were 
bora in Arabia, but studio d in Syria, and became eminent for their 
skill in physic. When the persecution of Diocle^iian began to ra^e, 
they were apjprehenited by the order of hjmAt gevmor of dlkia, 
t&df alter Tanons torments^ were beheaded for the faith.

The remaining few flowf rs on the Winter Cherries arc unw suc- 
ceeded rapidly by their rouiid fruit, that of the common sort being of 
an orange colour, and tliat of the <^quaTestaiked species being green. 
We describe them now instead of earlier because their plants have 
now their pnncipal beautjr* Indeed the Winter Cherry has not 
much beau^, except in the automn, when it is in fruit. It ia a na- 
tive of the south of EuropOt Germany, China, and Cochin China. 
It may be increased by parting the roots after the stalka have de* 
cayed. This plant loves the shade^ and the roots reqnire con> 
finement. 

In Spam, SwilzeHand, and some parts of Germany, the country 
people eat these Cherries. They are only culuvated for their beauty 
m Britain. 

A species of the Solanum or ^•igUtshade SoUinum Fseudocapsicum 
is at present more commonly known by^ the name of Winter Cherry, 
and » France by those of Morelle Cerisette» Petit Cerisier d'Hiver, 
Amome des Jaroinieis; of which also the fruit in appearance re- 
sembles the Cherry. It must have shelter from severe frosti and 
therefore it should be housed, but should not be kept too warm. It 
ought every year, in the month of April, to be taken out of the pot ; 
all the decaved and matted roots on the outside should be cut off, 
and It should be filled up with fresh and good mould. This treat- 
ment will greatly improve both the flowers and the fruit. The 
earth must be kept moist for both these plants. 

The plant exhibits its blossoms and iruits boUi at the same time, 
as the fruit remains on the shitib all the winter : it is supposed to be 
poisonons. Cowper says of it: 

The Amomum there with intermingling flowers 
And Chenies hangs her twigs.

Gbu St. Euttoehinm, whose memory is rendered illastrioiis by 

She made the 
solemn tow of perpetual chastity in 382, and put herself under the 
guidance of St. Jerom, who wrote to her his celebrated Treatise on 

Virginity, in which he ably elucidates the powor gained over temp- 
tations by early exercisin<^ control over them, and exhorts her to 
crush the head of the serpent while he is yet young and weak. His 
observations on the use of abstinence are truly excellent in this 
epistle. 

St. Lioba» an Entriish abbesg, was a daughter of St. Ebba, and became a 

glorioas example of Christian perfection. 

St. Weoceslas was cruelly biuin while performing his customary devotion by 
his brother, whose desiiru was instif^ated by his own mother, both of them be- 
ing declared enemies of the Chrisiian faith : the martyrdom of the holy doke 
happened on the 28th of September, in d38.

Chimney Swallows, House Martletg, and Sand Martins, have for some time 
been conirregating and settlini; in numbers on the roofs of lofty boildings; the 
general migration of the Swallows and Sand Murtins takes place now, and they 
avail themselves of the first northern winds to retire to Senegal and other 
warm countries. Stragglers are seen» bowtTer. till the middle or next mmith« 
abont which time the Martlets leave US $ itrj WW of any species being seea 
after St. Lnke*8 |)ay. 

About this time of year in 1781, Sand Martins, drivn baek probably from 
some attempted aerial voyajje, became prodigiously numerous in and about 
London, and tlew in quantities about the streets; after a few days, however, 
they disappeared, probably on the return of a favourable wind. 

Long and laboured have been the discussions of naturalists respecting the 
winter quarters of the Swallow tribe, the absurd notion haviuif been main, 
tained by some thatthev winter under water in a state of torpidity. But tiie 
question seems at length set at rest, and they are now believed lilce other birds 
to migrate to winter in a warmer clime. See Forster*B Natural Hittory and 
Bmm o i Betreat of Swallows, London 1817.

Obs. This festival of the Dedication of St. jMichael and of the 
Holy Angels has been kept with great solemnity on the 29th of Sep- 
tember ever since the fifth age, and was certainly celebrated in 
Apulia in 493. ThsdadicatiDB of tke famous church of St. Midiael 
cm Mffimt Gargano in Italy gave oocuion to the institiition of this 
feasfc in* the wMt» which is hence called in the Merttrologies of St. 
Jerom, Bede, and others, the Dedicstion of S^. Michael. The de- 
dication^ of St. Michael's Church at Kome, i^n Adrian's Mole, 
which was performed by Pope Boniface IV. in 610, and that of se- 
^ i^eral other churches in the west, in honor of this Archangel, were 
^ performed on this same day. In many parts of the world the 
churches dedicated in the name of St. Michael are built on very lofty 
eminences, in allusion, it is said, to this Angel's having been the 
highest of the heavenly host. Stt Michael's Mount in Cornwall, 
SM that in Nonnandjjr* are eonisinationa of thii remark. 

Michaefanaa Daj- la one of the regular quarter daya for aetdbg 
iSBta, \mt It ia no longer remarkable for that hoapitality which in 
Catholic times of old attended thia anniversary. At MartmaMS 
also the landtords used formerly to entertain their tenants with 
Geese, then only kept by opulent persons. But these birds being 
esteemed in perfection early in the autumn, mo<?t families now have 
a Goose dressed on St. Michael's Day. An English poet says : 

At Michaelmas by custom, right divine, 
Ocese are ordained to Meed at Michael^ shrine. 

In Butler*! Lives we have on this day a lon^ and learned dissertation on the 

intercession of An^rels and Saints in our behalf, which all who would pretond to 
be critics in sacred doctrines would do well to read before ttiey hastily judi^'e of 
or misrepresent the C*4UhoHc doctrine on this subject. See more under Oct. 2d 
of this work, where we allude to the doctrine of good aud evil uenii as beinjr a 
misrepresented fragment of good and bad angels. The word Augcl siguihes 
nenenger, and implies that Almighty God employs these elevated spirits as 
agents of His Will. The Archangel St. Michael, hs well as St. Gabriel and 
other spirits, should be carefully distinguished from the saints aud martyrs 
who have dwelled on earth as human beiiiga,.anil wrlio aoir partieipale with the 
Blessed Virgin in interceding for those wlioare yet on earth. 

In the festival of today the Church celebrates not only St. Michael but all 
other Angels, just m on Oct. 2d she celebrates Guardian Angels in particnlar, 
and on Nov. Isl all the Saints. There are few doctrines of the Christnn Church 
so grossly misreprcsenU'd as that which relates to the Intercession ot Angels 
and Saints, and the sort of adoration which we should pay to them. On this 
head see ButUft lAves^ vol. ix. p. 34U, vol. x. p. 86» and vol. xi. pp. 1 and 2t».

Otf. St. Jerom, who is aUowtd to have been in many respects 

the most learaed of all the Latin fathers, and oonaideied a Doetor 
of the Church from his iUttstrations of the Sciiptures, was bom. at 
Stridonium, now Idigni, a small town upon the confines of Pannomia, 
Dalmatia, and Italy, near Aquileia, Having triumphed over all 
vices, subdued the infernal monsters, and made his life a martyrdom 
of penano^ and labours, at length by a fever, in a good old age, he 
was released from the prison of his body in 420, on the 30th of Sep- 
tember. The Latinity of St. Jerora is particularly elegant, and ms 
manner of treating his subject impressive. He wrote several trea^ 
tises against the heretie Jovinian, and against VigUentins, princi- 
pally to defend the Cathotic doctrines respecting holy virpnity, and 
the respect paid to saintly relics^ proving against the opinion oif these 
heretics that the Catholics only venerate rdicsand images as memo- 
rials ol the saints they represent, who are honoured as being the 
more renowned servants of God, and martyrs to the true faith. No 
controversial person should make up his mind about religion who 
has not read the works of St. Jerom ; but that especially De Virgitiate, 
lu the Office Coram. Virg. we have a hvmn in honor of our Lord, followed 
by the chorus of holy virgins which begins Jem corotta 9irgiimm» fa the 
MUDSSffioe U the following beautiful hymn in lyrical measures

Ohs. St. Rtiniyiiis, by abbrrviatinn culled Remy, tbe g^reat apostle of the French 
oatioUy \«ai$uueor the brlKhtcst li^hla uf the Gaulish church, illustrious fur his learniaK, 
eloquence, sanctity, and miracles. Au episcopacy of seventy yearo, and many great 
actions, hare rendered bis name famous in tbe annals of the church. He died on tbe 
13th of January, 533, being ninety four years old. 

T)ir Festival of the Rosary, which takes place on the first Sunday In October, was 
ioittiiuied by PiuM V. in thanasfiring for tbe victory gained •rer tbe infidels at Lepanlo 
on Sunday the 7tli of October, in 1571. It uas then called St. Mary de Victoria. 
Gregory Xlll. in 1673 chanj^ed the title to that of the Rosary, and rranled an office to 
all cb arches in v»hich there was an sltar. bt arinff tlie title of Our Lady of tne Rosarv. 
Tbe Turlu afterwards beiuK beaten near Time^war on the Feast of Our Lady ad Nives (n 
1716, and those infidels bannf raised the sie^ of Corcyro on the Octave of the Assump- 
tion, Clement XII. made tbe office of this festival jnneraJ. The babit of sayinf tbe 
Rosary on tlie beads at nlirht. as practised by plow Cnristians at the present day, docs 
not comprehend the whole orflce of the Rosary as said on tiiis festival; it h hovirver a 

Sractice of devotion, says llutlcr, in which by fifteen Our I'athen and a hiindn-ii and 
fty Hail Marys, the faithful are tau^'ht to honor oor divine Redeemer in the fifteen 
principal mysteries of his sacred life and of this Holy Mother. Tbe number of these 
!p«rer Natters and Ave Marias is often lessened in tbe evenlnf devotions, and in the 
Aneelical Salutation repealed at certain hottfs of the day. See our account or Lady Oajr* 
page 86. Thougrh St. Dominic, the piotts femder of the Black Vrfars, first introdiMed 
the daih custi)in of rejH'atinfr the Rouary with the fx-tids, iievcrthelec-^ tlie use nf beads, 
a» well as of {>ebble ntones, to count prayers witU, is iinicii more antu ai, ami was unetl 
bj the hermits and anchorites of old ceiitiirii -^ ht fore the e>tabhfclnunit of tlie Festival 
•I the Rosarv. The word Mary, savs St. Ji rnnie, signities Miriam or H ar of the Sea, 
alio Lady Star.

Obs, St. Dionysius celebrated today was a member of the illus- 
trious Senate of the Areopagites, and was converted to Christianity 
by St. Paul the Apostle, who was summoned to give an account of 
his doctniie ia the Areopagus, wliere Plato had long betore been 
examiiied on the subject of his own doctrines. St. Paul here defi- 
mod hla sentiments with boldness and magnanimity; and Diony- 
mMt after being cooTerted, was by him ordained Bishop of Athens 
as early as the year 51 of our aera. These fiicts appear to have 
been principally collected from the testimony of St. Dionysius of 
Corinth. The Greeks in their Menologies tell us that he was burnt 
alive for the faith at Athens. These saints are both to be distin- 
guished from St. Denys of France, with whom they have been con- 
founded in many of our Calendars. See October 9. 

The head of St. Denys the Areopagite was brought from Constan- 
tinople in 1205, and reposed in the Cathedral of Soissons. Pope 
Innocent III. sent lus body afterwards to the Abbey of St Denys 
at FSris, which has occasioned a concision of the two saints, and a 
misapplication of the foolish distich recorded Oct. 9th.

065. The lue of the glorious St. Francis was a miracle of humi- 
lity ; from this hnmili^ it wu that he would not be ordained priesi* 
but always remamed in the degree of deacon.

fiiTOured with the lanuliar presence of his Lord under the figure of a 
seraph ; after a secret and intimate conversation the vision disap- 
neared, and the body of St. Francis appeared to have the ima^e of 

the crucifix, his hands and feet seemed bored through in the middle 
with four wounds, there was also in his right side a red wound, as if 
made by the j)iercing of a lance, and this often threw out blood. 
These miraculous wounds were seen by several during the two 
years which he survived from 1224 to 1226, and by great multitudes 
alter his death.— From ButUr. 

St. Fhmds of Assittum was the founder of the Order of Friar 
Blinors early in the thirteenth century. His glorious life is said by 
the historian to have been a miracle of humility, of which virtue be 
was one of the most illustrious examples that the Catholic church 
can boast of, and of which he set an example worthy the imitation 
of all of his profession. St. Francis was bom at Assisium in Um- 
brla in 1 182. His father's names were Peter Bernardon, and that 
of his mother's was Pica ; both his parents are said to have been per- 
sons of good properly. In reading his life, elaborately described by 
Butler, we are struck with this fact, that his habits, profession, and 
humble character, oombined with stupendous Christian energies, 
resulted not from education or the example of company, but from 
an original activity in the superior sentiments of his mind, being, a^ 
it were, fitted by organization for his vocation in a way whidi is 
scripturally expressed by a large measure of talents : Jor of every 
man it shall he expected according as it is measured unto him. St. 
Francis of Assisium is to be distinguished from another illustrious 
saint who bears this name, St Francis of Sales, also a confessor, 
celebrated January 29th ; and St. Francis de Xavier, the renowned 
worker of miracles and apostle of the east, December dd, which 
the reader may refer to 
St. Ammen ww hermit of N itria, and the eultlvstor of tbe Balsam Trae. 
St. Aurea was a virgin and abhesi? at Paris, and her reliques were fonnerly 
held in high veneration. She foretold ber death and that of her nans, 160 of 
whom wire swept «ff with ber la the pestUe ace of Oct. 6QS. 

Southernwood Artemetia Abrotanum still in fl. 

This plant, vulgarly called Old Man. Poor Man, Shmb of Sr. Francis, or 
Friars Minors Tree, has been long cultivated. Slips of it easilv take root, and 
Its growth beinK rapid , its eocrease is prodieions. 1 1 seems to have been called 
by Its name of Friars Minors Tree in reference to the prodigionslv rapid encrease 
of that Oner, religi^s houses or britacbes whereot were rapidly plaiited and 
flmiflibadla.#^ ^lljMf Eofope.

St. Galla, widow, 6th cent. 

06s. St. Placidus is suppoaed to have gone to Sicily in 541 » be- 
ing about twenty six years of age. He there founded a monastery 
at Messina. He had not lived many years in Sicily before a pagan 
barbarian landed, and, out of hatred of the Christian name and the 
religious profession of these servants of God, put St. Placidus and 
his fellow monks to the sword, and burnt their monastery, about 
the year 546. 

St. Galla was daughter of Symmachus the younger, a Roman 

Ktrician. Trampling on the world and all its dbtnctions, saji 
itler, she dedicated henelf to the service of heaven alone : it wet 
to this lady that Fttlgenlius wrote his letters from his place of

Obi. St. Bruno WM born about the year 1030. In his iofloMy iM 

above the usual ^vcdknesspfl of that age, and nothing childish ever appeared In 
his manners. He was the founder of the Carthusian monks, aud eminent for 



his learning, piety, and humility. He resigned his soul to God on Saoday the 
fJthof October, 1101. St. Bruno meditated oerpetu ally on eternity, and ofteo 
could not sleep fur thinking on the wonderful nature of everlasting duration. 
With regard to Sr. Bruno, it ni iy be ohserved, that as he w as himself one of 



Wlco regard to ist. i5ruuo.it ni iv be ot)served, that as he svas himseli one ot 
the roost illustrioos examples of the love of solitude and austerity, so his order 
has ever beon one of the severest. His motto, says the historian, used to be» 
Afu eyes prevented the watchrs ; / was troubled, and I spoke not* I had in my 
mind the eternal pearif to 1 have gone far /lying atray^ and I abode in the 
wildemesi. This motto, and his life passed lo hourly watches and the cootem* 
platioD of cteniity» remind one of the foiloirinf pniody oa the OnUmtJmm 
meUmmdut : 

The Cock crows, and we rise, and lay, "*Ti« Mora." 

The »oft and pallid li(,'ht »tealK o'er the hilll^ 

Then comes Aurora in ber saffron stole. 

And then the Sun 'midat the red liveritd clouds

Two Other bishops named Bruno are noticed today in Butler'i Unm. 

St. Filth or Fides was horn at Airen In Aqnitain, and thouirh of exqablte 
beaoty was ioseiisible to all the allurements of the world. After ondergoing 
the most dreadful torments for refusing to sacrifice to the idols, she, with a 
number of other riiristtans, wai beheaded by the orders of Dacian, prefect 
of the Gaals. Vows of cellbac^v were highly esteemed In the early ages of the 
Charch, and even in our own times many ntes still exist in honour of the vir- 
gin state. Upon the decease of a virgin, flo«reri are yet strenrod liefore the 
corpse by young sirls dressed in white, a< emblematic of innocence. Gar- 
laods also are in some places woveu, and attached to the beams of ehnrches 
lo which virgins have been baried» even In finglandy the BOitii of Oernaiiyt 
and other Protestant oonntries.

St. Justina suffered at Padua in the persecution of Dioclesian. 
St. Justina is a patroness of Venice, oext to St. Mark, and her 
image is to be seen on Venetian coins. 

St. Osith was a daughter of a Mercian prince, and married young 
to a Kjm of the East Andes, bnt the same day obtained hisconsent 
to live ajwajs a YUguu That king, confirming her in her relig^iout 
purpose, beetowed on her the manor of Chick, in which she bmlt a 
nuMiasleiy. She had governed this house many years with great 
sancti^, when the was crowned with martyrdom, being beheaded 
lor her comtaney in her faith and virtae about the year 870.

Gossamer If still very common in fine weather. White, in his Natural His* 
tOiy of Selbome, ?oi. i. 326, tells us, "The remark that 1 shall make on the 
eebweblike appearance called Gossamer is, that, strange and superstitious as 
the notions aboQi them were formerly, nobody in these days doubt but that 
they are the real pro lnctious of small Spiders, which swarm In the field'^ in fine 
weather in autumn, and have a power of shooting out webs from their tails, so 
as to render themselves buoyant and lighter than air/* See the prognostica- 
tions to be deduced from the great abundance of this phenomeuoa in the Focket 
Eocyclopaedia of Natural Phenomena, Nicholls, 8vo. 1827.

St. Thais the penitent. 

St. Pelagia the penitent. 
St. Keyne, yirgin. 

O^. St. Bridret wm dangbter of Birder, a prinee of the rofil blood of 

Sweden. In obedience fo her father, when tht whs only sfxteen vears of afrc, 
ihe married (Jlpbo prince of Nericia in Svreden. who was himself only 
olf^taeo. This pioos cnnple passed the fint year or tfielr witefe in conti- 
nence. They afterwards bad eight children, who were all favoored with the 
blessioffs of divine grace. Ulphbdied in the year 1344, in the odour of sanc- 
tity. Bridget beinc hf his death entirely at liberty, divided her bosband's 
estates amon^ her cni!arf n, and from that day seemed to forget what she had 
been in the world. She built the monai^tt'ry of Wasteiu, in which sbe placed 
six nQDt, and in a separate enclosure friars to the number of tbirteea mriofts, 
ill honour of rhe twelve Apostles and St. Pani, four deacons representing the 
four doctors of the cliunb, imd eiitht lav brothers. After spending two years 
in her monastery. 8t. Brbipet went to flome, from thence made a pilgrimage 
to visit the holy places in Palestine. Beinir returned safe to Home, she lived 
there a year, and her 80ui, being released from its prison of clay, took its 
flight, says the sacred historian, to that kingdom after which iht btd tlwajo 
sighed, on the 2^ of July, I.C^, beini^ sevetity one JCtnoid. 
St. Hridi^ct was also called lirigbt ana Bride. 

St. Thais was a beautiful Aegyptiao female, who was early converted to 
Chi igtlauity, but afterwards led a profligate life as a courtezan. She was re- 
claimed, however, again by advancing age and subsfqu -nt reflection, and died 
• penitent about the niiddlr of tlie fourth a^e of the church. 

St. Pelagia was an actress at Autioch, and was converted by tb'> preachlnc 
of St. Nonnns, afterwards Bishop of Heliopolis, who, in the middle of hfs 
discourse delivered to the church of St. JuUhr, pointed to Pelagia, dressed In 
all ber Jewels and comedian tinsel, and exclaimed, *'Tbe Almishiy in bis 
iroodness will shew mercy even tu this woman, the woric of his bands." Sbe 
heard, felt the force of hia observation, and became penitent. This saint is 
celebrated today In the Roman, Greelc, and Maseovite calendars, bat an old 
Neapolitan marble Ubiet inscribes her name nnder 5. See Theophnnes Chron. 
anno 432. 

St. Kerne was daoghter to Bragban Prince of Sooth Walei» who left bis 
name to Bfeeknoelctbire. The inhabitants of Sonth Wales called her by dii- 
tinction The Virgin. She dwelt continually in an obscure wood in Somerset- 
shire, where aceordioj; to tradition sbe turufd many serpents into stoics, still 
to be Ihniid In a rery odd serpenclne shape in that eoaotiy. 

fVoioJlie lives of the holy penitents St. Thailand St. Pelaiiit, reoonied to- 
day, wjrlearn that no sinner, not even abandoned profliicates and adulteresses, 
need despair, if, aAer their example and the more illustrious one of St. Mag. 
dalen, their repentance and confession he sincere, and their reformation effec- 
tual. How frreat therefore the advantages of the Catholic confession and ab- 
solution, as a balm, says Milner, of the wounded spirit, and an assurance of the 
ibrgifencas of Heaven ! This holy sacrament, ealeafated to fit human fmtU 
ties, removes from the penitent, after the commission of some slight and per- 
haps the first sin, that abhorrent despair ot air.endment and forgiveness which 
plunges so many heretics deeper and deeper into crime, dll ttie greatest guilt 
and most isuominioos ends are often their portion. For a proof of which we 
need onlv look at the numerous unfortunate women of infamous character 
with which all great Protestant and commerdnl capitals swarm, and who live 
n life of desponding and thouutitless impcnttefice, and die like pestilential ani- 
mals, the victims of drunkenness and other acts of intemperance, resorted to 
to smother their evil con.«ciences , bnt who In Catholic coantries would (at 
least a large portion of them,) be restored by tbift holyiMiuieot to aoclety. 
and save tbeir immortal souls.

The Christian faith seems, however, to 
lisve been plbnted in Gaul much Wore his time by St. Luke and St. Cresceos > 
and these saints livinir about the time of the other St. Denvs the Areoparite, 
the latter became confounded with the saint celebrated today. See ButterU 
Ibices, vol. X. 57 and 163: also our October 3. 

Some of the French writers inform us that St. Denys first preached the Go»^ 
pel among tliem, and therefore regard him as their tutelar saiot. Hit reiiqae* 
are enshrined in his abbey church. This fanoilt ibltey of St. DCD Jl Btlir 
Paris is well known to almost all travellers. 

Tradition informs ns that St. Denys was beheaded on Mont Martre, and A 
moat absnrd distich has been founded on tlie idle and mendacious story eopkcd 
Tap by heretics, that his decapitated body carried his head in its haads : 
St. Denys had his nead cnt off ; he did not care for that. 
He took it up atid carried it a mile without his hnt. 
This is one among the many endeavour* of false Cbristiaos to perplex the sa- 
cred Catholic hisroriau by a wilfiil mixture of abmrd and ISilse miracles with 
ttaoM irbidi nre well atteited. Agalntt this let all CtthoUca be gonrdcd.

From the Stately Agaric or Ponderous Boletus to the hairlike blue mould on 
decaying animal substances, every imaginable link is filled up of fon?i of all 
sorts and kinds, and Nature in this as in other iustauces seems to revel in 
countless Tajrieties of forms. 

Mushrooms still are plentiful; we have already cautioned our readers against 
the too frequent use of them. There are some fungi closely resembling them 
that are actually poisonous. 

The Evertjlowing Rose still flowers, and its fine deep red colour remind us of 
tbe poetical idea that it was painted by Cupid, as expressed in the following

Obi. St. Fimnctt Boigia was bom in 1510 at Ganditt in the 
kingdom of Valencia. He was called Francis on acoount of kia 
pious mother's devbtbn to St. Francis of Ass'isiom, and was blessed 
ny God with a great disposition tx) virtue and capacity for bis atiftdies. 
The loss of his mother in 1520 cost him many tears* bat be mode- 
rated his grief by his entire resignation to the Divine will. His h" 
ther and uncle, in order to divert his mind from a religious life, re- 
moved him from Saragossa to the court of Charles V. in 1528. The 
empress had so great an esteem for him, that she fixed her eyes on 
him to marry a Portuguese lady with whom she had been educated. 
This marriage was solemnized in the most Christian manner, and 
God blessed them with a numerous and happy offspring. By the 
death of his father the title and honours of Duke of G;india devolved 
upon Francis. The doohess died on the 27tb of Marcb, 1546. 
leaving the duke a widower in the thirty sixth yearoihh age. In 
the year. 1547 be made tbefirrt flows of the Sooaty of Jesos, befiiia 
private witnesses, in the chapel of the college. He continued an 
example of piety until he closed his holy life by a more holy and 
edifying death, a little before midnight, between the last of Septem* 
ber and the 1st of October, in 15729 bating lived nearly six^ two 
years.

Obs. St. Ethelburge was an Eno^Hsh Saxon princess, sister to 
St. Eronwald bishop of London. She in her youth renounced the 
world, and neither riches nor the tempting splendor of a court could 
shake her resolution. She was appointed by Ereonwald abbess of a 
great nunnery whidi he foanded in Essex, and by her example and 
piety led on all the chaste sponaes of Christ in the paths of true 
viitne. A raging pestileaoe swept off part of thb community ia 664, 
St. Ethelburge survived this mortality for the simport and comfort 
af the rest. Having sent before her so many saints to heaven, she 
Mt ber own death with a great spirit, and her glory was manifested 
by miraculous visions. Su Ethelburge is called Alburg for shortness* 
and Alburg*s Day was always kept as a festival in early times. A 
memorandum of Barking Nunnery in Essex is still preserved, relating 
to charges for Wheat and Milk and Frimitie for St. Alburge's Day. 
Saafo^roke's Britisk Monoiticon and hidJid*% Antiquities. 

This is Old Michaelmas Day, and many rents and tanuies are 
dated from today instead of the 29th of September.

Obi, St.Tereiaha8 left behind her a memorial of her own life, re'DOwaed 
for its accuracy, the style of hDmility in which it is written, and the nnme- 
roiu rules which it contains for living a holy life. Baillet says that the Life 
•f 8t. Teresa holds the first place among books of tbe kind, nfter the Confes- 
sions of St. Augustine, ft contains the men perfect maxims of humility, 
•elfdenial. prayer, and an interior life. St. Tereia was boro at Aorla in Old 
Castflo, Hareb Sd, 1515. Her Iktber was Alphonsoa Sanebei of Cepeda, her 
mother was Beatrice Ahnm.ida. St. Teresa, when only twelve years old, is 
said to have been so struck with tbe thoughts of eternity, that i^be absoiuteiy 
diidAlDcd to set ber aff^oni on pbenomena which were io relation to time. 
Siie4oipiso<l this world and its uncortain, vnin, and fliictuatini^ pleasures, and 
4eY0led her whole soul to tbe service of Almighty God. She and her little 
brother Itodrigo used, when mdin? the lives of the saints and holy mnr* 
tyrs, to exclaim, •'Forever, for ever, fur ever;»' "What! for ever they shall 
see God?" She was often beard to exclaim to herself when alone, " O eter- 
nity !** For compared with tbe ererlastin^ boon of heavenly joys, the allure- 
ments of this world to her devote and philosophic mind became vain and 
valueless. What the early saints meant by dying to the world is hardly un- 
derstood by the luxurious and pampered inhabitant of the fickle and sensual 
age In which our lot is cast ; bur all may gain nome idea of it by a perusal of 
the lives, austerities, and martyidums of the saints. St. Teresa wu» the 
foundress ot the Reformed Order of Barefooted Carmelites, and died in 1582. 
A soal, as some of the saints have said, penetrated with the fire of divine love, 
is like wax melted with heat, which, losin^c its earthly and visible iorm, be* 
comes au ethereal fume, and mounts to hc'iveu. 

St. Tecla was a holy nun at Wimhurn in Dorsetshire, afterwards made 
abt»ess of Kitzingen in Germany, near \\ urtzburi^, about the time that St, 
Uoba was made abbess of Bischofsheicn, an<l other abbesses, appointed in or- 
der to preside over the new convetts, aud bring up young ladies to practices ol 
▼Ime and feligien.

06*. St. Gall was born in Ireland soon after the middle of the 
lixih century. He was a constant companion of St. Columban, and 
imitator of Im virtnet, sharing Ofon in his persecutions. St. Co- 
Iwhfaan retired into Italy ; St. Gall was unwflUng to be separated 
horn him» but was pievented hom bearing Idm company by a 
grievous fit of illness. Some time after he left Ireland, and settled 
near the lake of Constance. He converted to the faith a great anm* 
berof idolators, and was justly regarded as the apostle of that terri- 
tory. He was chosen abbot of Luxcn in 625. Mabillon places the 
death of our saint about the year 646, on the 16th of October. 

There was another St. Gall, bishop of Clermont in Auveigne, who 
must not be confounded with the saint of today. 

St. Lullus was an Englishman by birth, and educated in the 
abbey of Mahnsbury in Wiltshire. He died in bis retreat in the 
monastery of Hartfieid, having previously resigned his dignities.

In temperate weather ther 
retire to the mossy moors and hi.'h bleak mouutainoui Mit£ of the couotn' • 
hot as soon a* the frost pcts in, and the snows hepfn to fall, they return to 
lower and warmer situations, wfit rc ihey meet with hoegy grounds and <prin;rs 
and little oozing mossy rills which aie rarely fro2e«,iinri seek the sheJter^t 
close bashes of holly, furze, and i»rake8. In the woody glens or hollow dells 
which are covered with umierwood ; there thev remain concealed during the 
day, and remove to different haunts and feed only in the night. From the be- 

5 inning of Marcli to the end of that moDlh. or sometlnies to the middle of 
.pril. they all keep drawing towards the coasts^ and avail themselres of the 
first fair wind to return to their native woods. 

The Snipe also comes now in plenty, and inhabits simflar sftaatfoiK. From 
Its vigilance and tnannerof flying, it is one of the tnost -litficult birds ro shoot 
Some sportsuiea can imitate their cries, and by tiiat means draw them within 
reach of their shot, others, of u less honourable description, prefer the more 
certain and laborious method of catching them in the night by a sprince like 
that which is used for the Woodcock. The Snipe is migratory, and is met with 
in all countries : like the Woodcock, it shuns the extremes of heat and cold, 
by lieeping upon the Ulcik moors in snmmer, and seeking the shelter of the 
▼alleys In winter. In severe frosts and storms of snow, driven by the extre- 
mity of the weather, they seek the onfroseo boggy places, maners fiom 
springs, or any open strcani let of water, and tbej are sure to be fbnnd, often la

It is now that China Asters^ African 
Marigolds, Stocks, Starwort^, and ail the Autumnal, as well as itiut rc-mams of the 
Acstival Flora, hlxiu to shed their last smiles on the declining yi ar ; wliiie tlie sun gild* 
the ruasel foliage, and is reHected beautifully from tbe yellow, ml, and brown tints of 
the forrat« in their Tarioukiv coloured decay. When once thi<i ueather ehanges again, 
tbe gales of later aatumn will sweep off tbe last leafy honoun of tbe woods, and prqiare 
for winter's doll reign.

St. Ursula was the conductor and encourager of this holy 
troop. Sii^ebert's Chronicle places their martyrdom in 453} it happened near 
tSe Lower Rhine, and they wen buried at Colof oe. St. Ursula, who conducted 
M many holy and youn? virgins to a gloriou* martyrdom, is stvled the patron 
of those who undertake the education of youth, and hence the Order of Ursu- 
' Ifaies, which were originally religious establishments for the education of 

?oath, first instiiut' d in Ilafy l»y H. Angela of Brescia in l')3r, approved by 
Ml HI. in 1544, and obliged to iuclosure, and declnrcd a religious order uuder 
the Rule of 8t. Augustine by Gregory XIII. in 1572, at the instigation of St. 
C. Bonomcs, who much approved of this holy institution. There are now 
many Ursuline convents of iioly nuns ^^l^o attend to their respective schools, 
and eontribate atooeetogive unmberless young femalei a literary and reli- 
gions education, who would otherwise he Io«t in the temptations of the world : 
these refute the <:ontemptible charge of idleness, nia1iciou>lv and enviously pre* 
fsfved by many illiberal profiiiie writers against the reiigiont orders. In 
Ikaaee, England, Ireland, and indeed in most parts of Eun pe, not only the 
eheafest and the most relitfious aud moral, but the best education in a' lite- 
raiTDoiot of view, is condoeted at the OonveiitaaY Sebools. Ai« for InitaDce, 
the Benedictinrs at Winchester aod at Eversham, the Augustinians at Spetis* 
bury, the Sepolchrines at New Hail, and many others, betides Conventual 
Sehoolsio Ireland, FIranee, and Flanders, too many to oeeamBerated. Pot 
boys, too, for sound moral, religious, and literary education, combined with 
oecoQomv, what institutions eoual the schools of the Jesuit Colleges?

St. Procius with his clerg^y followed his scattered flock, and ceased not to comfort and 
exhort tbeui to implore tM nercy of God, After sayintr the Trisa[rioa or triple 4oxologf 
witfi the people, tin these word*, " Holy God, holy strong, holy immortal, hmrt Mercy 
on us !'* the earthquake erased. St. Proclus was called by Vigilius the nwwt lomgd m 
prelates. He dietl on tlu 24th of October, In m.—Livrf o/ thr Saitit\.

Ohs. St. ChrysanthiiH, after Imvinir e''f>ou«»«M DaHa, persuaded her to prefer 
a state of perpetual viigiuity to thai of marriu^e,, iliat they might more ea^iilv 
«rtth perfect purity of heart trample the world hnder their feet, and accomplish 
the sole nn con«;ecration they had made of themselves to Christ in baptism. 
'Ciie zeal with which they professed the faith of Christ di^tineuisbed them iu 
the eyes of the idolators) they were aeeosed, and, aAer suflferliif tuny tor- 
ments, finished their course by aulorions martyr.iora in 237. 

St. Crtspiit's Day is still recorded as a holiday ia the £aglish Calendars. 
Tbe ftoriow martyn Crispiuot and i rifpinianiii were brothert, and were bom 
at Rom»*, wlience they travelled to Soissons in France about the year 304, to 
propagate the Christian religion. BeiiiK desirous of reuderiog themselves io- 
deoendent, they gained a ■alisistenee by shoemaking. It bavlnpr been diteo- 
vered that they privately embraced the Cnristian faith, the f?overnor of the town 
ordered them to be beheaded, about tbe year aod. The shoemakers hav^ choseo 
them for tlieir toCelar nliitt. The tiioeniakers from tb« hiitheit to tbe lovrett 
keep this as a day of feasting and jollity. It is also, we believe, observed as a 
festival with the corporate body of CorUwuiaers or Shoemakers of Loodon, bat 
without any wrt of proieeiskKi on tbe oeca8ioo« ezoept the proeeodlDf to a ta* 
vera t6 partake of a dinner, aod drink to the pioot memory of SS. Cmplo nod 
Crispinian.

The gathering of the very late sorts of Apples and of Winlor 
Pears still continues, and these firnits are, like those of the earlW 
year, laid up in the loft to complete their process of ripeoingB fait 
the winter fruits ripening while on the trees. 

The appearance of the Sheep wandering on the downs and throu^ 
the stubble fields, and grazing, strikes us more at this season of the 
year than it does earlier, as they begin to be more conspicuous 
through the thinned and falling foliage,^ which now yields to the 
blowing weather of October.

Sturliugs coDgrej^ate aud dy io a sort of vortex ; they also sit io the form of a 
circle, as vre have repeatedly noticed. 

Fun^i and Mushrooms still nbiimlant in moist places. The common Musb- 
room j4garivut Campesirit now dcclinea, but several oth<r sorts are eaten* 
ptrtlcalarly by foreigners. We remember, October 6* 18l9»to bate seen wn^ 
ral oorts vended in the markets <>f Antwerp for sale, amODg Otheri the Bsl^llli 
eduiu. The Peziza coccinea it ill abounds. 

The labour of the ba»baudman at thto time consists chiefly in wwlng his 
Wheat. Ill the irarden, when the weather permits, ihe dii?tfinjf borders, laying 
out parterres, aud pluntin:^ many plants and shrubs, are the common emptor- 
mentof the horticulturist. Small trees of Lavender, i<o>«euiary. Old Man or 
Suddervvood, and various othen* tbottld oow be planted oai, besides Roto* and 
other ornamental bushes.

Oftf. Merophu, a phiJosoplier of Tyre, out <if curion^ and' a do- 
are of seeing the world and improving his knowledge, travelled both 
into Persia and into farther India, which name the ancients gave to 
£thi^ia. He carried with him two of his nephews, Frumentins 
and EdesiiMi, with whose education he was entrusted. In the course 
of their voyage homewards the vessel touched at a certain port to 
take in provisions and fresh water. The barbarians of that country, 
who were then at variance with the Romans, stopped the ship, and 
put the whole crew and all tlie passengers to the sword, except the 
two children, who were studyin^^ their lessons under a tree at some 
distance ; tlieir innocence and tender age inspired compassion, and 
they were carried to the king. The prince, charmed with the wit 
of the two boys, took especial care of their education, and afterward 
mde FrmneBtiiis his treasurer and secretary, and Edesius his cup* 
bearer. Rnmentius was in time oidained Bishop of Ethiopia by St. 
Aihaoasius, and by Us discourses and miracles gained great nam- * 
ben to the fiuth. This holy bishop's death is commemorated 
hf tlie Latiai on the 27th of November.

11m Aid by this time has oftcntlnies quite cast its leaver ; these of the Elm 
are greatly thinned, and tlie rest quite yellow. The Poplars are fast falling, 
and the light foliage of the Mouuiuin /\sh lie scattered, lit^e its monlderinic 
P0i henries, oo the groand. The Beech* the Horoheatn, and the Oak, rettin 
their leaves the longest, and even kp«;p them all the winter. Of fmit tree*, 
SIm Cherries, Apples, and Fears, ure now .slieddioK their leaves, while the 
Mvlherry retalM Its greeo leaves to the lat(, and often keeps them all till the 
first smart frost, when they fall all at oncj. Wo have seen them drop on the 
fiiiiBg of the kuo, after a frosty ulgbt, altogether like a shower. At the fall of 
tieletf « le^etloB teket place, either in the footwtalk, or more vtaally at Its 
hviSf, and the dying part qalts the vigorous one, wdii h is promoted by the 
freight of the leaf itself, or by the action of tiie gales that hluw iu autumn oa 
Ita mjmM fom. At this line of year, as the poet says. 

The woodpath is carpeted oferwtth leaves, 

Ttie L^lories of automn decay; 
The Goddess of Plenty has bound up tier sheaves, 
Aod carried the harvest awmy. 

The yellow colour which the leaves assume at this seasim, and their begin- 
ning to fall, remind us of thefoUowiog lines of Fope'* Homer, of which J<Min* 
Qsed to be very fond ; . 

Like leaves on trees, the lace of Man is found 
Now green in youth, now witherini^ on the growid| 
Another race toe following spriiivr supplies. 
They fall succes-^ive and succeftiive riac ; 
So fenerations iu their coweedicqrf 
ao floaiish these when thoM are passed away.

Obt» St. Simon is s^kd the Canaanite, fyma the Hebrew Cmmt 
to be zealous ; hence his name Simon ZolQles» or the Zealots see 
Luke vi. 15. He sufTered martyrdom on the croas wkh tbogieateil 

composure, after much persecution and suffering;. 

St. Tude IB called both b}' the name of Thaddaeus and Libbaeus, 
Matt. X. 'd, and Mark iii. IB. Jude, the brother of James, Jude v. 1, 
And Judas, not Iscariot, John xiv, 22 He was of our Lord's kin« 
* dred : h not his moiher called Mary, and his brethren James and 
Joses, and Simou and J udasV* Matt. xiii. 55. After great succ^ 
ia his apostolic ministry , he was at last put to death for a reproof of 
the superstitious rites of the Magi. He has left one Epistle, 
esteemed to be of imivenal comcera and great importance to 
Christians. 

The Feast of St. Simon and Su Jiide was snjperstitiously consi* 
deted iainy,as well as that of St. Swithin, and this probably becansci. 
the autumnal rains began on or about that day. We have seen ibis 
passage somewhere quoted from the very old play of the Roarii^ 
Girb, ** I know it as well as 1 know 'twill raine on Simon and Jude s 
Day." Holinshed informs xis, that so great a quantity of rain fell 
on this day in 1536 as to prevent the action of a great battle that was 
to have been fought between the king's troops and the rebel army. 

The comrncucement of cold weather probably suggested the fol* 
lowing rhymes of Buckler :

Butler, iu bis account of Alfred the Great toUay. describes a very cnrioos 
manner that he adopted of measuring time, so as to be enabled to observe ca- 
nonicnl hoars more putictuallv, clocks at that time beiog unknown. Alfred 
caufit^d wcixeu caudles, marked by notches every inch, to ht kept burning in his 
oratory before the firares of tne atdiits, heuce measurlnir the boars. These 
candles were put into Boro lanleros, whlcb gav« rise to tkoiotrodiietion of Ian* 
terns into general use.

This is AUhallow's Eve, or Hallow Even, or the Vigil of All 
Saints' Day, and it is customary on this night with veang people in 
the north of England to dive for Apples, or catch at them when stuck 
upon one end of a kind of hanging beam, at the othf r extremity of 
wnich is fixed a lighied candle, and that with their mouths only, 
their hands being tied behind their backs. Nuts and Apples chiefly 
compose the entertainment, and from the custom of flinging the for- 
mer into the hre, or cracking them with their teeth, it has doubtless 
had its vulgar name of Nutcrack Night. 

Bfr. Pennant tells ns» in his Tow in Soodand, that the young 
women 'there determine the figure and sixe of their husbands by 
drawing cabbages blindfold on AUhallow Even, and» like the Eng- 
lish, j^ing^ Nutt into th€ fire.

In this great feast, says Butler, as in all other festivals of the saintSy 
Almighty God is the only object of supreme worship, and the whole of that 

Inferior veneration paid to the saints is directed to give sovereign honour to 
God alone, whose gifts their graces are. When, therefore, we honour the 
saints, in them and through them welionoorGod and Christ, the tme God 
and true man, the Rt deemerof mankind, born of the immaculate Mary, even 
Vimn, the King of the Saints, and the source of their glory andsancUtj. Those, 
amfmaiif they are, who grossly misrepresent the Catholic doctrine on this 
point, should read Butler's account (if ine first and second days of November 
before they form hasty opinions. The following antieot hymn sung at Vespers> 
aiwell as another similar one at Laudes, convey the Crne doclriBe on the 
iVhjtci:

All Souls Day.— Tkig dty U «et apart by tbe Christian 
ehiuch for the commemoration of the faithful departed* and for a 
general prayer for those souls who are detained in purgatory. Aa 

the consideration of this day involves the doctrine of purgatory, or a 
middle state, it may be necessary to give some account of it. We 
shall, however, refer the reader to Butler's Lives^ vol. ii. ; and to 
Dr Milner's End of Religious Controversy^ vol. iii. What a con- 
soling reflection it is, contends a modern writer, amidst our lamen- 
tations for departed beings whom we have loved, that we caa still 
be of service to their sonb in purgatory, or that we may in tora 
beg their intercession for us in heaven, and there hold communion 
wnk them while we are yet on earth. The passing bell is rung 
when any one dies to call the faithfnl to pray for the departing soul. 
Bourne the antiquary has written on the subject, and contends that 
this bell, contrary to the present custom, ought to be rung before 
the parties were dead, that their friends might pray for them ; this 
was formerly the case, and we doubt not gave oriL;iii to the first 
tolling and then ringine^ the bell ; for the ringing, ;vliirh is a greater 
play of tlie bell, Aviiert Ity both sides are hit by tlie clapper, com- 
menced just at the death of the parties pi ayed lor, in order to direct 
the change in the form of prayer to begin. 

In a poem, entitled ''Honoriat or a Dajr of All Souls," Lond. 
1782^ the scene of which is supposed to be fn the great church of St* 
Ambrose at Milan on this day, when this most solemn service is 
performed for the repose of the dead^ are these lines : 

Ye hallowed bells, whose voices through the air 
The awfiil summons of afflictions bear. 

In Dnrandi Rationale we find, *<Aliquo moriente Campanae 
debent pulsari* ut Populus hoc audiens oret pro ilb." He is citing 
Donne's Letter to Sir Henry Wotton in verse :

At the place where she was 
immolatta, a well of pure water sprung up, the stoaes at the bottom 
of which, it is said, were marked with red streaks, io memory of her 
innoceat blood shed on that spot, to which spring, so celebrated (or 
its miraculous cures, the following lines allude :

Mr. Pennant, speaking of St. Wenefride's Well in Flintshire, 
says : — A bell belonging to the church was also christened in honour 
of her. I cannot learn the names of the gossips, who, as usual, 
were doubtless rich persons. On the ceremony they all laid hM 
of the lope, bestowed a name on the bell, and the pnest, sprinkling 
it with holy water, baptized it. These consecrated bells were 
always inscribed. The inscription on that in question ran thus :

And a little lower was another address :

year.

064, St. Bertille wan born of one of the most Dlaetiions famlliex in the ter« 
ritory of Soigson. As she i^rew op ihe learned to detpise the world, and ear. 
net tn^ desired to renounce it * the opened her mind to St. Owen, who encouraged 
her in her resoliiiion. After carefnl self examiuation and prayer, the saint's 
ptmits were made acquainted with her desire, and God inclined them not to 
oppose It. They conducted her to Juuarre, a great monastery in Brie, where 
the wai reoeiTea with trreat joy, and never ceased to return thanks to God for 
bavlBr dmiro her out of the tempestuous ocean of the world. When St. 
Bathildas, wife of Clovis II. munificently founded the abbey of Chelles, Bertille 
was sent at the head of some of her companions, and was appointed first abbess 
of Chel1e»ln 046, which monatter^ the ?ovemed for the space of fbrf^ six 
years with equal vigour and discreiion. In her old age she redoubled her fer- 
vour and penances, and in tiie^e holy dispositions closed her life in 692. 

It i> on this day that the pretended attempt to blowup the Parliament House 
by Guy Fawke« is celebrated in England by children, who dress up a figure 
like a large doll, and call it Gay Fox. This image is burned at night in a boo. 
fire, a very wiclted spirit to encourage in children, but perfectly consistent witb

The most prevalent diseases at this time of year are those varioos catarrhal 
eomplaints, commonly called Colds, Coughs, and Kheams, which are usnally, 
though falsely, aserlbed te espotare to cola and wet. Checked penpiratioii 
from sudden chanj^^ps of temperature, from cold and wet feet, and particularly 
from sitting in draughts of air, will often cause colds, and produce other very 
bid effects 00 the constitotloo } yet the generality of ooids are epidemical 
complaints, and arise in consequence of particular states of the weather at 
present but little known. Sometimes the cold is merely an affection of the 
DOse; at otben it is attended with more fever, singing in the bead, laMit«do» 
and derangement of the stomach and bowels. Sometimes coughs are the pre* 
vailing symptoms; and on going into a church in November thecontlQaal 
noognuif of a laife assembly totally prevents our distinctly hearing the oilM- 
ating priest. The^^e, and other considerations, have induced us to regard com- 
mon colds, like tiie iotluenza, tlie glanders in horses, and many other disteoi- 
pen, to he atmospherical epidemicn. This has been illustrated by a great 
Dumber of examples, in Obiervntiont on P^rM/M «ml AifMpherical Dig* 
muetf by T. Forster, London, 8vo. 1817. 

We now come to the treatment of eoldt, a subject hitherto much mistaken; 
and our first rule is, avoid sudden changes of temperature, but, at the same 
time, avoid being in rooms too warm or too close. When the weather be wet, 
eold, or changeable, persons wliohave not been mach accustomed to exposure 
to the weather, should not go abroad ; but in general, and for hardy persons in 
particular, too much coddling i« injurious to a cold. As to regimen in colds, 
it mny be said that it ooghi in every instance to be light : persons with colds 
should avoid eating animal food, and all strong liquors ; and should take plenty 
of warm drinks ofa cooling and diluent nature, and should keep within doors. 
If the towels be not very open, a small dose or two of some aperient should be 
given, and repeated, if necessarv, at intervals. Tliere Is a very good old pro-

aee Duke Witikind embrace the faith, whose conversion was fol* 
lowed by that of his people; after which St. Willehad met joyfully 
with that death which was to open to him the gates of everlasting 
life, in the year 790. 

At Caergubv, in the isle of Anglesey, the festivity of St. Kebius, 
disciple of the great St. Hilary, and first bishop and apostle of 
Anglesey, is still celebrated. There remained in Leland's time a 
College of Canons, supposed to have been formerly the monastery 
of this saint. 

In Scotland the festivity of St. Gervad, bishop, and St.Morok, 
confessor, who flourished m the beginning of the ninth century, 
have a plal:e on this day in the Soots Calendar. 

The four brothers suflfered in the persecution of Dioclesian. 
Pope Gregory the Great mentions an old church of the Four 
Crowned Brothers in Borne.

Oh$m St. Andrew Avellino was a native of Castro Nuovo near 
Naples, and was bora in 1620^ From his earliest infancy he shewed 
a very pious disposition. To pretend to have a desire to serve God, 
and resist the temptations of the world, without having recourse to 
the daily exercises of virtue, of prayer, and of penance, he held to 
be a foolish and vain delusion. Hr practised ^reat ausienties, and 
preserved perpetual wcitchiulness over lub passions. As watermen 
who row against wind and tidti exexL every nerve and put their 
whole sueogth to the work, so ought we who labour against the 
stream of temptatbn and the wind of adversity in the precarious 
bark of life to omit no auxiliary to our virtue, but strive with all oar 
strength and vrith aU the helps we can get against the foe who is 
oppoung our course. If any one lets go bis nold, his skiff like a 
boat wiU be carried down the tide of pleasure into the whirlpool of 
dastmction. St. Andrew Avellino, after a life of useful labour in 
the service of the truth, after founding many monasteries, and doing 
many virtuous acts, at length, broken by age, he w as attacked with 
apoplexy at mass, while saying hitroU/v ad tiltare Dei, and expired 
in the eighty eighth year of his age. He was prtpdred for his oas- 
sage by the labt sacraments, and died on the 10th of Norember, 
1608. His remains are kept in the ehurch of his convent of St. 
Paul at Naples, and he was canonit a d by Pope Qement XI.

He began his work by dedi- 
cating himself a holocaust to God* and spending thirty days is 
prayer at the tomb of St. Bavo at Ghent, and offered there every 
day the holy sacrifice. He wrote an elegy to St. Bavo, which was 
formerly sung in the divine Office of St. Bavo at Ghent, andispnb* 
Jished by Usher and Mabiil, Saec ii. Bon. p. 461. * 

St. Lebwin is patron of Daventer, and had a famous church there, 
still bearing his name. In it were preserved his reliques, famous 
for miracles. See D%Licu des Fays bos.

'We cannot expect any j^reat difference In the weather between the first week 
In November and this time.

. might well bay with 8halcspeare :

The Lypsanc^aphia, or Catalogue of Reliques, printed in 171 3 at 
Hanover, mention among others the reliques of St. Gertrude in a 
tidi shrine. She is to be distinguished from St. Gertrude, also a 
viigin and abbess, celebrated on SU Patrick's Daj, March 17.

On the Origin of Clocks^-^The clepsydrae or Tvaterclocks seem to 
be very antient; but clocks made with wheels and a pendulum, and 
having a dial an I hands to shew the hours, are of more modern date 
than may be commonly supposed. Thev are not, however, so 
modern as Weidler and Chalmers make them, wlio date tlieir inven- 
tion from the filteenth century. An exceedin<jly It^arned paper, 
however, read before the Society oi Gottingen in 1768 by Trotessor 
Bamberger, and quoted bj Beckmann, proves incontestibly that 
clocks were invented' as early as the year 700; and it seems that, 
undergoing successive improvements, they were introduced into 
common use in the abbeys, monasteries, and churches of Europe, 
about the middle of the eleventh century ; and that they struck the 
hour on bells, is also evident. The chimes, or a more perfect and 
numerous play of bells, such as are now used to measure the quar- 
ters, and to play tunes at certain hours, are of still more modern 
date. Those at Antwerp, Ghent, and throughout Holland, are very 
musical. Carillons played by keys and pedals, such as those in the 
towers and steeples ui the Low Countries of Flanders and Holland, 
and of the Lomandft (tf Scotland, are yet more modem. Burney, 
in his Musical Tours in Germany, has given a very good account of 
them. See also Genti Mag. genmnU Index, and Menthly Mag^ 
aidi. 363, and ^tmoi. PAenom. 393.

How Krlevoasly, says Butler, 
are those foolish parents the ipirltoal nivrderera of their own children who 
bring them ui> to place their hupplnesii in the gratification or their passiotfs, 
and who oy pampering their bamoars and caprices render their appetites iii- 
oootrolabie, and themselves anftt for the duties of penance and the labours or 
life. Butler then ^oe8 on to rive his readers the edlfyin^ particulars of the 
aastere and laborious life otiit. Edmund, who at lengtb, after manv travels 
and labours iu the cause of the Catholic fiiith. as made Archbishop of Canter- 
tonrf. hot fctlrei before he died to the Cistercian abbey of Pontigny In 
Champagne, and aftersvards to Soissy, where he died afier a short illness and 
liie holy oils. Hi* death was without pain or convulsions, calmly expiring in 
tbe Bltattof Ills last prayers, and never interrupting, as it seemed, from illness, 
flioie holy exercises which conducted his happy soul to the eternal mansions of 
the blessed Saints and Angels, there aj)d with them to continue the same 
praises world without end. His intercession has been powerfully exerted 
&nce his death ; and, among other things, Stephen the historian is recorded to 
have got rid of a violent toothache by his prayers. His relique» are enshrined 
nad hept in his eoavent.

See also our account of St. Peter ad Vi'ncula, August 1st ; t.ee ;il»o our 
May 3<1, September Mth, and November 3d. St. Gregrory is related to have seen a 
remarkable VJmod tf the conflict of Ibe holy martyr Troadiut ; and some profftoe writers 
hare styled him aad other Mtintii to whom tiich sppearaocet have been presented, ts 
ylsionaries, in the reprobativr sense of tlie word. The fact, however, really i-;. that 
certain persons are giited with a peculiar organization for seeing visions. Dr. Gail, it.i 
celebrated discoverer of the Anatomy of the Brain, has declared that St. Igrnatius and 
other holy persons, St. Gregory among the rest, probably, possessed this or^ '»i'^tioa 
.of the brain. But ihit circumstance, so far from difcountenandng the doctrine ut idnt* 
nitory visions, rather coaflriM it ; for the said Orsaa of Superuaturality maf be the pe 
culiar instrument that the Deity employs, whereby to operate visions on the minds of 
nints and holy persons. 

St. Hugh, the Bishop of Lincoln, is related by Dr. Milne in his Gothic Architecture to 
have actually carried many of the atones and mortar to his workmen, while building tht 
magniAcent cathedral of that city. Such was the zeal, humility, and activity, ol oar 
antfent Catholic prelates, forming a terrible contract to tl>e numerous. Idle, and avaiidow 
clerpy of modern times, of luxury, pride, hypocrisy, and baneful refinement. Neitlierlitf» 
Deorum templa vovo arcorare saxo, the popular feeling now. A few new giniirerbwid 
churcheii, more like Chinese pa2ro.i1-, spoiled in making than temples of \vor>hip, are 
built; while the most magnificent remains of Gothic architecture and religious enerrv 
are left to decay. And so closely is man's canal lUbid connected, while in thi« desbj 
bonda<e» with externals, that we always find aimrgy aad loftinsss ^ devotion rise aad 
Ikll with that of its monumental and slgnlferous exterior. The present ajre of iesi^ 
illustrates this, and from the mnulderin^'^ abbey :ind (^llhednl nsowids lallktty the ff^ 
phetiC strains.

Obs. St. Elizabeth was the daughter of Alexander the Second, kioK of 
Hungary, and his queen Gertrude. She was born in l'i07, and died in 1231. 
Aware of the fugitive nature uf all worldly pleasures, the vanity of riches, and 
the trumpery dross of worldly honours ; considering that this life will soon be 
over, and our busy pursuits a vail u^nothine; this holy and nuble lady devoted 
Iter whole tinoe to the service of Gud, andplaced her afTections on the impe- 
rishable treasures of a better state of existence- She founded many charitable 
and relieious institutions, and was assi*ted in her devotions by her husband, 
the young Landgrave Lewi:). Her marriage only increased her virtues, and 
•he lived a l|fe of more austerity than a recluse, and spun wool with her own 
bands, and made woofs for the poor of the religious orders. After the death 
of the landgrave she was persecuted with violence and bigniry. and was 
turned out of the castle by her brother in lav Henry, and otherwise ill used. 
At her ill treatment she only seemed to rejoice; and one evening hearing the 
bell sound for matins at the church of the Franciscan Friars, she went ihitber, 
and implored them to sing a Te Deum for the trialBof virtue with wMch Ood 
bad proved her. See BufUr^t Live.% xi.329. 

We have alluded before to the Franciscan orders : if the reader should de- 
tire an account ofthese and other orders, they mav be found in Butler*s Live$^ 
and in a large folio French work, entitled Recneil des Co^tumn cfM Ordn^^ 
liC* with numerous coloured plates, printed at Paris io 1784*

Many species of Pattioiiflower blowing Itte in the autumn, reqpire Ibc 

shelter of the greenhouse and even of the stove in cold situations. They are 
beautiful trailing plants, and their leaves, reddening in decay, are often aaor* 
namental as their flowers when in prime. 

If the weather be dry and fair at this time of year, the borders of the garden 
should be dug, at leasi those which have not been dug up before earlier in the 
autumn. Herbaceous and bulbous plants may also be put into the ground; 
and, the leaves being nearif all do«n« the gardener may ocgin to clear up the 
garden for the winter. 

At this time of year great numbers of birds of various kinds live ^n flocks, 
which, being composed chiefly of the numerous young of summer'^ broods, are 
often very large. The great destruction which goes on annually among birds 
can be no wiiere better proved than by observing the disproportinn becween 
the numbers of any species in autumn and those of the following spring. In 
the fens of Cambrideeshire, Lincolnshire, and in Holland, this is particularly 
observable. We have been in those fiat and fenny districts at (his present 
time of year, and have been astonished at the vast quantity not only of Geese 
and Ducks, but of Crows, Rooks, Daws* and other common birds, with which 
in soaie places the air seems darkened. About the rocky shores of this island 
still greater numbers of sea birds inhabit, and the poet lias justly spoken of 
die plumedark air in those ornithophurous regions. 

Tne dark time of year is now approaching, when Cocks sre said to crow 
more than ordinary. That the aniients counted the watches of the niglit b\ 
Cnckcrowings, we have abundant proof. So in King Lear, ''He begins at 
Curfew, and walks till the iirstCock/' Again» in the Twelve Mery Jestes of 
the Widow Edith, 1673: 

The tiniethey pas merely til ten of theclok. 
Yea, and I ihali not Ijre til after the first Cok. 

It appears from a passage in Romeo and Juliet, that they were canmsiMtill 

three o»clock :

Ofts. St. Edmund, king of the East Angles, having been attid^ed 
lof the Danee in 870, and, vnable to reiist tbem, heroicall v oflbed 
to surrender himself a prisoner provided they would spare nis snb- 
jecta. The Danes, however, having seized him, used their utmost 
•ndecvoun to induce Edmund to renounce his religion ; but, he re- 
fusing to comply, they first beat him with clubs, then scourged him 
with whips, and afterwards, binding' him to a stake, killed him with 
their arrows. His body was buried in a town where Sigebert, one 
of his predecessors, had built a church, and where afterwards, in 
honour of his name, a more spacious building: was erected, which, 
together with the town, was named St. Jtdinundsbury, but it is now 
called Bury St. Edmunds.

In the Ephemeriib today is called Oligohemera, from there being now but a 
verv little daylight. The days, however, hsve not quite, thouj;h nearly* got 
to the shortness uf the winter solstice ; the true breSMl seasOB bcgiaauig 
about the feast of ihe Conception, 8th of December. 

The reader wilt find a particular account of the seasons in a small work* 
entitled "Pocket Encyclopaedia," published by Nicholls and Son, London 
The best division is the following : Early SpriDgbegins at Candlemas* 
late Spring at Elm's lldej early Summer at Barnaby TldCv late Summer at 
St. S\*ithin ; early Autumn at >t. Barilemy'sTide, late Autumn at MichaeUnss; 
early Winter at Conception Tide, late VV inter at New Year's Tide. 

The fo^ of November are at this time often changed for boisterous winds, 
which sweep off the last of the decayed leaves, and lesve the trees qaite 
bare. 

The Saxons called November iriutmount or Windmonth, on account of the 
prevalence of high winds in this month. For the same reasons the GerflSaas 

call it frififfrmont/i, the word wmtt r having the !?ame root as wind.

Obs. It is an old tradition, that ilie Blessed Virgin Marjr was preteoted 
ill the temple in her infancy, and dedicated, according to the exceedioglf 
antfent cuitom, to the iervice of Heaven. This aolenn offering uf Our Ladf 
to God when only a child is the foundation of the festival of today, which in 
the Greek Churcn is called the Entrance of the Blessed Virgin into the temple. 
This festival Is mentioned in the most antient Greek Menologies which are to 
be found. Germanus, the Patriarch of Constantinople in the chirteenth cen- 
tury, preached several sennons on it, which have come down to our days. 
The festival nassed from the Greeks into the west, and was kept at Avignon 
as earlv as 13T2. Butler, speaking of ihe Presentation, observes, The tender 
soul of^ Mary was then adorned with the must precious £r aces, an object of 
astonishment and praise to the Angels. Mary was the first who set up the 
Slandard of virginity, which so many have since followed. The religious 
orders, and particularly the females, ought especially to take her for their pa- 
troness, as her life was the most perfect model of their state. They should 
always have her example before their eyes, and imitate her in prayer, humi* 
lity, modesty, quietude, and retirement. She who has the company of good 
thoughts, says St. Ambrose, is never less alone than when alone. It is a curi- 
ous net, that virginity has been from time immemorial respected in all reli- 
gions, except certain heretical schisms, which have been levelled at Christi- 
anity in the middle and later ages ot the Church. In like manner the doctrine 
of Intercession, however misunderstood or abused, has formed a featirre in all 
antient religions, and modern heresv alone has dared to gainsay it. But even 
Milton, tainted as Tie was with the vile rubbish of Puritanism, is lavish in his 
praises both of the great Christian virtue in question, as well as of the holy 
doctrine to which we have alluded. His beautiful poem Cnmtjs illustrates 
the truly Catholic turn of his great mind, whicli seems, as it were, to beam 
through the prejudices of his education. What can be finer than the follow- 
ing lines, whicii would have been worthy of St. Teresa herself, and which ex- 
press true Catholic sentiments: 

So dear to Heaven is saintly Chastity, 
That when a soul is found sincerely so, 
A thousand liveried angels lackey ner, 
Driving far off each thing of sin and guilt; 
And in clear dream and solemn vision 
Tell her of things that no Kross ear can heir; 
Till oft converse with heavenly habitants 
be^in to cast a beam on the outward shape. 
The unpolluted temple of the mind, 
And turns it by degrees to the soul's essence. 
Till all be made immoftal. 

The following passage is still more to the purpose, and expresses the senlt- 
ments of faith, of hope, and of devotion, raised in a sceptical mind by the con- 
templation of this great Christian virtue : 

0 weloome, pure eyed Faith, whUehanded Hope, 

Thou hovering angel, girt with golden wings. 
And thou, unblemished form ot Chastity, 

1 tee ye visibly, and now believe. 

Thewliole poem expresses the same sentiments, and theabsardmythofo. 
gtcal beings invoked or alluded to only shew how completely grounded in the 
nature of the human mind is the tendency to believe in the intercession o( ao> 
gelic powers, and how prone we are, when the powerful feeling is not in- 
structed in its true objects, to be thereby led into numberless crrort of Credu- 
lity. We shall resume this subject on the octave of this day, Mo v. 29.

She was a Roman lady of good and pious family, and 
was early converted to the faith, and made a vow of virginity when very 
young, but watftirdbly eompelled to marry Valerian, whom the iniaiediatcly 
cx>o verted, together with his brotherTiburtius and an officer named Maxiail^ 
and ttaey were all persecuted, and suffered martyrdom ahortl^ atterwarda.

Some part of the adoration of thit saint 
aeenato have arisen from the tradition that she was skilful in the practice of

8t. Chrytostom ele^anily describes the effect of tacredmu tic in kindling the 
fire of divine love in the soul, and the constant useot mu«ic in the church 
shews how much her pastors and bishops have approved of the same in alt 
ages. Tlie cflTecis of high mass are known to be powerfully influential on 
some minds in exciting strong aentimcnts of devotion. Ut, Auttin describes 
iu effect on himself shortly after his conversion, and says also that the tweet 
singing at the church did cause him to shed abundance of teats. The wretched 
heretical puritans in this country tried to abolish churdi music, for it waa 
part of their plan to render religion gloomy; and traces of their influence are 
still to be seen in the moping mclanch .ly of a Sunday afternoon amnn;; certain 
acaarians in England and in Holland; while it is the glory ot the mother 
chnrch to exhibit religion in all those rormt of cheerfttinett and gratitude 
vrhich ou^ht to be raised in an innocent mind by the festive celebration of the 
adorable mysteiies of Christianity. A similar argument to that apolted to 
maaic may oe used with respect to the aplendid paintinga of tacred history 
which adorn our larger Catholic chapels and cathedrals. The use of exter- 
nals is nut rightly understood by people in general: Catholics alone know how 
to value the i)owerful influence exercised on the mind by piout tnagerf 
blended with suitable music. Milton, who<e feehngs were in so many 
respects Catholic, has some good verses on this subject in his Jl Petuerasa. 
CoBcertt were comaiOB on St. Cecilia>k Day In the timet of Dryden and of 
Pope.

0^<t. St. Clement was the son of Faustinas, and was converted to the faith 
by St. Peter and St. Paul. He was « Roman, and, as he himself aays, of the 
race of Jacolv He wrote two evceNent Cpitllef to the Corinthiant. found Hi 

the Alexandrian Manuscript of the ISible. St. Clement snccceded St. Cletua 
in the Apostolical Chair of Rome in the year 9\, and reif^ned nine jeara. 
£u5ebiu8 says he died in the third year of Trajan, others style h\m a martyr. 
St. Clement is generally believed to have died a natural death about the year 
lOOf at the commencement of the Emperor Trajan's reign. His legend relates 
that he was cast into the sea with an anchor about his neckband that on fheCiM 
anniversary of his death the sea retired from the place where he suffered^ 
though three miles from the shore, and discovered a superb temple of tkc 
finest marble, which contained ji monument to the saint. The sea withdrew 
in this way for several years, for seven days in succession. In allusion to this 
circumstance, the device of an anchor may be seen in the various parts of the 
church of St. Clement Danes, London, and on the boundary marks of the parish. 
Many of the parishes in the city of London have got certain surnames, as St. 
Clement Danes, St. Margaret Rattens, St. Giles CrippIegate,St. Michael Bassi- 
shaw, &c. derived from oral circumstances, or Irom facts in the history of 
those parishes. 

Plolt, in his " History of Staffordshire,'* page 430, describing a Clog Alma- 
nack, says. A ]>ot is marked agamst the ^ of November, tor the feast of St. 
Clement, from the antient cuatom of coing about that night to beg drink to 

make merry with.

November.

As the severer westher of winter is approaching, it is advisable to forewarn 

persons who hustle the cold, as it is called in Sussex, against ihe too frequently 
incurred dangers of close apartments, which are in many ways destructive of 
the healih. The cheerful fire, closed doors, and drawn curtains of an even- 
ing, by which Jack Frost and his biting Aeolian companions are kept out, are 
admittedly very snug means of rendering our northern winter agreeable: but 
persons err by not having sufficient vent for air to pass freely in and out of 
their apartments, particularly their bedrooms by night. People sit in draughts 
in warm summer weather, when thev are really dangerous, and exclude all air 
in winter. The metallic wheels or flyers placed in window panes and door 
pannehi, which whirl round with the passing current, and are called Ventila- 
tors, are very useful machines ; as, besides tending to circulate the air, the ra- 
ptdity of their motion indicates the comparative heat of our rooms. — Peretmial 
Calendar.

St. Chrysogonusy martyr, 851. 
SS« Flora and Mary, virgins and martyrs, 861. 

St. Cianan or Kenan, bishop in Ireland, 489. 

0^9. St. John of the Cross was born at Avila in Old Castile In 1542, and 
died in 1591. With his mother's milk, says Butler, lie sucked in the most 
tender devotion to the Blessed V'inrin, and whs preserved from many danger* 
by her visible intercession. To satisfy his devotion to lier, he took at twenty 
one years of a^e the religions habit among the Carmelite Friars of Medina in 
ld63. After deubendog with himself aboot enteriof Ibe order of Carthusiaoi* 
lie at leneth was persuaded by St. Teresa to become one of ilie reformed or 
barefooted Carmelites, u hich took place ou Advent Sunday in 15tkl. So great 
were the au<^tt>rities of those friarSt that ScTfltsa was forced to exert herself 
to limit them. Ttiis order was, however, approved of Ity Pope Pius V. and con- 
firmed by Gregory XIII . in l.^tiO. See Butler's Lives, xi. \n^■^e 404. From the 
great attachment of this Saint to the Cross, the emolem of our religion, he 
was called St. John of the Cro8?». And from hi^ fervid and flowery discourses, 
with this ensien in his hand, he made many converts even in the vvavering aue 
in which he lived, when the austere religious rites of early Christianity were 
at>ont to give place to the acquisitive and crafty policy ot more unsteady times. 
St. John is even recorded to have prayed for crosses and troubles to try his pa- 
tience, perseverance, contempt of tne flesh, and love of God. Persecutions, 
he used to say, were the means to attain to the deoth and knowledge of the 
myntery of the Cross. How contrasted to such a life of austerity is that of the 
|>ampered modern Epicurean, who, settin,^ his heart on the perishable plea- 
tures of this world, cannot eiyoy one of tliem, from his impatience of the dis- 
appointments and troubles wftn which the happiest of mortal lives are not 
free. In the little solitary convent of Hegnuela in the mountains St. John 
finished his mystical treatises that compose his works. We find the followinj; 
aspiration in alluftlon to this saint:— As rivers when filled with Gopions rains 
almost overflow their banks, in impatience to disembogue themselves Into the 
ocean i so may oar souls, like that of the holy John, replenished with the 
•howeft of dmne grace, so overflow with tIevotloD that they may swell irith 
desire to mingle in the sea of eternal \oy.—F/orilc0iuni, \i. '24. 

Saiot Flora was a martyr at Cordova in the ninth century, uhere she suf. 
§end martyrdom with St. Mary, another pious virgin, by decapitation, ordered 
by the Cadi, on the 24tli of November, a')I.

For this 
offence the Emperor Maxentius caased her to be instantly cast into prison. 
Here by her eloquence and learuinK she converted the empress and one of the 

Eriucipal generals of Maxentius ; this so enraged the emperor, that he ordered 
er to be tortured with four cuttinir wheels, in which were saws of iron, sharp 
nails, and sliarp knives ; the wheels turned one against another, and thas th« 
gaws, linives, and nails nif t. She was so lied to one of the wheels, that the 
other, beinir turned the contrary way, her body might be torn in differeuC 
places w ith the sharp inBtrameiits : she was afterwards beheaded. The Cathe> 
fine \Vh< < l. u-^cl as a sien to puMic houses, and as a name for pinwhecis, 8 
bort of artilicial lireworks, deiive<i their origin from this instrument of torture; 
aod SU Catherine is ii«iiaily represente d with a large wheel by her side. From 
a corrupted pronunciation of St. Caihcrino's Wheel came also the common dgB 
of the Cut and Wheel at puMic houses and shops. . 

In the church of West Wickham in Kentis an oldpaintinL' in a window of 
St. Catherine rr.impling on tiie Fniperor Maxr-ntius. This picture has been 
copied by Mr. Hune, aud made oue of the subjects of the numerous woodcuts 
n tiis Evert/ Day Book. 
St. r.ithi'i ine bv'wvi esteemed the patrone'^s of learned men, her image is fre- 
^ quently to bei^een in the libraries of Christendom, just as that of the fabulous 
Minerva used to be in the libraries of the antients. Ind^-e*! the Catholic 
Church In the midtllc at;rs, by allowing the invocation of partirular saints for 
the protection of particular sciences, trades, and callings, did no more than

works being dedicated to Heaven, and patronised by those already its blest 
iuhabiunts^ we lost sight of the faloe of perishable in the hope of endlen en- 
joyments.

The Scented Coltsfoot TtuHl«g9 fmgrans in very mild weather berias to 

blow about this time, and erects its sweetly smelling blos«5oms, while its old 
leaves are rottiuK on the gropod. it Is the first of the few p ants that consti- 
tnte the tme Hybernal Flora. We have noticed tlii^ plant as in blow on the 1st 
of January, which It often is; for it continues flowering all the winter when 
the weather is open. The next species in succession that flowers with us is the 
White Coltsfoot, which flowers at the end of Jamiary ; then the eomnMMi Yet- 
low Coltsfoot in March ; and, lastly, the large Butterbur, at the end of March 
or beginning of April. Bat tiie present species and the white one are the only 
two tnat can be called hvbemal. 
We have now frequently high winds, at other times dead CMBS.

late in oar greenhouses. 

The time of year is now arrived when the Myrtle will no longer bear being 
left abroad in most parts of England :it!(i France. I n the south ot France, how- 
ever, as well as the southwest uf England, there are many situations in which 
It grows all wioteroat of doors. The Myrtle, we know not for why, was con- 
secrated by pag-an «!Upprstifion to V'enus. Myrtle wreaths are often spoken of, 
and remind ua ot the folluwing verses of Dray'iun, in hisElysiuui of the Muses: 

The garland lone ago was worn 

As Time pleased to bestow It: 
The Laarel only to adorn 

The conqueror and the poet. 
The Palm his due, wiio,iineontiol*4» 

On danjfcr looking^t.'Tavely,

We observed a phenomenon today, which, as It may often occnr, we shall 
notice. We observed some lar^e stubble fields, on which weeds were growing, 
apparently covered with iOiDe white flowers, which at this dreary time of year 
snrprised us; on a closer examination, what we took to be flowers turned out 
to be the little rouud and white puffs of the Common Groundsel Senecio cui^ 
fCarii, which, having flowered in thousands in the field daring the late mild 
weather, were now in seed, and covered the field, unshaken by any wind <iiirinr 
this calm season. Tiie Asier iardifiorus still remains in flower. 

The weather at this time is osaany mild and wet, with fogs ; we have, how- 
ever, an occasional Interchange of frosts. On sonic occasions a kind of weather 
occurs now which happens every now and then durina the coarse of all the 
winter months. Tbe air becomes perfeetly ealm, the sky cleoded aad dnrir» 
withont much mist belovr, and the ground ppts dry. Not a leaf stirs on the 
trees, and the sounds of distant bells, and other soandsand noises, are heard 
at a great distance. Just as they are on other oceasions before ndo. The ther- 
mometer is often from forty five to fifty two degrees. The barometer rises to 
set fair and remains steady, and the current of sinoke from the chimneys either 
K^esstraieht apright into the air In a vertleal eolamn, or inclines so little 
with the breath of air as to indicate sometimes one wind, and sometimes ano- 
ther. At this time the crowing of the Cocks, the noise of busy Hooks and 
Daws, which feed in floclcs In the meadows, and fly at morning and eventide in 
flocks to and from their nests the music of distant singing, and the strokes of 
the church clocks and chimes, are heard for miles, as ii carried along under the 
apparent tooBding board of the eloads above. Even the voices of persons are 
beard at a vast distance, all being hushed around. This sort of weather is well 
dMciibed by Mr. White of Selborne in a poetic effatioii, which has been coaled 
into tbe Fereeolil Calendar. -w,—

It has been often enquired wtiy Vanes were so frequently made in the form 

of Cocks; we believe this form to be originally a relijfiou'* emblem, and the 
tail of the Cock being cunvetiiently siiaped to catch the wind was used as the 
fan of the Vane. 

In Brand, by EIHr, vol. i. we find, Vanfs on the tops of steeples were nn- 
tieutly made iu the form of a Cock, called from hence Weather Cocks and put 
Up in papal times to remind Ihe clergy of watchfulness.

Thebadite or jewel 
is worn pendent to a green riSband over the left shonlder, and tied vnder the 
r.rm. It consists of the image of St. Andrew, vvitti the cross before, enamelled 
and chased on rays of gold, the cross and feet resting upon a ground of ena* 
melled green } and on tne back, enamelled on a green gronnd. a thistle gold 
an«l green, the flower rcddisi), with the above motto round it. The collar con- 
sists of Tliistles and sprigs of Hue interspersed, and from the centre is sus- 
pended the image of St. Andrew; tiie whole of goid*enamelled. 

Tiie figure of St. Andrew's cross is to be sccn OD many coini and tfadetnen*! 
tokens connected with Scotland.

For our part, we have never considered November a disa- 
greeable month, as the cold is seldom severe, and though there are heavy fogs 
and interrhanecs of violent irales of noctni n.'il wind, yet on the whole there are 
more days in November in whicli we can walk abroad and ei^oy ourselves 
than in either Decemberi January, or February.

The abovp were harnOej^s abuses of tho religious character and spirit of those 
early ages, but they have been made use of by some writers to strenrtbea the 
fiatse ehanre of Idolatry bnnirht agalntc the Citbotie rellfloa. That there Is a 
tendoncy in ffio human mind to form Images rnililcn itical of any occult 
powers 6u which we rely cannot be doabtedi aod the Chriatiao reiigiba being 
in lc»eefemonioa>i part adapted to the (aiilan of bnmaB namre, it w» wtwr 
when the true relif;iofi was e-^lahlished at Home, to substitute Imasres of real 
•aiots and emblems of historical facta for tbe figures of FaUaa, ^ono, Jupiter, 
and othe r figures of the powers of the elemenle. As oar whole eonnesioa with 
the worhl is by tnrans nfotir senses .uu! bodily nruans, so our communication 
with lieaven while here roust of necessity be by medos of aeiuible signs aud i»f 
fieelings which exist by the interventioaof die oodily powers. Hence tiie total 
fallacy of the spiritualism of rnnny sects becomes manifest. Irnape^ are forci- 
ble mementoes, aud those who object to their pre*»cnce iu churches might as 
well object also to pictures. It would be insulting common sense to suppose, 
ai calumniators of relikfion assert, that the Catholic worshipped either the 
molten imago or the coloured canvass, while history shews that these things 
were only regarded us memorlalt* An ornamented eattedral may seoin ab- 
mrd to a Dutch Calvinistj but to the classic antiquary and [)iouiS Catholic. 
tvery decoration of a buildhit: is letrible as a monumental document. The 
lofty wpirt of the ehnieh point>, as a learned arehltecf expresses it, to that 
Heaven to which we are to a.«pir<'. The Cocit on the vane U an emblem of cleri- 
cal vieilancc ; for the bird of dawmng sounds the early clarion to call us to 
prayiT. Tiie lt< lis, too, of cathedrals an^l churches had suitable inscriptions, 
a.% Odette Fidt leSt Omvoco Sfinrf(,s. The windows painted with sacred sub- 
jects bring into our minds the nl0^t important eventsot religions history; Ibe 
very make of a cathedral, the sublime form of its arehiteetare, tlie mixed 
voices and music of the choristers, all conjoin to cause a sentiment of venera- 
tion, and become a source of excitement to the cardinal virtues, which re- 
minds one of the weeds of the prophet, •* r«a lAt ntfy «li«e €Heth tmmf tk^ 

But, though in Christian countries the images and emblems of the real 
Saints, who now are enjoying the blessings of Heaven, were sobstitated tor thft 
above described mythological images emhleniatical of the elementary powers, 
they should never be confounded tin ni, an error into which Milton fell iu 
his poetical works, and whicli makes many persons suspect his belief in Chris- 
tianity. But Milton, by being unfortunately educated among puritans, lost 
the respect for Christian truth, and the beauty of the Catholic ritUHl aud doc- 
trine, that he otherwise would have liadj and/by receiving an education cxcla- 
siveiy classical, be became almo>t insent>ible to the distinction between clas- 
^eBlerablents and Christian truths : otherwise he conTd never have mixed Our 
Saviour and the Saints and Angels w ith tlie false >roils of anti'iuity, as he has 
done throughout his works. He possessed, however, by nature a' noble mind, 
and at tfanct a Catholle elevation of sentiment and grandeur of imagery.

Having been sentenced to be tied to a pillar, 
and whipped with scourges loaded with leaden plummets till she 
expired, she underwent this punishment cheerfully, and died in the 
hands of the executioness.

By the time that December sets in the leaves are all fallen ; of 
which Horace, who wrote in a more southern clime than ours, is 
nevertheless mindful^when he says. Hie tertius December sylvis 
honorem decusit. 

During the violent gales of wind and rain, and particularly during 
a certain unhealthy continuance of such weather, which often takes 
place in the winter^ we have noticed a phenomenon to prevail, which 
al all times of year happens before rain accompanied by wind, 
namely, the snapping of the widu of candles and lamps, and the 
growth of a foul excrescence about them, called funguses. Viml 
represents the women at work by lamplight as foreknowing the 
coming weather by these sicrns : Testa cum ardente viderent Scintil' 
lure oleum ac putres concre^cere Juntos, Lights of all sorts, and 
also fires, burn badly in this kind of weather ; and it is recorded 
that the lamps burning before the figures of the A'irgin Mary have 

fone out prematurely, when their wicks vfera fouud to be full of 
'un^. The burning blue of candles, fabulously ascribed to the 
coming of some ghostly phantom, seems also to be the effoct of a 
peculmr state of the aur. 

This da^ being usually in the season of Adveot, we may introduce 
the following ancient lines on the sports of the season : 

Three wtH kes before the day whereon was borne tbe Lord« of Graee, 

And on tlu' Tlitir>rlayt' boyes and \rirh do runne In every place,

RfMids Xavier. By the Irresistible force of his zeal and miracles he not only 
converted many pagan and Mahometans, but aUo reformed the debauched 
tnauaers of many Christiaus. St. Francis received the recompense of his la« 
boon in 1162, beimr ouly fbrtv six fcwtold. The nnnberof miracles wroafht 
at the prayers of this saint induce us to say something of modern miracles in 
geneial, with a view to clear up u point in which maov people err much in 
oi»iiilon. It it not pretended that the workers of mimeict, as tbey are called, 
do 80 bv their own power, but that Almighty God does so at the instisration ot 
their pious prayers, and always with the view of supporting the Catholic 
• Cliarcn therebv. Some of the most remarkable that nave happened In enr 
time are those at St. Winifred's Well on the person of Winifred White. and that 
at New Hall on the person of Miss Barbara O'Conner, published in the Catholic 
Mfeeellany. To tboee who doobt of modem mlraeles, we reeomoiend a peru- 
sal of the evidence previous to forming a hasty opinion. The miracles which 
continue to be wrought from time to time, in attestation of the sanctitv of the 
Catholic Chnrefa alone, are eitaMialied on evidence eoually strong w\th tbit 
on which Protestants, in common with Catholics, believe the miracles re- 
corded ill the Holy Scriptures : these modern miracles have in some iustanccf 
been proved by a teriet of eorrei|>ondlng testimony, fimn witaeaaes of tbe 
facts, of such a consistent and positive nature as could not be rejected on anv 
ordinary subject in a court of law: and there have been a sacceaaion of sacb 
miracles wroogbt in favovr of Oatni^lictom from tbe time of Jetos Christ to tbe 
nre«-ent day, many of which have possessed all the requisite charact»^rs of truth 
lai'i •lovvn bj the most scrupulous critica.; lastly, because the doubtlne of 
CatttoUc miraetet wonM tend to Intralldate those of boly writ, whose greater 
relative (iistanoeof tlneand piaoelenen^, Mw/eriv pari6i«r,tbeireompinitife 
probability.

The adoration paid to Si. Barbara was formerly very great, and 
is bo still m Spam, FortugaU Italy, and other faithful countries, 
whereby the Catholie leligion has nsver suffered at all by revohitions. 
The foUowing is nearly the translatioa of a Spanish prayer to this 
saint against stoimt, to be used particularly before and during « 
tempests!

ht recaved like her into the kingdom wherein thou reignest in per- 
fect trinity and unity for ever and ever. Amenir-Then follows the

In a curious old Prayer Book, entitled Celeste Paimetnm, pub- 
lished at Bruges, p. 287, we have a little Office of St. Barbara, com- 
posed chiefly of orations and hymns, most of which express the vari- 
ous particular objects of her patronage, and are addressed to he r against 

disease, violent death, and imminent danger. One runs thus :

Ofrs. St. Sabas retired when quite young to a monastery called 
Plavinia; in vain his friends employea every m^lAiis to induce him 
toietnm into the world, he had tasted the wtterness of it and the 
sweetness of the yoke of Christ, and nothings could dra^ him from 
his good purpose. He was particularly humble, mortified, nnd fer- 
vent : one day, whilst at work in the garden, he gathered a beautifiil 
Apple with an intention to eat it; but, reflecting that this was a 
temptation of the devil, he threw the Apple on the gronnd, and trod 
upon it : he made a vow from that time never to eat any Apples as 
long as he lived. After a life spent in great sanctity and labours, 
he departed to our Lord on the 5th of December, in 532, being 
ninety four years old^

The Pueple or 
Violet, which is the penitential colour, is used on all the Sundays 
and Farias of Advent, and of the penitential time from Septuagesuna 
till *Easter> as also on Vigils^ Ember Pays, and Ro^^ation Days, 
when the Office is of them. Green is used on all Sundays and 
Fenas from Trinity Sunday to Advent exclusivelvi and from lUe 
Octave of the Epiphany to Septuagesima exclusively^ whenever the 
Ofliee is of the Sunday ; bat m iho PUduJ time the wkH§ is used. 
The Blacx is used on Holy Friday^ tpA in masses of BsgwUm fdir 
the dead, which may be said on any day» that is not « Sunday or a 
double, except the days from Palm Sttnday to Low Sunday ; and 
during the Octaves of the Epiphany, of Pentecost, and of Cocpfva 
Christi.

Obs* St. Nicholas was born at Patara in Lycia : he died in 343. 
He is called Patron of School Children ; a clue to which is afforded 
to us bv a writer in the Gentleman's Magazine for April 1777 , 
vol. xlvii. p. iuB, who mentions having in his possession an Italian 
Life of St. Nieholaa^ 3d edit. 4to. Naples 16459 from which' he tran- 
slates a story, which fully explains tne oocasioii of boys addtossiac 
themselves to St. Nicholas's pationage. St. Nicholas was inuied 
from his infancy to the exercises of devotion, penance, and perfect 
obedience. He was chosen Archbishop of M^, and in that exalted 
station became famoi]? by his extraordinary piety and zealj and an 
incredible number ot stupendous miracles. 

Hospinian says the invocation of St. Is icholas by sailors took its 
rise from the legendary accounts of Vlncentius and Mantuanus : —

ali^ aqu&i invocah. Hide Idolomaniae fabula originem dedit, quae 
eztat spud Vincentitmi, lihro ziv. capite 70 ; et Mantaanittm, 
Uh. xii.

Armstrong, speaking of Ciudadella, says, Near the entrance of 
the harbour stands a chapel dedicated to St. Nicholas, to which the 
sailors resort that have suffered shipwreck, to return thanks for their 
preservation, and to hanpr up ^' otivp Pictures, representing the dan- 
ger they have escaped, m gratitLi<ie to the saint for the protection 
he vouchsafed tlu III, and in accouiphshment ot tiie v ows they made 
in the height ol the storm. This custom, which is in use al present, 
is fallen from the old Romans, who had it, among a great number 
of othflf cnstoms, from the Greeks; for we ere told that Bion the 
philosopher was shewn several of these votive pictures hang up in a 
temple of Neptune near the sea side. Horace attudes to them thus ;

that they quite vanished out of sight. This was esteemed a presage I 
of future greatness and eloquence : the like is said to have happened 
to Plato. St. Ambrose was about thirty four years old when he was I 
ordained bishop ; and he is raQked|among the Doctors of the Chufcb. 
He died on the 4th of April, 397. 

St. Fara, after meeting with great opposition, received the religious 
veil in 614, in the monastery of Faremontier. Though very young, 
she was appointed abbess of the nunnery, and governed it with great 
dismtbn and piety. She died, after a painful lingering sidmeis, I 
ondieSdof Aprilyabonl the year ThereMcsof St^Farawece ' 
enshrined, and a great noBUMr of miracles have heen wrongM 
through her mteroefesion.

HercomtaDCy wai tried by toimt&ts, and she died in privKi, pray- 
in^ that God would not proloog her exile, but speemiy unite her 
Mtith her holy friend St. kulalia, who had suffered marcyrdom. 

St. VVulfhiide was a noble virgin, who learnt from her infancy to 
despise all worldly things, and only to love those which were hea- 
venly. She was placed when vpry yoiini; by her parents at the 
monastery of Winchester. Kmu' lul^ar ortered her his hand in 
marriage, but she refused, right well knowing how easily temi taUous 
to sin are let into the soul by the acceptance of worldly iionours and 
riches. The king made many atten^ts to obtain her, but she resist- 
ing, and he being struck with her fidelity to her hmvenly s[>ouse» 
and her good sense in preferring to insure the treasures of an inipe> 
ridiable world, made her abbess of Barking Abbey, to which house 
he gave many splendid possessions. Her life and history, detailed 
by Btttler« reminds us of Milton's Sonnet : 

To a piout Lad lit probably when taking the Vowt* 

Lady, that in the prime of earliest youth 

Wisely hast shun'd the broad way and the green. 
And with those few art eminently seen 

That labour up the hill of heavenhe truth. 

The better part with Mary and with Ruth 
Chosen thou hast, and they that overween. 
And at thy growing virtues fret their spleen, 

Ko anger find in thee, but pity and r^ith. 
Thy care is fixt, and zealously attends 

To fill tliv odorous lamp with deeds ot light 
And hope llial reups nut siiaine. Therefore be sure

The ttuit 
IowmI iDtBiieto make her escape, and, after mich fatigue, antved at 
M«fiday before bredk of day, where, preaentmg henelf before the 
jiid|;e» she reproached him with impiety in attempting to destroy 
souls ; upon which she was seized, and, after many torments, stifled 
by the smoke and flames which surrounded her*

O Sapient ia is the beginning of an anthem in the Latin service to 
the honour of Chi ist s Advent, which used to be sung in the church 
from this day until Christmas Eve.

It has been justlr said that the amusement of the botanist need not be con- 
fined to sprinfi: ana summer. He has plants also for autumn, and Fungi, too, 
for both tne early anrt later parts of that season.

When it thundered and lightened, they did ring 
St« Adelm's Bell at Malmesbury Abbey* The cnriODS do say that the ringing 
of bells exceedingly disturbs spirltt. The lane Is saM of Oockcrowing. Oor 
forefathers, however, did not entirely trust to the ringing of bells for tne dis- 
persion of tempests, for in 1313 a cross foil of reliqaes of divers saints was set 
•a St. Psal's steeple, to preserve from all danger of tempeMS." This nay 
perhaps be tbe reason why so little mischief to ifOadoa has besa dene bf 
storms. 

On Coincidences.— \\. is a remark repeatedly mads, and that, too, by persons 
by no means saperstltions, that oifre coiocidences liappen than, according to 
the common doctrine of chances, we should have a right to expect in a given 
time. Though this is an assertion difiicult of proof, on account of the vague 
and undefined character of what we call coincidences, yet every body is struck 
with the force of the observation ; and some versous nave thought that there 
might be some mysterious and remote laws which regulated the falling out of 
events in such a manner, as that two or more strikingly similar, thongb, as 
&r as we can perceive, unconnected events, should in a great number of in- 
stances happen together.

Many perton« have represented the winter as a very dreary season, almost 
totally devoid of Interem. In London this may be true ; but in the eountrj^ 

it is far otherwise when the weather is inlld, and even in trost and snow there 
is a diversity of grotesque appearances which amuse us for awhile merely as a 
change. Mild and calm winters are, however, the most pleasant } and the 
Hybemal Flora, the Berries on the Evergreens, and a winter garden in general, 
are circumstances calculated to delight and to amuse. And when we combine 
these circumstances with the approaching annual customs and festivities of 
midwinter, we are far from regarding it as an uninteresting period. The 
Spectator very wisely recommends a winter garden, composed ot Evergreens, 
liedges of Holy Yew and Box. and groves of Laurel, Laurestine, and Bays, with 
Hotly, the Pyracantha, and othtr Evergreens, wliose berries ornament our 
hybernal gardens; and the trees might be i*ines. Firs, Cedars, and Cvpress. 
For, possessing these winter plants, a warm bright day atTords us a walk in a 
g«rden of green leaves, and we may almost fancy it summer. \ 

The following plants of the Hybernal Flora will blow in open ground in our 
parterres :— The Scented Coltsfoot Tmsiluffo fraffraru blows now, and conti- 
DUes in mild seasons all the winter till the middfe of Fet>ruary, diffusing a 
most grateful icent in the air. This piaut ancceeds best by being timnsplanted 
frequently. 

The Evergreens wbow berries ornament our winters are the followiBgl 
The Holly Hejr aqtfi/olium, whose berries are scarlet. 
Ivy Hedera Helis, the berries being green. 
Pyraeaatha Mstptku Pfrmaniha^ doep oratiga berries. 

Besides tht'sc. the following exhibit beautiful berrieii on bare boughs : 

The White Thorn or \fay Bush Crateffus ojyacantha, red berries.

him, and ended bis life by running him through the bodv with a lance.

We retone today otlr obterYations on ffao ntghtwatches arid other periodical 
and occasional Cocltcrowinps, which we promised yesterday. NVho can ever 
forget the nlgbtwatches proclaimed by the Cock in that scene in Comus where 
tlM two hiotlicn, loMiftbof their eisterf are benlghtedta a fonM: 

Vnmoffle, ye faint Stars; and thou, fair Moon, 
That wont'st to love the traveller's benison, 
Stoop tiiy pale visage through an amber cluud. 
And disinherit Chaos, that reigns here 
In dooble night of darltness and of shades | 
Or, if your influence be quite dammed up 
With black usurping mists, some gentle tapeft 
Though a rushcandle from the wicker hole 
Of some clay habitation, visit us 
With thy longleTelled rule of streaming light | 
And thou shalt be onr star of Arcady, 
Or Tyrian Cynosure. Or, if our eyes

We have noticed that during the still dark weather, which often happen 
abont the Brumal Sol>tice, Cociis often crow all day ana night; and hence thr 
notion that they crow all night on the vigil of the Nativity. They began to crow 
daring the darkness of the eclipse of the Sun, Sept. 4, ito. And if leenitthat 
erenosculum Is the sort of light in which they crow most. 

There is Uiis remarkable circamstance about the crowint; of Cocks,— they 
•eem to keep nightwatches or to have general crowinirmatches at eertaln pe- 
riods, as soon after twelve, at two, and again at daybreak. These are the A1<'C- 
trophones mentioned by St. John. To us these Cockcroivings do not appear 
quite so raralar in tlieir times of occurrence, though they certaioW obeerve 
certain periods, when not interrupted by changes of the weather, which genc- 
lally produce a great deal of crowing. Indeed the song of all birds is much in- 
Sneneed by the state of tlie air.

dotty ■ the first both in will and deed, which is the highest ^ the 
.oocoad in will» bat not in deed; the third indeed^ bat BotinwiU; 
— so the Church commemorates these martyrs in the same order. 
St. Stephen first, who suffered both in will and deed ; St. John next, 
who suffered in will, but not in deed^ the Holy Tnnooenta lasty who 
sufiered in deed, but not in will. 

Innocents Day was formerly esteemed a day of very unlucky 
omens ; there was a custom, as the learned Gregory tells us, among 
thrifty housewives, to whip up the children at an early hour on Chil- 
dermas Day.

1. HOLY NAME of JESUS. 

Ofri, This festival occurs on the secood Simday after the Epiphanyi 
and was thus instituted and ezteoded to the whole church by Pope 
Innocent XIIL in 1721. The particular Offioe ledted today was 
composed in some part of the sixteenth centnty. St* Gregory 

Nazianzen has some curious remarks on the powerful effect of so- 
lemnly pronouncing the name of Our Lord over demoniacs, in his 
Epistle to Numesius the heathen. He also relates some very won- 
derful effects produced by making in the air the Sign of the Cross. 

This festival occurs at nearly the coldest time of the winter^ frost 
and snow being its usual concomitants. 

The churches are still decorated with the Christmas Evergreens.

2. SHROVE TUESDAY. 

Obs. -Shrove Tuesday comes at the end of the Cannval, and sig» 
nifies the time when the sinners were sliriven or punfied from their 
sins by a general confession and absolution before the penitential 
season of Lent. A particular accounl ut Shrove Tuesday, as well 
as oi tiie other festivalsj will be found in Butler's Moutaljie Feasti of 
the Church* 

AnioDg the many Gurioui AntiquititB of tiie Festivals, we find that 
this day lued to be called FatUmU Een in Scotland ; and in the noith 
of England the Monday before is called Coli4fp Monday^ and Shrove 
Tuesday is called PancakB Tuitday, The custom o) ringing the 
large bell at the church at noon, for people to put on their pancakes, 
is not very ancient ; it seems to have been substituted at the Refor* 
mation for the midday Angelus Bell^ for when piety declined, and 
Epicureanism was substituted for mortification, the sound of the 
words Pancake Bell became more agreeable in the ears of modern 
refinement. This bell is still rung in many places. 

Glaus Magnus relates several curious sorts of games practised 
on this day. 

The detestable practice of Cockthrowing some years back took 
place today, and is now scarcely put a stop to ; and we find by 
Brand's Antiquities, that in the noaldry that fi>llowed the prolane 
age of Elizabeth the Cod^ was styled the Shrovetide Martyr* ^ 

Infernal cruelties used to be practised towards Cocks on this day, 
which were put an end to at one village in England in consequence, 
as we are mformed, of the following lines bSeing stuck up in the 
School Room of the parish : 

A man of Viin dnesstohisbeastis kind. 
Bat brutal actioiM show a brutal miad: 
Remember He who made thee mttle the brote. 

Who cnvp thee speech and reason fonnM him Oialei 
He can't complain, but God^ alUeeiuj; eye 
BeboHt thjr cruelty* and hears hU cry. 

ITc w ns desiijned thy larum, not thy dnid{j;e; 
y^nd know that his Creator is thy Judge t 

The Mother Church, who is ever correcting the vices of hei 
children, thus admonishes us against the abuses of the Carnival and 
of Shrovetide How monstrous is the ineonsistency of those who 
by tlie excesses of Shrovetide make sin a preparation for a state ol 
penance, and plunge themselves into disorders at the very time they 
pretend to be disposing themselves for a perfect conversion ! Can 
dissipation ever dispose the soul for recollection, or sensuality and 
intemperance be a preparation to fasting? "As wrestlers," says 
St. Basil, (Hom. i. de Jejun. n. 10, p. 9,) " exercise themselvea lie- 
fore the combat, so must Uhristians practise abstemiousness) in ofder 
to prepare and fit themselves for fasting/ If we are astoniabed mt 
the severe fasts of the primitive Christians during Lent, we must re- 
flect that the whole year was with them in some measure a conti- 
nual hsX, and tims enabled them to bear the greatest austerities 
without prejudice to their health. The like habits of tempenuwe 
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would have the same effect upon us ; whereas sudden changes from 
one extreme to another are often attended with dangerous con- 
sequences*

Obit Penance ) fastin^i and voluntfli^ sufifering in expiation of 
sins are praciices as ancient as any religion whatever, and^ like 
prayer, are coeval with the tnw wonhip of Almighty God* In the 
• eamtt acooonts of JwUea we-find nsting in nckdoth and aihaa 
Mitioned among the penitential praetioai of the children of Iflnel« 

On fasting, much is to be said in a medical pUni of view. If 
not carried too far, it is rery useful in clearing tim blood of redun- 
dant and vicious humours, and in relieving the stomach from the 
too great action into which it is habitually called by our habits of 
repletion. By lessening the impetus of the circulation, likewise, it 
relieves the brain from pressure, and qualifies the mind in an emi- 
nent degree for the holy meditations and offices of the season of 
penance. Abstinence from flesh meat is also a salutary adjunct to 
nstingy and we are persuaded that the perio&al fasts and abfti* 
nenees of the Church have a good physical eAwt oo the hody^ as 
well as on the mind; and thus, in the consolidated wisdom or our 
forefathers, was contemplated the threefold benefit of health of 
bodyi vigilance and purity of mind, and salutary penance for sins« 
by a periodical observance, which nothing but the idle, laxy, and 
dissipated gourmand of an age of refinement would venture to 
impugn. 

A work has been advertised in the Catholic Miscellany t on Absti* 
nence and Fasting, by Dr. Forster of Chelmsford| with a view of 
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explaining medically the mode of Qmplojing luting and !it?ftififtiirff 

to the greatest advantage. 

Asli Wednesday is called so from the ancient strewing of ashes 
when the bead was covered with sackcloth in the Fenitential Office 
of the day.

Dominica in Ramis PaimaruM^ 
Dimanche dea Rameaaz.— Fr. 

Obs, The week immediately preceding Palm Sunday is called 
Passion Week, and the week wnich follows it Holy W eek. The 
reason why Passion Sunday has received the cognomen Palm Sunday 
is from a custom of bearing Palms in religious processions today. 
Our churches and chapels are also Stock np wim Falnis» and in 
these ncurtbsm. oonntnes of Enrope the floveiiog branches of the 
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Willows are substituted for real Palm boughs, and, together with a 
tew Evergreen boughs, are blessed and distributed to the congrega- 
tion. Hence to day was called Dominica in Ramii Palmarum. 
The CQstom is derived from the Palm boughs strewed on the road 
when Onr Lord entered Jenisalem riding on an A8S« Hoqnoian 
thns alhides to this feast in his Origines: 

HiDc venit Rlma dies quk Christiu'dicUur nrben 
IngreMQt Solymam dorso gestalot aselli. 

It seems that many, of the Willows are always to be found in 
flower on this day, even when the moveable leasts occur early. 

When they occur late, the Willows are nearly in leaf. 

There was once a ceremony practised this day of drawing along 
a wooden Ass, in memory of that whereon Christ rode into 
Jerusalem.

5. MAUNDY THURSDAY, Sksem TJmr$dmg, or 
IHei MandaH. 

Coena Domini, 
Jeudi Saint.— Fr. 

Obs. The Cburch on this festival^ which it held the day biliic 
Good Friday, celebrates the Last Supper of our Divine RedMMr 
with the institution of the Holy Sacrament of Communion. 

The ceremony of consecrating the oils takes place today, and it 
is remarkable that the celebrated Fenelon, in his " Education of a 
Daughter/' recommends strongly that she be accustomed to see this 
ceremony performed. 

There is ftill a custom kept up oa Matmdy Thursday of visiting 
several chuidiet,' tnd saying a short prayer in eadi ; aftd giving 
alms to the poor who attend on the occasion. 

The ceremony of washing the feet of the Paysannes and other 
poor folks used to be practised, and at Rome is stiil practised on this 
day, with profound humility, by the sovereign pontiff himself. 

In good old times, when pious Catholics made every festival a 
season of almsgiving, the practice of distributing gifts at the feet- 
washing was almost universal. Gowns and hoods were given to the 
women, and generally to the number of the years of age of the . 
donor. 

At Paris, Penitential Psdns and TenebM niad to be sung on 
thii day in the Bois de Boulogne.

Dominica ResurrectiKmis, 
Dimanche des P&ques.

Ohs. As on Friday the Church commemorated the Crucifixion of 
Our Lord, so today is kept the greatest of all the festivals in honor 
of his Resurrection from the Sepulchre. The Church today puts 
forth all her pomp, which may be seen to the greatest advantage 
at St. Petei^s at Rome, where the proemioiui are very magnificent, 
the Pope himself assisting at hi^ nass. The Vigil of Easter is 
called ffoly Saturday, when the Office hegias hy blessing the fira, * 

E^ter is generally a pleasant time of year, from the appearaaee 

of letnrniDff spring* the melody of birds, and the floviremig of the 

numerous Narcissus^ Daffixlils, Hyacinths, early TuUpSt and other 

flowers of the early spring. The weather is sometimes very dear, 

and cool east winds prevail, with very dry air. At other times, 

when the feasts are later, April pours forth her arrosoir of showers 

to replenish the earth against the coming of May. Chauoer says. 

When that Aprllis with her showerie soote 
The drought of March had pierced to the roote. 

At Dijon in Burgundy it is the custom upon the first Sunday in 
Lent to make laige fires in the streets, whence it is called Fire- 
brand Sunday.

Ofti. The fifth Snoday after Easter is called Eogatkm Sunday^ 

and the Rogation days are the Monday, Tuesday, wSA, Wsbmesoat 
following, and immediately pieceding Holt Xbubsdat or Aseen- 

sion Day. 

Rogation Week, Saxon Eanj bs J^r» ^* ®* ^^J^ perambfula- 
lioD, is always the next but one before Whitsunday, and so called 
because on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday of that week, Roga* 
tions and Litanies were used ; and fasting, or at least abstinence, 
then enjoined by the Church to all persons, not only for a devout 
preparative to the feast of Christ's glorious Asoensbn, and the de* 
scent of the Hdly Ghcist shortly after, but also to request aiid suppli- 
cate the blessing of God upon the finite of the euth ; and in tbn 
respect the solemnization of matrimoiiy is forbidden from the first 
day of the said week till Trinity Sunday. The Dutch call it 
CruymUlu Crossweek, and it is so called in some parts of £n^land» 
because when the priests go in procession this tveek the 6ross is car- 
ried before them. In tlie Inns of Court it was called Grassweek, 
because the commons of that week formerly consisted much of sal- 
lads, hard eggs, and green sauce upon some of the days. 

The weather on this feast is usually fine, and the village proces- 
sions in Catholic countries afford a remarkable instance of the inno- 
cent hilarity so closely connected with the Christian festivals ; they 
are well described by Chateaubriand in his Chrutianismen As the 
AntmoM Pit^tille from blowing often at Easter Is caUed PiisQvs 
Flowbb, so is the Polygala vuiatU firom being used in the R(Mpft> 
tion prooesnons often called Kooation Flotwbr. Some omr 
flowers, however, have obtained this name ironl the satee «aase. 
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11. HOLY THURSDAY, or Ascer^sum Day. 

Festum Ascensionis, 

Le Jeudi Sftic^t d'As^nsion.."^Fr. 

Obs, The fifth Sunday after Easter is called Kogation Sunday, 
and tfie Thursday following is Ascension Day. The Monday, 
Tuesday, and Weanesday in the same week, and immediately pre- 
ceding Holy Thursday, are called the Rogation Days. 

Ascension Day ma^ be thus described ; — The apostles and other 
disciples were returning to Jerusalem for the approaching feaat of 
Pentecost* Tea days belbra that festtval^ while thev were all at 
table together in Jenualemi; Christ ^ivooied them witk his last ap- 
parition. Having repeated his former commission, and given his 
last charge to his apostles* in the place where they were assembled 
together in Jerusalem, thence led them forth on the road to Betha- 
nia, to a high part of Mount Olivet, about a Sabbath day*s journey 
from the city. Being arrived at the summit of the mountain, he 
raised himself from the earth in the presence of his disciples, and 
lifting up his hands, as was customary with the Jews on such occa- 
sions, he gave them his blessin^j, ana at tlie same time ascended 
into heaven in their sight ; and as in his resurrection he raised him- 
self by his own power, so in his ascension he was wafted up to 
heaven by his own divine energy and power, being himself the vei^ 
author of life and motion* The disciples followed him with tl^ir 
eyes as he rose, till a bright cloud took him out of their sight. And 
while they stood in silent amazement two angels appeared in white 
garments, and thus accosted them: — "Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye looking up to heaven t This Jesus who is taken up from 
you shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven that is to say, when he shall come to judgment. The 
apostles- after this glorious sight returned full of joy to Jerusalem. 

• The parochial perambulations usually take (dace today, to define 

and perpetuate the memory of the boundaries of the parishes. 

The boundaries of the township and parish of Wolverhampton are 

in many points marked out by what are called Gospel TreeSj from 

the custom of having the Gospel read under or near them by the 

clergyman attending the parochial perambulations.

12. WHIT SUNDAY, or Feast of the Penticost. 
Dominica. 

Dimanche de Pftntecote. — Fr. 

06s. The gr6at festival of Whitsuntide is celebrated seven 
weeks after Easter, to commemorate the descent of the Holy Ghott 
on the Apostles after the Ascension of Our Lord. 

From the first ages of Christianity, the two principal and -most 
sacred times for the solemn administration of baptism were the eves 
of Easter and Whitsuntide. In parish churches the font is blessed, 
and the divine office is shorter during this octave and at Easter than 
at other times of the year. Ever since the middle ages a great wax 
eandle also has been cnstomarily blessed, to represent the light of 
ftith shining forth to the worhi. On this day likewiw die b«Ss are 
niiig and tnimneto sounded, while the niose Yeni, Sancte Spiiitus, 
CpsM Hchf Ghost Crealar eomi^ &e# is chanted after ^e epistle 
at mass. 

Confirmation is administered by the bishops at aH lieasfWMi of the 
year ; but Pentecost has always been looked upon as the proper 

festival for this sacrament. 

It was a primitive rule of discipline, that no fast should be com- 
toanded during the fifty days of the Paschal time ; nevertheless, the 
divine Spouse being represented as taken away from the church on 
the feast of the Ascension, by a law of universal custom in the close 
of tfris fime of spiritual joy, the Eve of Whit Sunday has been ob- 
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served, at least from the fourth or fifth edniiiry, and probably lon^ 
bdate, with a fast of precept, in order to prepare the faithful for the 
descent of the Holy Ghost. This is expressly mentioned in the 
iacramentaries of Pope Gelasius and St. Leo. 

Whitsuntide is called Rose £aster, that beautiful tribe being 
usually now in blow ; but we might as well call Easter, Daffodil 
Whitsuntide. The genus Narcissus blowing as abundantly about 
the feast of Our Lord's Resurrection^ as the genus Rosa does about 
bis Ascension.

ihe Holy Trinity. 

Christ our I^rd, says the historian, before, his ascension into 
heaven commissiuaeJ his apostles to go and preach to all nations 
the adorable mystery of the Blessed Trinity, and to baptue those 
who thoiild believe in him : Is ti^ name of the Father, ajid <tf 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost." Matt, xzviii. 19. These words 
atone, says a late writer, should suffice to confound the Aiians* - 
Socinians, and all other ancient and modem enemies of this funda- 
mental article of the Christian faith. By saying, In the nam$t£^ 
Lord here teaches the unity of God in three distinct persons; and 
indeed almost every page both of the Old and New Testament 
Droclaims that there is only one God, and that there can be no more. 
But that in this most simple and strict unity in God there is a Tri- 
nity of really distinct subsisting persons is clearly expressed by the 
same words of Christ. Reason can never attain tnis mystery, as 
our Lord himself de(^«s, in Matt. xvi* 17.

Obt* The institution of the tloly Sacrament of the Eucharist was 
finrmcrly celebrated with solenin thanksgiving to the Divine Good* 
ness on Maundy Thonday in Holy Week; but that time bebg 

mostly taken up in commemorating the sufferings of our Saviour, a 
proper solemn festival was appointed in honour of this great mys- 
tery. Pope Urban IV. in 1264 fixed it on the Thursday after the 
Octave of Whitsunday, commanding it to be observed over the whole 
Church with a solemnity equal to the four great festivals of the year. 

Garlands, and pageants representing the history of our Saviour, 
iiaed to be hvm about on this day. 

In the Chuidiwaidens' Acoounts of St. Maiy at Hill^ in the cif y 
Of London, 17 and 19 Edward IV. Palmer and Clerk churchwar* 
dens, the following entry oectir8:<^'' Garlands on Corpus Christi 
Day. xd." 

We find among the ancient annual church disbursements, for four 
men bearing torches about the parish" on this day, payments of Id. 
each. Among the same accounts, for the 19th and 21st years of 
Edward IV. we have : •* For fiaggs and garlondis, and pakthredde 
for the torches, upon Corpus Christi Day, and for six men to here 
the said torches, iiiji. vij</." And in 1485, " For the hire of the 
garments for pageants, it. viiu2." 

ftose garlands on Corpus Chiisti Bay are also mentioned under 
the years 1524 and 152$> in the parish accowits of St. Martin 
Ootwich.

which on the short or common Chaplet is five, but in certain long 
Rosaries it amounts to ^fteen ; at the end it is cnstomaiy to aay the 
Belief in Latin. 

And then the whole finishes mik the Pater Notter, Ave Maria, 
Gloria Patri, and In namme Patriff SometiniflS, however, 

short prayers on the fifteen mysteries are intcodoced.

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CIRCLE OF THE HOURS. 

■ 

I. O'CLOCK A.M. 

Obs. The revolution of the enrth on its axis from any ^iven 
point to the same point again may be called the Natural Day, 
just as the circuit of the earth in her orbit is called the Natural 
Year, As the yt»aris divided into seasons, moutlis, tides, and days, 
so the day is subdivided as^ain into times, hours, minutes, and se* 
conds j and all these arUhcial divisious constitute the artificial years. 
As we have described the peculiar history and the holy offices of 
each day in the year, together with each day's natural phenomena« so 
shall we now describe the particular offices performed and the parti- 
cular natural phenomena which occur in each hour of the day ; and, 
in order further to make the work complete, we shall introduce 
some appropriate poetry for certain hours, as we did for certain days* 
llie £arth*s orbit maybe said to be the foundation of her Year, and 
her rotation that of t^e Day; the Moon's orbit that of the Months 
and Weeks; the flowcrinfrof plants that of the Seasons; and their 
periods of opening and shuttin^jf their blossoms that of the Jlours. 
But astronomy and the civdization wisich accompanied the exten- 
sion of the Christian religion has regulated, and the divine offices of 
the Church have sanctified, the days, and seasons, and hours ; and 
the study of them all together is a profitable as well as pleasing em- 
ployment to those who would blend the useful and the delightful 
together. 

After tiie solemn and measured strokes ot the nndniuht bell of the 
abbey clock have finished, when, in the words oi tlie puet, The iron 
tongue oi midnight has tolled twelve," then the immediately follow- 
ing hour was originally called from the Latin Prima hcra or first 
hour ; and it fiiushed by the striking of <me o'ckdu The Nocturnal 
Office of the Church in religious hours then took place. The Matins 
and Laudes of some re]t|iou8 orders used to he said, and at ^is time 
the solemn celebration oFthe Chrirtmas Midnight Mass is celebrated. 
The reason why the Office of Prime was afterwards said later in the 
morning was because in the various divisions made of the canonical 
hours some of their authors in Italy regarded the Prime as the Day- 
break or as the Sunrise Office ; the day beginning in that country not

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at the fint hour, as here, bat at sunriie. Hence the hymn begin* 

iimg, Jam lucii crto sidere^ which we have given at page QBp was 
ordered to be sung at Prime, bat more of the Hours by ml bye.

11. O'CLOCK A.M. Not Canonical. 

Obs, The second hour of the mommg is not canonicaly nor do 
we find in general anjr particular office attached to it by the monas« 

tic orders of ancient times. 

At the close of the second hour, when the clock strikes two, we • 
may expert several peculiar natural phenomena. At Midsummer 
the day breaks, ami at all times of year certain invalids are subject 
to the nocturnal e.Kacerljations of disease ; two o'clock being one of 
the hours at which the periodical paroxysms of many complaint- 
takes place. After twj o'clock we find persons who have laid awake 
• with nibrile symptoms all night often begin to get into a little com- 
Ibrtable sleep ; and soon after two, or early in the third hour, the 
Cocks first begin their general crowing, or Aleztrophong, as if to 
awake the slumbering Testals and drowsy monks against lae oflfee 
of the third hooTy once devoted to Laudes, though Ihey afterwards 
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made Laudes immediately follow Matins. The following hymn at 
this hour of first Cockcrow, and in summer of approaching light, is 
very appropriate ; the line declaring the restoration of health to the 
sick will often be remembered when the light and refreshing sleep 
above described follows a night of sickness and morbid nights 
watching^*

IIL O CLOCK A.M. LAUDES. 

Ob6, The hours iii. vi. ix. and xii., both before and after noon, 
may be considered as canonical ; they were formerly devoted by 
certain religious Orders to regular or cauonical Offices of the Church. 
And nve may observe that in most church steeples where there are 
chimes played by deckwork, these are the usual hours at which 
they play, which is a remnant of the ages we allude to« llie word 
Tierce or Terza comes from Tenia ^ the Latin for the third hour ; and 
the reason why this office is recited in the ninth instead of the third 
hour is, that the canonical hours being established in Italy, where 
the day begins at sunrise ; siz o'clock, which is the average time of 
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ittnrue, wat tiie liM ftwn liWm tk« lirat euwnioal hmur of Um 
day wat nckoned : henea Pbimb or Priiami^ of tha SaiuBt waa 

at siz o*clodi in fha moraii^. Tsbece or Undanang at niiie. Sut 
or Middaogsang at noon* Nokbs or Nonnng at three. VasFBrna 

or Aefensang at six. Complin or Nightsang at nitae. Matins or 
Unthsang in the first hour after midnight. Laudes at three in the 
morniog. Thus was the whole of the day divided. The Mass was 
generally celebrated after Tierce; the Angelas said at morning- 
prayers about Prime, at noon, and at Vespers or thereabouts, on the 
ringioK of the Angelas Bell. Afterwards, when certain monks got 
more lazy, Landea after a short pause followed Matins, and they 
went lo reet again till Prime. The Saxon names for the hoars were 
from translations of the Rule of St« Benedict, made by Ethelwold 
bishop of Winchester in the reign of Edear. These rules were rati- 
fied and eoosoUdated by St. Dunstan in his Concordat of Rules. 

The natural phenomena observable at this time of day are in 
summer the first pale light of morning, at other times of year it is 
dark, and when Laudes were said at this time, the church, as. at 
Matins, used to be lighted up with candles and lamps. The great 
Cockcrowing which so frequently happens about this time gave it 
the name of the Nightwatch, of which we have spoken yesterday, 
as the crowing begins early in the third hour, soon after two 
o'clock. The birds now in late spring and the early summer often 
bennto sing : we have heard die ni|^tingale, the lariL, the Robin, 
and the Thrush, already carolling at thb early hour the first pale 
beam of orient light, shortly following the crowing of the Bird of 
Dawn, and enli?ening the <^en only cool hour of the whole diurnal 
circle. 

In winter, the most violent of the nocturnal r^ales of wind, which 
blow so often at uncertain intervals from Catherine Tide to Ciirist* 
mas, take place at this hour*

Obs, In the middle of summer many plants that open at sunrise 
now expand their flowers, and. the birds are already singing very 
lively. 

Cocks crow much at this time, though some authors regard the 
Nightwatches at midnight, two o'clock, four o'clock, and sunrise. 

Kirdier, in his Musurgia UniversaliSp 'Romae 1650, page 30, has 
a curious plate representing the notes of the Gallicinium and of 
other birds' songs musically expressed.

V. O'CLOCK A.M. Not Canonical. 

Obs, Five o'clock not being a canonical hour, there are few anti- 
quities belonging to its history. In Italy and some other countries 
it is tlie hour of risiiig of certain monastic orders of the present day; 
Th6 Jesuits, for instance, whose hour is four in F^nce, rise in Italy 
in the fifth hour, and they do the same in England. In some ]>laces 
the morning bell at the church rings at five o'clock, though six is the 
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usual hour, it being the remains, of the bdl fonnedy rang for die 
office of Prime. 

In the early spring it is still dark» nor is it till after the clo6k has 
struck five that we see the orient lighter than the rest of the horiaon. 

The progress of the late spring and its encreasing light brings os 
at length to the period when at Ave o'clock the sun is risen. In 

summer it is broad daylight, and even warm. As summer declines, 
it is cooler and hardly light at this hour; and autumn at length 
brings us to the time when the £fth hour is stnick again in the gloom 
of night. 

In summer many syugenecious and other periodical flowers open 
at this time when there is light enough. For instance : 

Forster's .Sowthistle Sonchtu Coeruletu $ opens. 
SoeeoTf Ckherium Inipbut opeos. 
Oxetoneuc Picris echtoides opens. 
Copper Lily Hemerocallit fulva opens. 
Piii«ydleir 9oppy Fa^moer m U Keaie spent. 

The above are only a few examples out of many hundreds. The 
Goatsbeards and many others do the same. But it must be ob- 
served, that the mle for flowers opening at certain hoora is this — 
They have a certain hour for opening when there is snfBcient light, 
but their hour flnetnates with the declining sun ; so that those plants 
which at Midsummer open at five, if they ahoidd last tilI^Baitliolo> 
mewtide, would then open about six, and so on. 

As the principal season for the singins of birds is the late spring* 
so this hour becomes the most genersil time for their beginning. 
Nothing can well be more delightful than a fine May morning at 
this hour.

VL O'CLOCK. PRIME. 

Obt* At» or even befove, the clock strikes six, the office of Prime 
formerly b^an ; and nowadays, from the laziness of the times, the 
Matins and Laudes often takes place at the same hour. We have 

before explained why this office is called Prima, and not the Sexto, 
which latter office is recited at midday , the hours ot the day being 
counted from the mean tune of sunrise, which is six in the morning; . 
The almost universal custom of ringing one of the church bells at 
SIX IS deiu ed fioru those times when, every clmich being Catholic, 
the bell used to go for Prime. The bell which at some places goes 
at noon is a remnant of the Angelus Bell, still rang in convents 
everywhere, and at every chnich of the Catholic religion. The 
eight o'clock bell is the Curfew, established by William the First 
after the Norman conquest. 

The chimes usually play at six, h?mg one of the canonical hours, 
and one of the great cardinal points of the day. 

The appearance of nature at this time of the morning in spring 

is most delifrhtfnl, particularly when in April the rising sun first 
warms the cool air of the passed mi^iit ; and the burst of song's from 
tlie choral gro\ c first salutes our ear, anud liie occasional notes of 
the Cuckoo, newly arrived. 

The fonowing is the Hymn at Prime, of which we have given 
another version in the body of this work, on the 6th of March. The 
same is also the hymn recited befoie breakfast. Most of these an- 
cient verses were composed by Prudeniius in the fourth century, or 
else by St. Ambrose :

Obi* As the offices of Matios, Laudes^ and Prime, consisted for 
llie moitjpart of portions of the Psaher recited hj the religious, to* 
getherwtth an appropriate hymn, so Tierce consisted chiefly of 
portions of the Scnptures and Prayers. The Pater NaOer and Ave 
Maria being said before each. 

Tierce usually takes place at nine in the forenoon, and where 
High Mass is said in con? ents and monasteries it frequently imme* 
diately follows Tiorce. 

In the little Office of St, Barbara, printed in the *' Celeste Pal- 
metam" at Bru^ in 1761, is the following Hymn at Tierce ;

Nine o'clock in summer is distinguished by several phenomena. 
Some Howers close thus early ; many birds and animals come forth 
before the great noontide heat. Swifts, for example, now whirl 
round and round in gyrations about our houses and gardens, utter- 
ing their loud cry, and then retire to their cool recesses under the 
tilings in steeples and in toweis» till eventide invites them again 
to tue their winged prey.

Obs. We find by Dugdale and other writers that the religious 
orders used after they had £nished Tierce and Mass to retire from 
tlie divine office till 8bkt» which took place at midday. Teno'do^ 
was theiefom often the time of going to study or to woik in the gar- 
den ; one or other of these oocnpations was obligatory aooording to 
the Rule of St. Benedict. These not being hours of recreation and 
sleep, which in fact took place after dinner, from one o'clock till 
' thiee» the time of the office of the Nones. In the little Office oftk^ 
inmiaeuUiie Conception of the Blessed Virgin, the hours noted down 
are not exactly conformable to the old canonical houiSy nor is it 
perhaps necessary to observe them among the laity. 

The Rule of St. Benedict, prescribing manual as well as mental 
labour, was a very salutary one, and contributed, no doubt, together 
with their abstinence, to the great health and longevity of the mem- 
bers of their order. From the hour under consideration, ten o'clock, 
till midday, the labour of the field and the cultivation of the monas* 
tery garden usually took place» though those who preferred it re- 
tired to study.

Ohu The aeooDd, and Indeed great part of the third, hour used 
to be devoted to lepoie by tiie Religious Orders of the middle ages. 
The customary dinner heinr was after 8bzt« that is, soon after noon* 
They then retired to rest or to quiet stody till Nones, which were 
recited at or before three in the afternoon. Xbis is a salutary prac* 
tice at all times ; as those Whose laborious and studious halnts 
require that they should take care to have a good digestion cannot 
better serve this end than by taking exercise before dinner, and rest 
after it ; so that the Benedictine Rule was a very salutary one, and 
conduced to the health and length of life of this order. That this 
recreation time should be devoted to repose, particularly in warm 
climates and in summer, cannot be wendcred at when we reflect on 
iheir severe vigilance, and the nightly dirturblmce of rest necessary 
to the performance of the Nocturnal Office* Our woid Nooir and 
Noontide is therefore derived from this period of repose pieceding 
the Nones or Nintbboor's Office intervening between middaT and 
our 3 P.M. ' 

The Mouseear Hawkweed Eimmkm Pilosella and several other 
syngenecious plants close soon after two o'clock. The heat of the 

day is now usually at its maximum in Europe, but it is often re- 
freshed again now by the springing up of seabreezes and gentle 
winds, particularly in countries situatecl not far from the ocean. 
About two o'clock Swallows and iUartins, who have been lying 
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still in their nests during the heat of midday, begin again to be 

seen about on the wing in summer time. In the vernal time, how-

VI. O'CLOCK P.M. VESPERS. 

OAf. That«z o'clock was the hoar of Vespers, and nine of the 
Complin, among certain leligiotts orders, there can be no doubt from 
recorded history ; but now Vespers and Complin are among the 
secular clergy and in our ordinary churches sung together, that in 
Complin Vespers between three and five o'clock. Vespers or the 
Evening Song consists chiefly of the chanting of parts of the Psalter 
with certain Evening Prayers and Hymns. 

Six o'clock is rather a pleasing time of day all the year round. 
In spring it is calm after the falling of vernal showers, and the diur- 
nal gales of Zephynis and Caurus, or after cold easterly and clear 
winas. In summer the heat of the day is moderated, and the sky 
serene and beantiAiL In antunm^e'sirsff'snug evmng fires are 
lighted, when at Bfichaelmas Tide we con^e. In after a day's work to 
tea, a fire, and candles ; the weather being still temperate, and in 
winter the cold is by this time shat out for the night, and with cur- 
tains and fastened doors we are.barricadoed in for our evening stu- 
dies, our tea and coffee, and a comfortable pipe of tobacco, and the 
amusement of the newspaper. Cowper in his " Task" and " Table 
Talk," has well described some of these domestic scenes; but has, 
we think, paid too great a compliment to the worrying hiaong of the 
tea uiQ, or the singing of a boiling kettle.

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VIII. O'CLOCK P.M. Hour of Curfew Bell. 

Obs. Eight o'clock is distinguished as the hour of Curfew, a 
word derived from rouvre feu, and signifying that the fires were to 
be generally extinguished at the ringing of a certain Ij* II. This 
custom, evidently instituted to prevent the occurrence ot those dread- 
ful fires winch formerly devastated the thatched towns of our aiices< 
tors, is of very great antiquity, and we believe was not instituted by 
William of Normandy, as is vulgarly imagined, though severely 
enforced by him. The e^ht o'clock bell, so common in many towns 
both in England and on tno Continonty it a remnant of the Curlew. 
It may be heard at the chnrches of St. Leonard's Shoreditcht at 
Spitalnelds, and at St* Botolph's Kshopsgate, in London, and m 
raost country towns. We alio noticed it at Thnn in Swit<erland« 
Milton deicribes its snllsn sound in U Benmoto: 

On a plat of riain? ground 
I hear the lar off Curfew soand, 
Over tome Hide watered shore, 
SwlDgliisilow wttb sullen iwr. 

The following is in Peshall's History of the City of Oxford » page 
177: "The custom of ringing the bell at Carfiut every night at 
ei^ht o'clock, called Curfew Bell or Coverfire Bell, was by order of 
Kmg Alfred, the restorer of our University, who ordained that ail 

the inhabitants of Oxford should at the ringing of th;\t bell cover up 
their tires, and to bed ; which custom is observed to tins dav, and 
the bell as constantly t\ivz^ at. cii^ht a«; (jreat Tom lolls at nine. It 
is also a custom, added to the fomu r, after the ringing and tolling 
this bell, to let the inhabitants know the day of the month by so 
many tolls.'* 

The Curfew is commonly believed to have been of Norman origin. 
A law was made by William the Conqueror tiiat all people should 
put out their fiies and lights at the eight o'clock bell, and go to bed. 
See Seymour's edition of. Stew's Sumy of London, i. 15« The 

Sractice of this custom, we are told, to its full eztenty was disserved 
nring that and the following reign.

The office 6f the Complia^ or Co«p(«tmum, was formerly 
appointed for the end of the ninth hour, thus completing the canom- 
caJ divbioQs of the day into eight parts. The following is the hymn 
sung at this office. Sometimes the night prayers were said again 
privately after Complia : they were said in private lifc at cii,dit, nine, 
or ten, as might be, just before going to ])ed. Those, iiowever, who 
rose to the Nocturnal Office at midnight went to bed at nine. The 
prayers were usually the Pafer A'osfer, Ave Maria, Angelns, and 
Confiteor ; and sometimes the liturgy of the Saints, and Prayers to 
the Blessed Virgin and to our Guardian Angels. The Hymn, too, 
of the Complia was recited.
